It  is  my  profound  conviction  that  no  Companion 
should  accept  this  high  station  unless  he  is  willing  to 
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assume  its  responsibilities  and  discharge  its  obliga¬ 
tions  to  the  best  of  his  ability.

In  accordance  with  this  belief,  your  servant,  for 
such  he  is,  has  endeavored,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
other  Grand  Officers,  to  awaken  renewed  interest  in 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  throughout  our  Jurisdiction, 
and  our  only  regret  is  that  we  could  not  have  done 
more. 

We  have  been  amply  rewarded  for  our  labors  by 
seeing  a  new  and  enlarged  interest  in  Capitular 
Masonry,  the  strengthening  of  the  weak  places,  a 
closer  approach  to  letter  perfection  in  ritual  work, 
and  a  new  and  increasing  desire  to  learn  more  about 
the  moral  and  spiritual  signification  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry.

Warrants  for  New  Chapters. 

J une  8,  1922.  An  application  was  received  in  due 
form  at  the  Quarterly  Communication,  held  June 
8,  1922,  to  grant  a  warrant  for  a  new  Chapter  to  be 
located  in  Barnesboro,  when,  on  motion  duly  made 
and  carried,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Grand 
Officers  with  power  to  act. 

After  due  consideration  by  the  Grand  Officers  it 
was  decided  that  the  best  interests  of  Capitular  Ma¬ 
sonry  would  not  be  served  by  the  constitution  of  a 
Chapter  where  no  Lodge  existed.  The  prayer  of  the 
petitioners  was  therefore  refused. 

Decision. 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  Com¬ 
panion  Berton  A.  PiscHERy  reported  to  me  as  a 
Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Good  Standing,  and  now  a 
member  of  Sussex  Chapter,  No.  59,  stationed  at 
Brookville,  Ontario,  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
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Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  a  Grand  Chapter  with 
which  we  are  on  fraternal  relations,  has  applied  for 
permission  to  visit  Portage  R.  A.  Chapter,  No.  195, 
at  J ohnstown,  and  has  been  denied  such  privilege,  by 
reason  of  his  not  having  the  word  of  the  Chair,  and 

Whereas,  The  law  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  does  not  permit  the  conferring 
of  the  degree  of  Past  Master,  nor  does  it  make  the 
word  of  the  Chair  prerequisite  to  admission  to  a 
Chapter  within  its  Jurisdiction, 

Therefore,  Believing  it  to  be  for  the  best  interests 
of  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  and  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  present  Fraternal  relations  with  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Canada, 

By  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  in  me  vested 
as  Grand  High  Priest,  I  direct  that,  if  the  Com¬ 
panion  referred  to  can  be  properly  vouched  for  as 
a  Royal  Arch  Mason  with  the  exception  of  the  word 
of  the  Chair,  and  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 

officers  and  members  to  extend  to  him  the  courtesy 

■/ 

asked  for,  the  same  be  done. 

Provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  at  any  time  be  construed  as  in  any  way  chang¬ 
ing  the  present  requirements  for  membership  in  a 
Chapter  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

This  decision  shall  apply  to  all  Chapters  under  our 
Jurisdiction. 
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District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests. 

The  splendid  work  of  our  twenty-five  faithful  Dis¬ 
trict  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests  commands  com¬ 
mendation  almost  beyond  the  power  of  words  to  ex¬ 
press. 

During  the  year  just  closed  they  have  made  a  total 
of  355  visits  to  Chapters,  or  an  average  of  fourteen 
each.  They  have  labored  zealously  in  the  inspection 
of  minute-books  and  Books  of  Marks,  and  have  done 
splendid  service  in  i 4 keying  up”  the  weaker  Secre¬ 
taries  to  better  work  and  more  efficient  methods. 

Among  other  laborious  duties  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priests  must  pass  upon  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  the  Kings,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that 
the  reports  show  that  the  Kings  of  all  Chapters  in 
the  Jurisdiction,  excepting  eight,  have  qualified  for 
election  and  installation  as  Most  Excellent  High 
Priests. 

In  three  of  the  Chapters  referred  to  the  Scribes 
qualified  and  were  elected  and  installed  Most  Excel¬ 
lent  High  Priests.  In  one  all  the  officers  were  re¬ 
elected.  In  another  Chapter  it  was  found  necessary 
to  elect  a  Past  High  Priest  to  serve  as  Most  Excellent 
High  Priest  for  the  coming  year.  Another  Chapter, 
King  elected  Most  Excellent  High  Priest,  failed  to 
qualify,  but  expects  to  qualify  in  January.  Another 
Chapter,  the  King  qualified  but  was  defeated  by  a 
Companion  who  served  as  Scribe  in  1920 ;  this  Com¬ 
panion  failed  to  qualify  and  was  not  installed;  the 
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High  Priest  of  1922  holds  over.  Another  Chapter, 
the  King  elected  Most  Excellent  High  Priest  failed  to 
qualify,  holding  over  the  High  Priest  1922. 

I  venture  to  bespeak  such  continued  and  increasing 
zeal  on  the  part  of  both  District  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priests  and  the  officers  in  line  of  the  subordinate 
Chapters  that  my  successor  may  be  able  to  report  one 
year  hence  that  the  King  of  every  Chapter  had  been 
advanced  to  the  High  Priesthood. 

On  July  7,  1922,  I  sent  the  following  letter  of  in¬ 
structions  to  the  District  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priests : 

“Dear  Sir  and  Companion: — It  is  an  imperative  requirement  of  Grand 
Chapter  that  no  Brother  shall  be  exalted  to  the  Supreme  Degree  of  Royal 
Arch  Mason  until  after  his  mark  shall  have  been  adopted  and  fully  re¬ 
corded  in  the  Book  of  Marks.  Recording  includes  the  copying  of  the  Mark  in 
the  Book  of  Marks,  together  with  the  name  of  the  Brother,  the  date  on 
which  he  had  the  Honorary  Degree  of  Mark  Master  Mason  conferred  upon 
him,  and  the  description  of  his  mark. 

‘  ‘  Strict  compliance  with  these  requirements  is  enjoined  upon  all  Sec¬ 
retaries,  but  it  has  come  to  our  attention  that  many  Secretaries  have  become 
more  or  less  indifferent  to  these  requirements.  You  are  therefore  requested 
at  the  earliest  opportunity  to  make  a  careful  inspection  of  the  Book  of 
Marks  of  the  several  Chapters  in  your  District.  Should  you  find  irregu¬ 
larities  or  omissions  direct  the  Most  Excellent  High  Priest  to  see  that  the 
necessary  corrections  are  promptly  made,  and  that  in  the  future  the  regu¬ 
lations  in  reference  to  this  matter  are  strictly  enforced. 

1  ‘  Inspection  of  the  minute  books  of  some  Chapters  by  the  Most  Ex¬ 
cellent  Grand  Secretary  also  show  some  irregularities,  especially  relating 
to  the  Auditing  Committee  and  their  reports.  It  is  imperative  that  an 
Auditing  Committee  should  be  appointed  in  December  of  each  and  every 
year  and  report  at  the  stated  meeting  in  January  following.  Their  re¬ 
port  must  state  that  they  have  examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
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Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Trustees,  showing  in  detail  the  source  of  reve¬ 
nue  and  the  items  of  expenditure.  This  report  must  be  read  in  open 
Chapter  and  copied  in  full  in  the  minutes. 

“You  are  accordingly  requested  to  examine  all  minute  books,  with  a 
view  of  correcting  especially  the  errors  and  omissions  above  referred  to, 
and  also  all  others  you  may  discover.  I  hope  to  have  a  full  and  complete 
report  from  you  on  the  above  matters  at  your  earliest  convenience. 

“In  reference  to  the  clause  in  my  letter  of  January  last  to  the  effect 
that  no  one  should  be  installed  Most  Excellent  High  Priest  of  his  Chapter 
until  after  he  has  satisfied  the  District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  that  he 
is  fully  qualified  to  confer  the  Degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason,  and  open  and 
close  his  Chapter  according  to  the  required  form,  and  perform  the  duties 
that  pertain  to  the  office,  must  be  enforced.  We  will  therefore  require  that 
you  report  prior  to  December  27th  next  on  this  matter.” 


Marks. 

A  recent  survey  has  disclosed  the  deplorable  fact 
that  within  the  past  few  years  a  number  of  Brethren 
in  several  different  Chapters  have  been  exalted  to 
the  Supreme  Degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason,  whose 
marks  had  not  been  previously  recorded  in  the  Book 
of  Marks. 

This  is  a  flagrant  violation  of  Article  16,  Section 
10,  of  the  Constitution,  and  it  was  thought  the  evil 
had  been  eradicated  in  the  past  and  that  the  law  on 
the  subject  was  so  universally  known  that  violations 
were  not  likely  to  occur,  but  it  has  been  thus  shown 
that  “ Eternal  Vigilance’ ’  is  the  price  of  other  things 
besides  Liberty.  Had  I  known  at  the  time  of  the  vio¬ 
lations  of  the  law  referred  to  I  should  have  felt  called 
upon  to  take  drastic  action,  but  as  a  number  of  the 
offenders  are  no  longer  officers  it  would  seem  invid¬ 
ious  to  punish  those  I  could  now  reach. 
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Accordingly  it  must  suffice  that  I  call  the  attention 
of  my  successor  to  the  evil  and  warn  each  High  Priest 
in  the  Jurisdiction  that  he  is  recreant  to  his  obliga¬ 
tion  if  he  permits  any  one  to  be  exalted  to  the  Su¬ 
preme  Degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason  whose  mark  has 
not  been  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Marks. 

Of  course,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  obtain 
the  copy  of  the  mark  and  have  it  recorded  in  the  Book 
of  Marks,  but  the  High  Priest  is  the  responsible  exec¬ 
utive  officer  and  on  him  rests  the  burden  of  seeing 
that  the  Secretary  discharges  his  obligations. 

Secretaries. 

A  competent  secretary  who  brings  zeal  and  energy 
to  his  work,  together  with  a  realizing  sense  of  his  re¬ 
sponsibilities,  is  ever  an  invaluable  asset  to  any  Chap¬ 
ter,  and  willing  testimony  is  hereby  borne  to  the  fact 
that  a  majority  of  the  Secretaries  of  this  Jurisdiction 
command  our  respect,  and  even  gratitude,  for  splen¬ 
did  service  cheerfullv  rendered. 

t / 

There  are,  however,  unfortunately  enough  excep¬ 
tions  to  this  rule  to  necessitate  special  mention  at  this 
time. 

Grand  Chapter  furnishes  to  each  Secretary  a  form 
for  recording  minutes  so  complete  and  precise  that 
failure  to  follow  same  can  only  be  attributed  to  gross 
carelessness,  or,  what  is  worse,  a  lack  of  recognition 
of  a  Secretary’s  responsibilities  and  obligations. 
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No  Secretary  fulfills  his  duty  who  is  not  able  at  all 
times  to  show  a  correct  account  between  the  Chapter 
and  each  member  thereof,  the  amounts  and  sources  of 
all  receipts,  and  all  expenditures,  and  the  purposes 
thereof. 

The  minute  book  should  show  in  regular  order  and 
in  fullest  detail  all  that  is  done  in  and  by  the  Chap¬ 
ter,  excepting  of  course  such  things  as  manifestly 

cannot  properly  be  committed  to  writing. 

> 

The  Secretary  must  make  full  return  in  proper 
form  and  at  the  right  time  to  the  Most  Excellent 
Grand  Secretary. 

A  Secretary  with  pride  in  his  work  will,  if  he  con¬ 
tinues  in  office  for  a  period  of  years,  develop  lines  and 
degree  of  service  far  beyond  his  formal  obligation  by 
becoming  a  stabilizing  force,  standing  as  a  bulwark 
against  irregularities  and  innovations,  and  placing 
his  fund  of  accumulated  experience  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Most  Excellent  High  Priest,  who  serves  but  one 
year,  without  in  any  wise  encroaching  upon  the  pre¬ 
rogatives  and  responsibilities  of  the  latter. 

The  Secretary  should  impress  upon  each  Brother 
receiving  the  honorary  degree  of  Mark  Master  Mason 
the  importance  of  promptly  adopting  a  proper  mark 
and  furnishing  him  (the  Secretary)  with  a  copy 
thereof,  that  he  may  have  the  mark  fully  recorded  in 
the  Book  of  Marks  prior  to  the  time  of  exaltation,  as 
is  more  fully  set  forth  under  another  heading  in  this 
address. 
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Dues  and  Fees. 

Ah  inspection  of  the  By-laws  of  subordinate  Chap¬ 
ters  shows  a  wide  range  in  the  amount  charged  by 
the  Chapters  for  dues  and  fees. 

Dues  range  from  $1.00  to  $7.00  per  year.  Fees, 
$20.00  to  $40.00.  Life  memberships,  $20.00  to  $150.00. 

Our  Constitution  requires  that  Chapters  shall  not 
confer  the  degrees  for  less  than  twenty  dollars,  but 
there  is  no  constitutional  requirement  fixing  a  mini¬ 
mum  for  dues. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  fees  and  dues  are  far  too 
low,  and  not  in  keeping  with  the  importance  of  Capit¬ 
ular  Masonry. 

In  order  that  this  matter  may  be  properly  brought 
before  Grand  Chapter,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a 
Committee  of  Grand  Chapter  has  under  consideration 
at  this  time  a  revision  of  the  Constitution,  Rules  and 
Regulations,  I  respectfully  suggest  they  embody  in 
their  report  to  Grand  Chapter  an  amendment  fixing  a 
minimum  amount  for  dues. 

DeMolay  for  Boys. 

October  20,  1922,  at  the  invitation  of  R.  E.  Sir 
Ralph  C.  Minehart,  Grand  Commander,  Knights 
Templar  of  Pennsylvania,  attended  the  constitution 
of  Fidelity  Chapter,  Order  of  DeMolay  for  Boys,  at 
Orange,  N.  J.  The  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
of  Pennsylvania  was  represented  at  the  meeting  by 
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Brother  Henry  S.  Borneman,  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master. 

We  witnessed  the  conferring  of  their  degrees  in 
the  presence  of  more  than  3000  Masons.  The  work 
was  very  impressive,  teaching  beautiful  and  instruct¬ 
ive  lessons  of  clean  living,  filial  love,  patriotism,  rev¬ 
erence  and  protection  of  womanhood  and  the  de¬ 
fense  of  the  public  schools  against  harmful  propa¬ 
ganda.

The  Right  Eminent  Grand  Commander,  in  a  let¬ 
ter  dated  October  25, 1922,  has  suggested  to  the  Com- 
manderies  under  his  Jurisdiction  that  they  sponsor 
the  Order  of  DeMolay  for  Boys.  In  compliance  with 
this  request,  Division  No.  1,  comprising  the  Com- 
manderies  in  Philadelphia  and  vicinity,  are  making 
the  necessary  arrangements  to  have  a  Chapter  lo¬ 
cated  in  Philadelphia. 

This  movement  should  receive  the  endorsement  of 
all  Royal  Arch  Masons.  It  takes  the  boys  between 
sixteen  and  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  a  time  when 
they  are  more  easily  influenced,  and  surrounds  them 
with  an  environment  which  will  be  most  beneficial.

who  is  the  sole  custodian  of  said  work,  to  any  and 
all  Chapter  officers  ready  to  receive  instruction.  At¬ 
tention  of  all  High  Priests  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
arrangements  may  be  made  to  have  an  instructor 
sent  to  any  Chapter  in  the  Jurisdiction  by  applying 
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to  the  Principal  of  the  School  nearest  to  place  of 
meeting  of  the  Chapter  desiring  this  service.  Thus, 
there  is  no  valid  excuse  for  any  Chapter  in  our  great 
Capitular  family  failing  to  get  the  correct  work. 

In  this  connection  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  ar¬ 
rangements  are  well  advanced  for  a  fourth  school, 
located  at  Wilkes-Barre,  soon  to  be  fully  function¬ 
ing  with  the  three  named,  and  others  will  doubtless 
be  organized  in  the  not  distant  future.

Conclusion. 

Before  this  report  comes  to  a  close  it  is  but  fitting 
that  I  should  pay  a  well-deserved  tribute  to  those 
whose  co-operation  has  made  possible  whatever  has 
been  accomplished  during  the  present  administra¬ 
tion.

No  Grand  High  Priest  has  ever  been 
blessed  with  a  group  of  Companions  who  have  been 
more  willing  to  do  what  they  could,  and  I  can  wish 
for  my  successor  in  office  no  greater  blessing  in  his 
work  than  to  be  surrounded  with  a  group  of  Com¬ 
panions  equally  willing  and  equally  zealous  to  ad¬ 
vance  and  raise  to  an  even  higher  level  our  great  Fra¬ 
ternity  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 
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It  is  said  of  the  great  Cecil  Rhodes,  of  South 
African  fame,  that  when  he  lay  on  his  deathbed  he 
said:  “So  much  to  do,  so  little  done.”  As  I  lay  down 
the  sceptre  of  authority  and  resign  my  station  to  an¬ 
other  it  is  with  much  the  same  feeling,  for  when  I 
consider  that  we  have  not  by  any  means  accom¬ 
plished  all  that  we  set  out  to  do,  I  might  express  my¬ 
self  as  did  this  distinguished  man:  “So  much  to  do, 
so  little  done.” 

Companions,  the  record  of  performance  is  before 
you.  When  you  entrusted  to  me  this  high  station  I 
promised  to  do  my  best.  I  have  endeavored  to  keep 
my  promise,  and  I  trust  that  the  record  is  such  as 
to  merit  your  approval  and  “stand  the  test  of  the 
Grand  Overseer’s  square.”

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest,  Compan¬ 
ion  John  M.  Core,  addressed  Grand  Chapter  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Companions  of  Grand  Chapter: 

“Let  not  him  that  putteth  on  his  armour  boast 
himself  as  he  that  taketh  it  off.”  In  accordance  with 
the  Divine  precept,  I  approach  the  station  and  as¬ 
sume  the  responsibilities  you  have  placed  upon  me 
with  deep  humility. 

The  illustrious  example  of  sixty-five  Companions, 
who  in  the  one  hundred  twenty-seven  years  of  this 
Grand  Chapter’s  existence  have  occupied  this  station 
impel  me  to  the  most  strenuous  endeavor  to  perform 
to  the  best  of  my  ability  the  duties  of  this  great  of¬ 
fice.  The  tremendous  energy  with  which  these  duties 
have  been  performed  during  the  past  two  years  may 
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well  give  one  pause  lest  the  high  standard  attained 
may  be  lowered. 

From  a  fairly  close  contact  with  the  Chapters 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction  I  feel  safe  in  saying  the 
work  was  never  so  uniform  as  at  present.  It  shall  be 
our  aim  to  maintain  the  standard  already  set. 

The  policy  of  rehearsal  in  Districts  and  parts  of 
Districts  will  be  continued,  the  results  obtained  in 
the  last  two  years  fully  justifying  its  continuance. 
We  are  not  ambitious  that  Chapters  shall  become  de¬ 
gree  mills  alone.  We  shall  endeavor  to  have  a  portion 
of  the  time  devoted  to  an  explanation  of  the  teachings 
of  Masonry. 

The  day  is  past  when  the  Chapter  is  considered  a 
stepping-stone,  necessary  to  be  crossed  to  reach  other 
fields  supposed  to  be  Masonic,  but  which  are  not.  It 
is  up  to  all  the  officers  to  teach  and  insist  that  in  the 
Chapter  is  reached  the  summit  and  perfection  of  An¬ 
cient  Craft  Masonry. 

All  officers,  both  Grand  and  Subordinate,  should 
realize  and  teach  that  the  requirement  of  membership 
in  a  Masonic  Lodge  as  a  prerequisite  to  membership 
in  some  other  organization  does  not  make  that  or¬ 
ganization  Masonic.  When  this  fact  is  thoroughly 
understood  by  Master  Masons  then  will  the  degree  of 
Royal  Arch  Mason  come  into  its  own.  Such  instruc¬ 
tion,  we  believe,  should  be  given  by  competent  Com¬ 
panions  in  every  Chapter  in  the  State. 
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In  this  age  the  right  of  every  organization  to  exist 
is  questioned.  Many  new  schemes  are  being  launched 
to  benefit  mankind.  We  continually  hear  the  cry,  Lo 
here,  or  Lo  there  is  truth  to  be  found.  It  is  only  as  our 
Fraternity,  through  its  teachings,  makes  men  better 
that  we  can  hope  to  continue.  This  charges  the  Of¬ 
ficers  and  Companions  with  a  grave  responsibility. 

In  the  very  foundation  of  our  Government  is  writ¬ 
ten  Masonic  principles  and  Masonic  teachings,  and  we 
firmly  believe  it  is  one  of  our  great  missions  as  Ma¬ 
sons  to  uphold  the  Government  against  the  assaults  of 
false  ideals  “Made  in  Germany.’ ’  The  teachings  of 
the  anarchist,  by  whatever  name  it  is  called,  is  as 
opposite  to  the  teachings  of  Freemasonry  as  light  is 
to  darkness. 

The  stabilizing  influence  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in 
this  country  will  go  far  towards  counteracting  the 
noisy  vaporings  of  the  socialistic  class  who  would  sub¬ 
stitute  force  by  classes  for  individual  effort  and  hon¬ 
est  labor. 

To  the  end  that  our  members  get  a  clear  concep¬ 
tion,  as  we  view  it,  of  our  duty  to  God  and  our  fellow 
man,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  they  who  teach 
these  lessons  must  themselves  know  them.  This  is  the 
reason  for  insistence  that  all  officers  entrusted  with 
teaching  the  pure  principles  of  our  Fraternity  must 
themselves  be  proficient  therein. 
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And  now,  my  Companions,  may  we  all  work  to¬ 
gether  in  unity  and  concord,  dispensing  Masonic  light 
to  our  uninformed  Brethern.  My  prayer  is  that  I 
may  be  given  strength,  grace  and  wisdom  to  perform 
the  duties  you  have  assigned  to  me.

The  custom  of  former  vears  has  been  followed, 
namely:  The  alphabetical  distribution  of  the  several 
J  urisdictions. 
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All  Grand  Chapters  whose  proceedings  have  been 
received  by  our  Grand  Secretary*have  been  given 
careful  consideration,  and  we  present  to  the  Capitu¬ 
lar  world  our  review.  We  have  in  some  instances  dif¬ 
fered  with  some  of  the  Grand  Chapters  on  some  sub¬ 
jects  affecting  the  best  interests  of  Capitular 
Masonry ;  in  these  differences  we  have  not  condemned 
their  views,  but  have  defended  ours,  basing  our  claims 
largely  on  the  fact  that  Capitular  Masonry  on  the 
American  continent  had  its  origin  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  then  adopted,  and  the  work  of  the  several  de¬ 
grees  as  then  conferred,  have  been  closely  adhered  to, 
and  that  the  adoption  of  our  system  of  Capitular  Ma¬ 
sonry  by  other  Jurisdictions  would  greatly  advance 
the  interests  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

Uniformity  of  work  has  been  a  hobby  with  the 
writer  for  many  years,  and  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  have 
lived  to  see  it  an  established  fact  in  our  Jurisdiction. 

Am  not  satisfied  with  uniformity  alone  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  but  hope  for  it  in  all  English-speaking  Chap¬ 
ters,  wherever  located,  especially  in  the  United 
States.  We  are  one  people,  one  nation,  and  should 
be  one  in  the  great  Fraternity  of  Free  Masons.  Who 
among  the  many  distinguished  Free  Masons  of  our 
nation  will  rise  up  and  be  the  leader  in  the  great 
work? 

Free  Masons  are  firm  believers  in  the  good  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  making  the  United  States  an  ideal  na- 
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tion ;  hence,  in  the  perilous  times  of  today  we  have  a 
duty  to  perform  in  aiding  the  Government  in  free¬ 
ing  itself  from  the  spirit  of  Bolshevism,  communism 
and  socialism  developing  in  parts  of  our  country. 

Prosperity  still  attends  Capitular  Masonry — not  to 
as  great  an  extent  as  last  year,  but  enough  to  satisfy 
all.  It  appears  to  the  writer  that  the  Master  Mason 
is  being  better  educated  in  Symbolic  Masonry,  there¬ 
fore  is  more  anxious  to  learn  the  completion  of  An¬ 
cient  Masonry.  We  conclude  that  in  the  near  future 
the  percentage  between  the  membership  in  Symbolic 
Lodges  and  Subordinate  Chapters  will  greatly  dimin¬ 
ish. 

Not  a  cloud  darkens  the  Masonic  horizon,  but  peace 
and  harmony  prevails  in  Masonry.  The  question  of 
the  sovereignty  of  Grand  Chapters  has  been  settled, 
not  only  for  the  present,  but  for  all  time.  The  pos¬ 
sibility  of  any  future  trouble  is  very  remote. 

The  lack  of  attendance  at  Chapter  meetings  is  a 
source  of  general  complaint  with  all  Chapters.  We 
incline  to  the  belief  that  the  fault  is  not  wholly  with 
the  members  themselves,  but  that  the  maimer  in 
which  the  business  and  work  of  the  average  Chapter 
is  conducted  contribute  its  share.  Let  every  High 
Priest  in  the  Jurisdiction  resolve  that  in  the  New 
Tear  he  will  redouble  his  endeavors  to  increase  the 
attendance  by  making  the  meetings  of  his  Chapter  so 
interesting,  and  the  work  so  well  and  correctly  ren¬ 
dered,  that  it  will  arouse  great  enthusiasm  among  the 
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members,  the  cause  for  complaint  will  disappear,  and 
all  will  work  together  in  harmony. 

Today  we  enter  upon  a  New  Year.  What  will  the 
harvest  be  ?  It  is  for  the  members  to  determine.  Let 
us  resolve  to  make  it  a  success.

ALBERTA. 

The  Eighth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Alberta  was  held  in  the  City  of  Calgary, 
Province  of  Alberta,  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday, 
the  8th  and  9th  of  March,  1922. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  at  two 
o’clock  p.  mv  by  Most  Excellent  Companion  Norman 
T.  Macleod,  Past  Grand  Z.,  acting  as  Grand  Z.  All 
of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present;  also  four  Past 
Grand  Principals  and  representatives  of  twenty- 
three  subordinate  Chapters. 

M.  E.  Companion  Hiram  Darling,  Grand  Z.,  was 
not  able  to  be  present  at  the  Annual  Convocation  held 
March  9  and  10,  1921,  and  was,  at  the  request  of  his 
Grand  Chapter,  installed  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada,  at  their  Annual  Convocation  held  at  Hamil¬ 
ton,  Ontario,  on  February  23, 1922. 

The  acting  Grand  Z.’s  address  is  short,  but  fully 
covers  his  official  acts. 

He  issued  a  number  of  dispensations,  one  being  for 
the  formation  of  a  new  Chapter  at  South  Edmonton, 
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and  refused  one  to  form  a  Chapter  at  Bassam.  His 

visitations  were  principally  to  Chapters  of  Instruc-

The  Grand  Scribe’s  report  shows  the  past  year  to 
have  been  successful,  both  financially  and  numeri¬ 
cally,  the  membership  being,  December  31,  1921, 
twenty-six  hundred  twenty-nine  (2629),  a  net  in¬ 
crease  during  the  year  of  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  (139). 

The  financial  statement  shows  an  excess  of  assets 
over  liabilities  of  three  thousand  two  hundred  eighty- 
one  dollars  ($3281). 

The  reports  of  the  various  standing  committees 
show  Capitular  Masonry  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condi¬ 
tion  in  Alberta. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
was  prepared  by  Past  Grand  Z.  M.  E.  Companion 
Melvin  M.  Downey.  It  is  an  able  one.  In  reference 
to  the  recognition  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Queensland  they  recommend  that  consideration  of 
this  matter  be  postponed  for  one  year.  He  quotes 
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from  the  different  addresses  at  our  one  hundred  and 
twenty-fifth  anniversary.  His  selections  are  all  good. 

An  engraving  of  M.  E.  Companion  Hiram  Darl¬ 
ing,  Grand  Z.  for  1921,  and  M.  E.  Companion  Nor¬ 
man  T.  Macleod,  Grand  Z.  for  1920,  are  printed  with 
the  proceedings. 

M.  E.  Companion  George  B.  McLeod  was  elected 
Grand  Z.,  and  R.  E.  Companion  Edward  G.  Ironside 
was  elected  Grand  Scribe  E.  They  were  installed.

ALABAMA. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Alabama  held  their  Ninety-fifth  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Montgomery, 
on  Monday,  December  5,  1921. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  due  form  by  Right 
Excellent  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Companion 
Robert  T.  Ward,  at  one  o’clock  p.  m.  All  Grand 
Chapter  officers  except  the  Grand  Chaplain  were 
present;  also  twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and 
the  representatives  of  seventy-nine  subordinate 
Chapters  were  present. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest,  being  in 
his  office,  was  escorted  into  the  Grand  Chapter  Hall, 
was  received  with  Grand  Honors  and  conducted  to  his 
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station  in  the  East.  We  find  that  there  are  some  in 
Alabama  who  agree  with  the  writer  on  this  subject. 

The  next  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was  the  re¬ 
ceiving  and  welcoming  M.  E.  Companion  William 
F.  Kuhn,,  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  His  reception  was  most  cordial, 
deservedly  so,  as  he  is  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
Masons  on  the  American  continent,  a  great  credit,  not 
onlv  to  his  home  State  of  Missouri,  but  to  the  Ma-

sonic  Fraternity  of  the  American  continent.  He  was 
welcomed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  In  reply  ex¬ 
pressed  thanks  for  the  welcome  extended  him  and  his 
pleasure  at  being  present. 

M.  E.  Companion  George  Fleming  Moore,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Alabama,  and  Past  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  South¬ 
ern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of  America,  was 
escorted  into  Grand  Chapter  Hall,  welcomed  and  in¬ 
vited  to  a  seat  in  the  East. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  read  his  address.  It  is 
lengthy,  able  and  sound  in  every  respect.  Contains 
much,  particularly  in  the  introduction,  that  is  both 
good  Masonry  and  good  Americanism.  While  we  be¬ 
lieve  in  short  reviews,  we  are  compelled,  in  this  case, 
to  trespass  upon  the  good  nature  of  the  Committee  on 
Publication  and  give  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
introduction. 
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“In  the  retrospect  we  find  that  we  have  been  human;  that  we  have 
erred;  that  we  have  been  forgetful  of  the  teachings  of  the  Craft  and 
neglected  ourselves,  our  homes,  our  country;  but  a  review  of  the  Order 
presents  a  picture  beautiful  in  the  portrayal  of  the  progress  of  the  Craft 
in  rounding  out  a  citizenship  strong  in  brotherhood  and  so  well  grounded 
in  the  true  ideal  of  democracy  that  the  enemies  of  free  government  will  be 
forced  finally  to  accept  its  precepts,  and  in  their  awakening  rejoice  in  the 
glory  and  educational  toning  of  liberty  and  freedom;  that  freedom  that 
guards  the  equality  of  man;  that  brings  the  Great  Deity  in  worship  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  dictates  of  one’s  conscience  and  holds  forever  inseparable  civil 
and  spiritual  government. 

“Let  us  never  forget  our  mission;  let  us  ever  be  watchful  that  the 
household  may  be  faithful,  ever  developing  more  harmony  and  cohesion 
among  the  Craft,  remembering  that  the  acme  of  Masonic  life  is  complete 
service  to  humanity;  that  its  field  of  activity  is  the  advancement  and  bet¬ 
terment  of  mankind  and  an  unfaltering  devotion  to  our  blessed  and  glo¬ 
rious  country,  the  United  States  of  America. 

“This  hour  of  our  life  demands  our  most  loyal,  patient  and  consecrated 
patriotism  to  our  country.  Though  the  great  war,  in  all  its  horrors,  is 
ended  and  master  minds  are  now  engaged  in  advancing  thoughts  and  policies 
to  save  mankind  from  its  future  horrors  and  to  guarantee  or  safeguard  the 
world  from  another  such  catastrophe  and  to  bring  about  peace  among  the 
nations  of  the  world;  yet  we  are  not  secure,  for  in  the  aftermath,  we 
find  a  school  of  thought  which,  if  unchecked,  will  destroy  the  fundamentals 
of  life  and  the  principles  of  free  government.  We  should  never  forget  that 
thought  that  is  dangerous  is  both  insidious  and  destructive.  The  torch  of 
Bolshevism  and  its  corollaries  is  burning  fiercely  in  the  lands  of  the  world 
and  our  blessed  country.  The  best  remedy  for  the  destruction  of  such 
thoughts  is  a  true  educational  advancement  and  the  passage  of  such  immi¬ 
gration  laws  as  will  guarantee  our  country  against  such  immigrants,  and 
then  the  seeds  of  thought,  which  have  been  sown,  in  their  interaction  with 
other  thoughts  will  run  its  course  of  action  and  die,  and  the  sequel  will  be 
a  safe  and  salutary  thought  for  mankind. 

“Companions,  always  teach  that  our  system  of  government  is  ideal  and 
that  its  machinery  will  redress  any  wrong.  Exemplify  always  the  beautiful 
tenets  of  our  Order  and  your  example  will  not  only  be  an  influence  but  an 
inspiration  for  life,  and  the  seeds  of  discord,  unrest  and  anarchy  will  not 
grow,  but  will  disappear  under  the  interdependencies  of  man — ‘All  for  each 
and  each  for  all. , 

“In  the  great  International  Conference  for  Disarmament,  we  see  much 
encouragement  for  the  establishment  of  that  policy  which,  if  followed,  will 
eventually  guarantee  permanent  peace.  But  in  the  present,  we  must  real¬ 
ize  that  the  ambition  for  power  and  gain  is  still  strong  in  nations  and 
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individuals  and  that  the  power  of  force  must  be  retained  for  its  restrain- 
ment.  A  potent  fact  in  disseminating  the  true  principles  of  the  brother¬ 
hood  of  man  and  of  nations  is  the  practice  by  all  Companions  of  the  teach¬ 
ings,  the  principles,  and  the  tenets  of  our  Craft.  Does  not  the  hour  de¬ 
mand  our  constant  watchfulness? 

“In  our  own  State,  adverse  conditions  have  developed  a  spirit  of  unrest, 
and  in  the  financial  reconstruction,  we  should  do  nothing  to  retard  the  edu¬ 
cational  programme  and  the  educational  advancement  of  our  State,  county 
and  country  schools.  The  light  and  enlightenment  gained  from  our  edu¬ 
cational  progress  should  not  be  shadowed  in  the  retrenchment  of  finances, 
and  the  standard,  which  we  have  so  bravely  and  nobly  advocated,  should  not 
be  lowered. 

“There  is  nothing  in  the  history  of  our  Order  that  justifies  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  it  is  a  religious  Order,  but  its  entire  faith  is  founded  in  the 
Universality  of  God.  It  is  for  all  men  who  believe  in  God  and  possess 
character  and  who  believe  in  character  building.  Denunciations  from  the 
head  of  the  Papacy  only  strengthen  us  in  our  efforts  to  reach  our  ideal  in 
citizenship  and  to  give  to  our  country  that  loyalty  and  patriotism  that  is 
due  from  every  good  citizen.  We  deplore  the  propaganda  of  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  whose  every  allegiance  is  to  the  Pope  and  whose  very  exist¬ 
ence  rests  in  his  favor,  and  whose  eligibility  to  membership  alone  is  in 
being  a  communicant  of  the  church  of  Rome.  Politically  we  owe  no  al¬ 
legiance  to  any  one  but  our  country.  Spiritually  our  allegiance  is  only  to 
our  God.  Apparent  obstacles  only  strengthen  us  in  our  allegiance  to  the 
tenets  of  our  Craft  and  give  us  more  determination  to  go  forward  as  teach¬ 
ers  of  those  principles  which  finally  will  give  a  democracy  unto  mankind. 
Companions,  ever  be  active  in  watchfulness.  ’  ’ 


He  issued  three  dispensations  to  organize  new 
Chapters  and  two  dispensations  to  reorganize  Chap¬ 
ters.  A  large  number  of  dispensations  were  issued 
for  various  Masonic  purposes,  among  them,  a  number 
to  ballot  out  of  statutory  time  and  confer  the  Degrees, 
giving  as  a  reason  “that  it  was  to  the  interest  of  the 
Craft.’7  Is  it  a  good  reason? 

He  made  a  number  of  decisions,  most  of  which 
would  meet  the  approval  of  Pennsylvania. 
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In  closing  lie  uses  the  following : 

“Beloved  Companions,  your  confidence,  partiality  and  esteem  has 
brought  to  me  and  mine  a  heritage,  priceless  and  golden.  Words  fail  me 
and  thoughts  are  lost  in  the  ocean  of  emotions,  when  I  attempt  to  convey 
to  you  my  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  the  exaltation  to  the  highest 
office  within  your  gift  in  an  Order  that  has  stood  and  will  ever  ‘stand 
proudly  erect  in  the  sunshine  and  clear  light  of  Heaven,  with  not  a  marble 
fractured,  nor  a  pillar  fallen,’  ever  sustained  and  clasped  in  the  ‘ivy  of 
filial  affection.  ’  ’  ’ 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a  balance 
of  eighty-six  hundred  and  forty-eight  and  73/100 
dollars  ($8648.73). 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  the  mem¬ 
bership,  October  15, 1921,  to  be  twelve  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fifty-six  (12,456),  a  gain  during  the  year 
of  sixteen  hundred  and  ninety-one  (1691). 

The  event  of  the  meeting  was  the  address  of  M.  E. 
Companion  William  F.  Ktjhn,  General  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons.  It  certainly  was  an  admirable  address,  and 
should  be  read  by  Masons  generally,  but  its  great 
length  prevents  quoting  it  in  toto.  An  extract  is  all 
we  can  give  this  in  reference  to  Free  Masons. 

“In  my  journey  through  the  Masonic  vineyard,  and  by  using  a  sort 
of  mental  measuring  stick  on  all  Masons  that  I  chanced  to  meet,  they  nat¬ 
urally  divide  themselves  into  three  classes:  the  King  Solomon  Freemason, 
the  pilosophical  Freemason,  and  the  intelligent,  practical  Freemason. 

“By  the  ‘King  Solomon  Freemason’  is  meant  that  credulous  man  who 
swallows  every  fable,  myth,  tradition  and  Masonic  gossip,  as  actual  facts 
and  history. 

‘  ‘  He  believes  that  King  Solomon  was  the  first  Grand  Master,  and 
that  the  two  Saints  John  were  Master  Masons,  and  that  the  Fraternity 
of  Freemasons  was  actually  organized  and  founded  by  King  Solomon,  and 
that  we  are  still  using  the  ritual  that  he  prepared.  He  fails  utterly  to 
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grasp  the  symbolism  and  beauty  that  lies  underneath  it  all.  Freemasonry 
to  such,  is  a  mere  secret  society,  with  certain  mysterious  signs,  grips  and 
words.  He  is  proud  to  be  a  member  of  this  ‘  great  and  ancient  secret  so¬ 
ciety’  with  its  wonderful  secrets  of  giving  correctly  certain  words,  taking 
certain  steps,  and  passing  through  a  gymnastic  exercise  called  signs.  His 
Masonic  conception  does  not  rise  any  higher  than  that  of  the  primitive 
man  who  formed  and  to  whose  age  belongs  the  ‘  secret  society.  ’  The  con¬ 
ception  that  Freemasonry  is  not  a  ‘  secret  society,’  but  a  brotherhood  has 
not  dawned  in  his  intelligence,  and  that  signs,  steps  and  grips  are  mere 
incidentals;  perhaps,  useless  remnants  of  its  evolution.  It  is  fortunate  that 
the  ‘King  Solomon  Mason’  is  slowly,  too  slowly,  disappearing  from  our 
Lodges.  Happy  will  it  be  when  we  can  exultantly  say:  ‘ Eequiescat  in 
pace.  ’ 

‘  ‘  The  philosophical  Freemason  is  the  one  who  is  ever  up  in  the  clouds, 
whose  feet  never  touch  the  ground,  who  is  forever  lost  in  a  fog  bank  of 
metaphysical  speculation;  often  erudite,  scholarly  and  broad  in  his  sym¬ 
pathies,  but  so  interested  in  attempting  to  solve  what  he  thinks  is  the 
riddle  of  the  universe,  that  mother  earth  and  the  mortals  who  dwell  thereon 
are  forgotten.  He  chases  the  digit,  three,  five,  seven  and  nine,  around  the 
world,  becomes  entangled  in  his  triangles,  cubes,  and  rectangles,  until  hu¬ 
manity  is  forgotten,  and  as  it  was  said  of  the  Greek  philosophers,  they 
were  so  interested  in  metaphysical  abstractions  that  they  overlooked  the 
hungry  that  lay  dying  at  their  door. 

“It  is  said  that  the  most  dangerous  man  with  a  revolver,  next  to  a 
bandit,  is  a  policeman.  It  may  also  be  said  that  the  most  dangerous  man 
in  the  intellectual  and  moral  universe  is  a  Freemason  with  a  symbol.  He 
can  see  in  it  and  through  it  more  things  than  were  ever  dreamed  of  by 
ordinary  mortals.  But  the  philosophical  Freemason  is  useful,  as  it  may  set 
the  ‘  King  Solomon  Mason  ’  to  thinking-— which  is  something  he  never  did 
before. 

“The  third  class,  and  I  rejoice  that  the  number  is  increasing  with  won¬ 
derful  strides,  is  the  intellectual  and  practical  Freemason.  He  is  a  read¬ 
ing,  thinking,  studious  Freemason,  who  sees  in  it,  above  all  things  else,  the 
doctrine  of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  man ;  who  will 
use  his  knowledge,  however  meagre  or  great,  for  practical  ends.  Who  sees 
in  Freemasonry  a  brotherhood,  dependent  and  interdependent,  who  be¬ 
lieves  and  practices  that  humanity  needs  less  of  abstract,  philosophical  cob¬ 
webs,  and  theological  dogma,  but  more  of  cheer ;  less  of  Egyptian  Rites,  now 
mummified,  but  more  of  good  null;  less  imaginary  symbols,  but  more  of 
love;  less  of  ‘tithes  of  mint  and  anise  and  cumin,’  but  more  of  mercy,  faith, 
and  charity;  who  will  recognize,  whatever  his  creed  may  be,  more  fully 
the  beautiful  life  and  teachings  of  Him,  who  ‘  was  set  as  a  plumb  line  in 
the  midst  of  my  people  Israel.  ’  ” 
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The  proceedings  also  contain  the  address  of 
Brother  Warren  G.  Harding,  President  of  the 
United  States,  delivered  at  the  laying  of  the  corner¬ 
stone  of  the  New  Masonic  Temple,  Birmingham,  Ala¬ 
bama.  It  is  a  plea  for  peace.  It  contains  some  beau¬ 
tiful  thoughts,  of  value  to  Masons.  Especially  we 
quote : 

lll  think  there  are  some  wrong  impressions  about  the  Masonic  Order.  I 
happen  to  come  in  contact  with  some  of  them  in  my  official  work.  I  know 
nothing  about  it,  in  a  single  note  I  ever  heard  sounded,  that  is  not  in  con¬ 
sonance  with  the  best  thought  and  the  best  aspiration,  and  the  highest 
Conception  of  American  justice  I  have  ever  known  from  any  quarter.  (Ap¬ 
plause.)  I  know  I  am  a  better  citizen  for  being  a  better  Mason.  Some¬ 
times — and  there  are  moments  of  anxiety  when  one  wonders  what  the  mor¬ 
row  will  bring  forth— but  I  can  say  it  publicly— I  find  myself  heartened, 
my  courage  strengthened,  and  my  hopes  refreshed,  because  I  know  there  is 
this  great  Fraternity  which  is  ever  ready  to  give  of  its  all  for  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  law  and  order  and  of  our  government.  ’  *  (Applause.) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
was  again  prepared  and  submitted  by  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  M.  E.  Companion  Lawrence  H.  Lee, 
Chairman.  He  has  already  established  a  high  stand¬ 
ard,  and  don’t  propose  to  lower  it.  Pennsylvania  re¬ 
ceives  courteous  treatment.  He  can’t  exactly  under¬ 
stand  how  M.  E.  Companion  David  J.  Davis  can  be 
both  a  Grand  High  Priest  and  at  the  same  time  Past 
Grand  High  Priest.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  for 
which  he  was  first  elected  he  became  a  Past  Grand 
High  Priest.  By  re-election  and  installation  he  again 
becomes  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  things  that  can’t  be  done  in  Pennsylvania  are 
what  makes  her  great  in  Free  Masonry. 
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Every  High  Priest  in  Pennsylvania,  when  installed 
into  office,  receives  the  order  of  High  Priesthood. 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest 
will  be  found  on  the  first  page  of  the  proceedings. 

M.  E.  Companion  Robert  T.  Ward  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.  E.  Companion  George  A. 
Beaucamp  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

They  were  installed.

ARIZONA. 

The  Thirty-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Most 
Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Arizona  was  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City 
of  Tucson,  on  Wednesday,  February  15,  1922. 

R.  E.  Companion  Frank  G.  Brown,  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest,  acting  Grand  High  Priest,  opened 
Grand  Chapter  at  two  o’clock  p.  m.  All  stations  and 
places  were  filled  by  the  elected  or  appointed  officers. 
Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  representatives 
of  ten  warranted  Chapters  and  one  under  dispensa¬ 
tion  were  present. 

M.  E.  Companion  Charles  E.  Philbrook,  Grand 
High  Priest,  died  December  29,  1921,  at  his  home,  in 
the  City  of  Bisbee,  and  R.  E.  Companion  Arioch 
Wentworth,  Grand  King,  died  March  1,  1921. 
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Within  the  Masonic  year  these  two  faithful,  efficient 
and  true  Companions  were  called  to  their  Heavenly 
Home.  Their  loss  was  greatly  mourned  by  the  Com¬ 
panions  of  Arizona. 

K.  E.  Companion  Frank  G.  Brown,  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest,  acting  Grand  High  Priest,  presented  his 
address.  He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Chapter.  He  speaks  the  feelings  and  sentiment  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  when  referring  to  the  death  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  King. 

He  incorporates  in  his  address  a  communication  of 
the  General  Grand  High  Priest  which  is  of  value  to 
the  Companions  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

He  issued  a  dispensation  to  a  number  of  members 
to  open  and  form  a  new  Chapter  at  Miami. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  the  assets 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  be  eleven  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  six  and  12/100  dollars  ($11,806.12). 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  the  mem¬ 
bership,  December  31, 1921,  to  be  eleven  hundred  and 
eighty-one  (1181),  a  gain  of  sixty-two  during  the 
year.  The  Grand  High  Priest  regards  the  gain  as  a 
substantial  one,  considering  the  general  financial  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  State. 

M.  E.  Companion  Fay  Hempstead,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  and  Past  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Arkansas,  being  in  waiting,  was  escorted 
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into  the  Grand  Chapter,  received  with  grand  honors, 
and  seated  in  the  East. 

»• 

The  various  committees  made  their  reports,  which 
were  approved  by  Grand  Chapter. 

Resolutions  favoring  the  “ Towner  Sterling  Bill” 
in  reference  to  education  was  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  made  no  report. 
An  engraving  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  for  1921  will 
be  found  on  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  Frank  Golderic  Brown  was 
elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.  E.  Companion 
George  James  Roskrltge  was  re-elected  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary.  They  were  installed.

ARKANSAS. 

The  Seventy-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ar¬ 
kansas  was  held  in  the  Albert  Pike  Consistory,  in  the 
City  of  Little  Rock,  on  Thursday,  November  17, 1921. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  at  nine 
o’clock  a.  m.  by  M.  E.  Companion  N.  C.  McCrary, 
Grand  High  Priest,  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest 
being  the  only  absentee.  Thirteen  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  and  representatives  of  sixty-eight  Chapters 
were  present. 
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The  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Chapters  near 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas  were  welcomed,  as 
also  the  Grand  Master  of  Arkansas  and  the  head  of 
the  General  Grand  Council.  The  distinguished  Com¬ 
panions  responded  to  their  welcome. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  presented 
his  address.  It  is  a  good  one.  He  pays  his  respects 
to  the  character  of  foreign  immigration  coming  to  our 
shores,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  following : 

1  ‘  Uncertainty  and  unrest  pervade  our  land,  while  we  endeavor  to  cau¬ 
tiously  search  out  and  find  a  safe  and  sane  solution  of  the  problems  con¬ 
fronting  us. 

il  Capital  and  labor,  like  ferocious  beasts,  are  grappling  at  each  other’s 
throats,  while  the  many  who  are  made  to  suffer  stand  back  appalled  at  the 
inability  of  those  who  would  bring  about  an  amicable  and  permanent  ad¬ 
justment  of  the  evils  complained  of,  which  would  result  in  a  just  and 
equitable  solution  of  these  vexing  questions  and  thereby  bring  order  and 
tranquillity  to  an  anxious  and  expectant  people. 

‘ 1  Foreign  immigration  of  a  low,  ignorant  and  vicious  type  has  been 
permitted  to  enter  our  ports  in  great  numbers  and  spread  over  our  nation 
like  a  mighty  sea,  carrying  with  it  a  pernicious  propaganda  and  influence 
detrimental  to  our  economical,  social  and  moral  welfare,  and  threatening 
to  strike  at  the  very  existence  of  American  civilization. 

“  Ignorance  being  the  great  enemy  to  our  American  institutions,  this 
foreign  element,  following  blindly  the  teachings  of  an  intolerant  and  dog¬ 
matic  spiritual  advisor  and  director  to  whom  they  owe  allegiance  above 
that  of  any  state  or  nation,  is  not  in  accord  with  our  educational  system, 
and  can  only,  after  a  long  period  of  time,  and  at  great  expense,  become 
assimilated  and  be  made  a  part  of  our  citizenship;  and  we  are  confronted 
with  the  fact  that  we  must  Americanize  them  or  they  will  Europeanize  us. 
This  influence  is  a  menace  and  a  hindrance  to  our  progress  and  advance¬ 
ment  spiritually,  morally  and  socially. 

1 1 A  great  crime  wave,  the  aftermath  of  the  World  War,  is  sweeping 
over  our  land,  leaving  in  its  wake  a  lowered  standard  of  morals,  disrupted 
homes  and  blasted  lives.  The  violation  of  the  prohibition  laws  paves  the 
way  for  the  violation  of  all  other  laws,  and  many  whose  duty  it  is  to  en¬ 
force  this  law  wink  at  and  condone  its  violation. 
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1  ‘  These  things  call  for  a  re-emphasis  of  the  Masonic  virtues — Justice, 
Brotherly  Love  and  Truth,  and  gives  to  every  Mason  an  opportunity  to 
aid  in  rebuilding  our  moral  and  social  temple,  using  only  good  work,  true 
work,  and  square  work  for  the  good  of  mankind  and  giving  heed  to  the 
appeal  of  the  helpless  orphans  and  defenseless  widow. 

‘  ‘  At  this  trying  time  we  need  watchmen  on  the  towers,  whose  courage, 
consecration  to  duty  and  fidelity  will  enable  them  to  sound  the  warning' 
and  defend  to  the  last  our  loved  and  cherished  hopes  and  faith.  ’  ’ 

He  enjoyed  his  attendance  at  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  but  could  not  approve  the 
Royal  Arch  Degree  as  conferred  by  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Missouri.  The  following  are  his  views: 

‘  ‘  The  Royal  Arch  degree  was  conferred  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mis¬ 
souri,  according  to  the  new  ritual  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  but  it 
did  not  suit  Arkansas,  as  they  conferred  the  degree  on  seventeen  at  one 
time,  while  we  in  Arkansas  adhere  to  the  time-honored  custom  and  land¬ 
mark  of  only  three  at  one  and  the  same  time,  and  as  we  could  not  con¬ 
scientiously  sit  by  and  see  the  work  ‘staged’  in  such  a  way,  we  very 
cautiously  and  quietly  retired,  each  giving  expression  to  the  thought  that 
‘  The  Arkansas  way  is  good  enough  for  me.  ’  ’  ’ 

He  issued  quite  a  number  of  dispensations  for  var¬ 
ious  purposes,  some  to  receive,  vote  upon  petitions, 
and  confer  degrees  without  waiting  the  statutory 
time.  He  presents  a  fairly  good  apology  for  issuing 
these  dispensations.  Time  will  determine  whether  he 
was  justified  in  setting  aside  the  Constitution,  but 
what  is  the  Constitution  among  friends  ? 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of 
three  new  Chapters. 

A  number  of  decisions  were  made,  all  of  which  are 
good  Masonic  law. 

He  quotes  the  action  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
in  the  Towner  Sterling  Educational  Bill.  We  still  in- 
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cline  to  the  belief  that  education  should  be  under 
State  control,  but  would  welcome  the  aid  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Government.  Illiteracy  should  be  stamped  out 
in  the  nation.  We  believe  it  could  be  done  by  the 
enactment  of  stringent  compulsory  educational  laws, 
with  their  rigid  enforcement. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  balance  on 
hand  of  five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven 
and  37/100  dollars  ($5847.37),  as  of  November  16, 
1921. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  present 
membership  to  be  six  thousand  nine  hundred  fifty- 
five  (6955),  a  net  gain  of  five  hundred  and  forty-eight 
(548)  during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  ap¬ 
proves  of  his  decisions,  but  disapproves  his  recom¬ 
mendations. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
makes  a  brief  review  of  all  proceedings  received. 
Pennsylvania  receives  kindly  notice. 

An  engraving  of  the  newly  installed  Grand  High 
Priest  is  on  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  James  W.  Oglesby  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.  E.  Companion  John  C. 
Bone  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  They  were 
installed.

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BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  British  Columbia  met  in  their  Fourth 
Annual  Convocation  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the 
City  of  Prince  Rupert,  B.  C.,  on  June  24,  1922. 

M.  E.  Companion  Daniel  H.  Morrison,  Grand  Z., 
opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form .  All  Grand 
Chapter  officers  were  present,  also  two  Past  Grand 
Z.’s,  and  representatives  of  seventeen  subordinate 
Chapters. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  read  his 
annual  address.  He  gives  in  full  detail  his  actions 
as  Grand  High  Priest.  He  performed  his  duties  f  aith- 
fullv. 

He  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  two 
new  Chapters,  both  of  which  are  proceeding  under 
favorable  circumstances.  A  number  of  dispensations, 
all  within  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  were  is¬ 
sued. 

He  made  but  one  decision  or  ruling,  that  a  Com¬ 
panion  cannot  hold  two  elective  offices  at  the  same 
time.  Good  Masonic  law. 

He  made  eight  official  visits.  He  found  the  work 
well  done,  almost  perfection.  He  regrets  his  inability 
to  visit  all  Chapters. 
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He  concludes  by  thanking  the  officers  for  their 
loyal  support,  and  the  Companions  for  the  high  honor 
conferred  upon  him.  Expresses  his  parting  senti¬ 
ment  as  follows : 

‘ 1 1  can  find  no  better  words  to  express  my  parting  sentiment  tbat  those 
of  the  immortal  Goethe,  and  sincerely  wish  for  each  of  you — 

1  Health  enough  to  make  work  a  pleasure, 

Wealth  enough  to  support  your  needs, 

Strength  enough  to  battle  with  difficulties  to  overcome  them, 

Grace  enough  to  confess  your  sins  and  forsake  them, 

Patience  enough  to  toil  until  some  good  is  accomplished, 

Charity  enough  that  shall  see  some  good  in  your  neighbor, 

Cheerfulness  enough  that  shall  make  others  glad, 

Love  enough  that  shall  move  you  to  be  useful  and  helpful  to  others, 

Faith  that  shall  make  real  the  things  of  God,  and 

Hope  that  shall  remove  all  anxious  fear  concerning  the  future.  ’ 

and  may  God ’s  richest  blessing  abide  with  you  and  yours  is  my  earnest 

prayer. 7  ’ 

Both  Grand  H.  and  J.  made  brief  reports  reviewing 
their  official  visits  and  other  transactions. 

The  Grand  Superintendent’s  report  shows  the  true 
condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Registrar  was  presented. 
This  is  virtually  a  new  officer.  His  duty  is  to  obtain 
information  of  the  important  actions  of  the  subordi¬ 
nate  Chapters,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  founda¬ 
tion  for  a  historical  record  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  A 
wise  purpose. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  balance  on 
hand,  J une  15,  1922,  of  fifteen  hundred  and  eighteen 
and  16/100  dollars  ($1518.16),  with  a  balance  in  the 
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Charity  Fund  of  one  thousand  and  twenty-five  and 
15/100  dollars  ($1025.15). 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  shows  the  mem¬ 
bership,  December  31, 1921,  to  be  twenty-one  hundred 
and  seventy-seven  (2177),  a  net  gain  during  the  year 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120). 

The  report  of  the  Ritual  Committee  recommended 
that  the  Ritualistic  work  and  signs  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion.  Perfectly  correct.  When  once  the  work  and 
signs  are  uniform  it  should  be  enforced  to  the  let¬ 
ter. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grand  Z.’s  address  approved 
all  his  acts. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
was  prepared  and  presented  by  R.  E.  Companion 
John  W.  Prescott.  It  is  his  third  report.  It  is  up 
to  his  former  reports.  We  regard  it  as  a  good  one. 
We  receive  favorable  notice. 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Grand  Z.  is  on  the  first 
page. 

M.  E.  Companion  C.  F.  Sherwin  was  elected 
Grand  Z.,  and  R.  E.  Companion  John  W.  Prescott 
was  re-elected  Grand  Scribe  E.  They  were  installed.

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CALIFORNIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  assembled  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  on  Tuesday,  April  18,  1922,  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  their  Sixty-eighth  Annual  Convocation. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  Matti- 
son  B.  Jones,  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form 
at  ten  o’clock  a.  m.  All  Grand  Chapter  officers,  seven 
Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and  the  representatives  of 
one  hundred  and  three  warranted  Chapters  and  of 
five  Chapters  under  dispensation  were  present. 

A  large  number  of  distinguished  Masons  were  pres¬ 
ent,  among  them  being  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  of  California,  the  Right  Eminent  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  California, 
a  number  of  Grand  Lodge  officers  and  others. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  then  read  his  address.  He 
refers  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest.  He  truthfully  says: 

‘ 1  On  the  twentieth  of  April  of  last  year  you  elected  me  as  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California,  and  commissioned  me  to  a  great 
task  in  the  interest  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  particular  and  Masonry  in 
general.  I  accepted  your  commission  with  what  I  thought  at  the  time  was 
a  somewhat  clear  conception  of  the  many  and  important  duties  of  the 
exalted  station;  but  I  confess  to  you  today  that  my  conception  was  too 
circumscribed  to  be  commensurate  with  the  facts.  It  is  hard  to  clearly 
know  the  fullest  extent  of  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  office  I  have  held 
for  the  past  Capitular  year.  The  full  and  complete  performance  of  those 
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duties  is  quite  beyond  the  ability  of  the  usual  man  who  has  duties  to  per-

form  to  himself,  to  his  family  and  to  his  profession.  The  very  magnitude 
of  the  matter  challenges  the  courage,  determination,  faithfulness,  loyalty, 
devotion  and  all  the  powers  of  body,  mind  and  spirit  of  the  man  to  the 
task.  The  magnitude  of  the  task  and  its  consequent  responsibilities  make 
one  to  seriously  fear  how  far  short  his  utmost  endeavors  in  the  premises 
have  fallen  of  the  coveted  mark.  The  honor  of  the  station,  consideration 
and  affection  of  the  Companions,  and  the  conscientious  efforts  to  measure 
up  to  the  challenge  form  a  pleasing  counterpart  to  whatever  failure  there 
may  have  been  in  meeting  the  responsibilities. 

“I  cannot  give  to  a  Grand  High  Priest  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  or 
of  any  other  Grand  Jurisdiction  a  greater  experience  and  satisfaction  than 
have  been  mine  as  your  Grand  High  Priest.  I  have  looked  upon  my  work 
as  being  devoted  to  the  best  interests  of  human  kind  in  general  and  to  the 
Companions  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  particular.  It  is  for  them  to 
judge  as  generously  and  considerately  as  they  may  the  sum  total  of  that 
work.  The  evidence  is  all  in,  and  the  case  is  about  to  be  submitted.  If 
the  verdict  can  be  that  I  have  faithfully  tried  to  lift  Masonry  to  a  higher 
plane  of  action  and  of  conduct,  and  to  summon  to  the  side  of  God  and 
man  the  powers,  physical,  mental  and  spiritual,  of  my  Brethren  and  Com¬ 
panions,  I  shall  have  at  least  been  partially  satisfied.  I  doubt  seriously  if 
satisfaction  ever  attends  the  performance  of  a  great  and  sacred  trust;  for 
it  is  human  to  err  and  limitations  ever  surround  human  endeavor.  ’  ’ 

He  put  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand 
King,  Grand  Scribe,  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host  and 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Captain  to  work.  He  assigned  to 
each  of  them  a  certain  number  of  the  nineteen  dis¬ 
tricts  for  their  general  supervision,  etc.,  claiming  if 
the  Grand  High  Priest  be  the  Major  General,  his  sub¬ 
ordinate  officers  should  be  his  active  brigadier  gen¬ 
erals — a  good  idea. 

He  issued  a  number  of  dispensations,  several  of 
which  we  believe  set  aside  the  provisions  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  By-laws. 

He  made  a  number  of  decisions,  two  authorizing, 
in  one  case  the  conferring  the  Royal  Arch  Degree 
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and  the  other  Most  Excellent  Master’s  Degree,  in  the 
hills  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Chapters.  We  expressed 
our  opinion  on  this  subject  last  year.  Will  only  add 
that  no  degree  in  Free  Masonry  should  be  conferred 
except  within  the  tyled  doors  of  a  Lodge  or  Chapter 
Hall. 

He  made  a  large  number  of  Grand  Visitations  and 
attended  a  number  of  receptions.  He  was  courteously 
received  and  every  consideration  shown  him  by  the 
members. 

He  attended  the  meeting  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  at  Ashville  on  his  homeward  journey.  He 
visited  his  native  State  of  Kentucky,  and  had  the 
pleasure  of  visiting  and  addressing  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Kentucky.  He  also  attended  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masons  of 
Kentucky.  It  was  a  week  of  enjoyment  to  him. 

He  made  a  large  number  of  recommendations,  all 
of  which  were  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Juris¬ 
prudence. 

Under  the  head  of  “Law  Enforcement”  he  strongly 
urges  the  rigid  enforcement  of  the  laws  enacted  by 
the  people. 

He  makes  a  strong,  earnest  and  just  plea  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment.  We 
quote  an  extract  from  his  address  on  this  subject: 
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“The  great  World  War  has  left  in  its  wake  the  usual  lac-k  of  respect 
for  law  and  order  under  the  law.  Even  officers  of  the  law  in  many  in¬ 
stances  are  aiding  and  abetting  others  in  holding  up  to  scorn  the  execution 
of  laws  that  do  not  meet  with  their  personal  "approval.  I  fear  that  the 
great  city  of  Chicago  has  had  a  number  of  things  to  disgrace  her  in  the 
years  past;  but  I  am  persuaded  to  believe  that  Chicago  has  experienced 
but  fewr,  if  any,  more  humiliating  experiences  than  when,  on  the  11th  of 
last  January,  a  resolution  demanding  that  the  City  Council  favor  the  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  Volstead  Act,  so  long  as  it  is  a  law,  was  voted  down 
by  47  to  12.  Here  we  see  an  illustration  of  the  contempt  in  which  certain 
officers  of  the  law  hold  a  certain  law  of  the  land.  The  people  of  the 
United  States  through  their  chosen  methods  and  channels  adopted  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and,  sub¬ 
sequent  thereto,  the  people  of  the  United  States  enacted  the  Volstead  law. 
If  the  laws  of  our  country,  so  solemnly  and  after  full  consideration  enacted 
by  the  people,  cannot  be  enforced,  then  the  end  'of  the  Republic  is  already 
determined.  But  the  laws,  national  and  State,  of  this  country  can  be  en¬ 
forced,  and  will  be  enforced,  by  the  better  element  of  the  people  in  the 
fear  of  God  and  without  fear  of  man.  I  here  and  now  declare  that  any 
executive,  Federal  or  State,  should  enforce  the  law  or  confess  his  failure 
and  resign  his  office.  It  is  not  for  him  to  ask  why,  but  rather  to  do  or  die. 
In  order  for  law  to  be  truly  respected,  it  must  be  administered  with  equal 
and  exact  justice  to  all  classes  of  our  citizenship.  Favoritism  has  no  place 
among  a  free  and  enlightened  people.  Without  law  and  order  under  the 
law,  chaos  reigns  and  the  people  sutler. 

“  Under  the  law  of  trusts  we  find  the  trustor  who  creates  the  trust, 
the  trustee  who  administers  the  trust,  the  trust  to  be  administered  and 
the  beneficiary  for  whose  benefit  the  trust  exists.  Usually  the  trustor, 
trustee  and  beneficiary  are  different  persons,  things  or  entities,  but  in 
a  nation  like  ours  we  find  that  the  people  are  both  the  trustors  and  bene¬ 
ficiaries,  the  officers  of  the  government  are  the  trustees,  and  the  government 
is  the  trust.  The  American  people  are  determined  to  hold  to  true  account 
the  trustees  of  the  great  trust  committed  to  their  hands.  If  the  Volstead 
law,  or  any  other  law  of  the  nation,  be  not  what  in  its  totality  is  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  people,  such  law  will  be  modified  or  repealed  by  the 
people.  I  appeal  to  Royal  Arch  Masons  and  to  Masons  generally  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  to  stand  four-square  at  all  times  for  the  enforcement  of  the  law  of 
the  land,  and  to  that  end  to  valiantly  support  and  strengthen  the  hands  of 
the  faithful  officers  and  to  openly  condemn  the  officers  wdio  fail  to  do  their 
sworn  duty.  Our  beloved  country  was  established  by  law-abiding  citizens, 
and  it  must  endure  by  virtue  of  its  law-abiding  citizenship.  I  cannot  find 
fault  wdth  the  oppressed  and  persecuted  of  Europe,  who,  to  escape  the  op¬ 
pression  and  persecution  of  their  native  land,  seek  the  freedom  and  the 
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liberty  of  the  American  Republic;  but,  my  Companions,  the  American  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  name  of  freedom  and  liberty  cannot  afford  to  receive  and  harbor 
in  this  country  any  man  or  set  of  men  who  come  to  our  shores  determined 
to  undermine,  overthrow  and  destroy  the  freedom  and  liberty  vouchsafed 
to  our  people  under  the  law.  Such  characters,  immediately  upon  their  real 
intent  becoming  known,  should  by  the  force  of  law  be  deported  to  the  land 
of  their  native  soil.  Masonry  in  all  its  phases  has  ever  stood  for  law  and 
order,  for  patriotism,  for  loyalty  to  the  flag.  On  the  records  of  King  Solo¬ 
mon  ’s  Lodge,  of  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  made  in  the  year  1781,  stands 
the  unchanged  condemnation  of  a  traitor  to  the  American  people:  ‘It  is 
ordered  that  the  name  of  Benedict  Arnold  be  considered  obliterated  from 
the  records  of  this  Lodge  as  a  traitor.’ 

“I  am  reminded  in  this  connection  of  the  direful  prophecy  of  Lord 
McCauley,  as  he  looked  down  the  years  at  the  great  and  young  Western 
Republic.  Said  he : 

‘  ‘  ‘  Your  Republic  will  be  as  fearfully  plundered  and  laid  waste  in  the 
twentieth  century  as  the  Roman  Empire  was  in  the  fifth  century;  but  your 
Huns  and  Vandals  will  have  been  engendered  within  your  own  institu¬ 
tions.  ’ 

“I  cannot  go  further  now  than  to  summon  Masons  everywhere  to  their 
full  duty  to  their  God,  their  country,  their  families  and  themselves.” 

We,  as  Masons,  must  admit  that  Free  Masonry  has 
a  spiritual  significance.  We  have  never  seen  it  put 
in  better  terms  than  by  the  Grand  High  Priest. 

“  We  find  in  the  lecture  in  the  Royal  Arch  degree  this  significant 
statement : 

“  ‘And,  my  Companions,  if,  in  all  these  things,  you  have  seen  only 
a  series  of  unmeaning  rites,  if  the  spirit  of  truth  has  not  applied  to  your 
hearts  the  morals  of  these  ceremonies,  then  indeed  have  we  labored  in  vain 
and  you  have  spent  your  strength  for  naught.’ 

“What  is  the  meaning  intended  here?  The  ‘morals  of  these  cere¬ 
monies’  are  not  for  the  physical,  nor  even  for  the  mental,  but  for  the 
spiritual,  that  which  will  abide  forever.  I  believe  with  Dr.  Mackey  when 
he  says  that  the  ineffable  name  of  Deity  symbolized  the  search  of  man¬ 
kind  for  the  understanding  of  God.  If,  then,  as  we  go  in  search  of  the 
long  lost  M.  M.  W.,  we  are  seeking  really  to  know  the  Omnipotent,  Omni¬ 
present  and  Omniscient  ONE  and  His  purposes  concerning  us,  to  what 
heights  of  bliss  may  not  the  spirit  soar  in  His  sunlight? 

‘  ‘  Masonry,  no  less  than  the  church,  must  recognize  the  truth  that 
lie  who  would  have  his  life  must  lose  it.  The  truths  of  Ancient  Craft 
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Masonry  are  founded  upon  the  teachings  of  the  Old  Testament.  Well  then 
may  we  ask,  what  of  their  spiritual  significance?  The  truths  of  modern 
Masonry  are  founded  upon  the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament.  Well 
again  may  be  asked,  what  of  their  spiritual  significance?  Both  the  Old 
and  the  New  Testaments  were  written  for  the  needs  of  men.  We  firmly 
believe  that  both  the  church  and  Masonry  were  instituted  for  the  needs 
of  men.  While  I  would  emphasize  my  positive  belief  in  the  spiritual  sig¬ 
nificance  of  Masonry,  yet  I  would  be  equally  emphatic  in  saying  that 
Masonry  is  not  a  religion,  is  not  a  church.  It  is,  however,  when  properly 
practiced  an  aid  to  religion,  to  the  church.  Masonry  was  never  intended 
to  supplant  or  be  a  substitute  for  the  church.  The  two  institutions  are 
complements  to  each  other,  and  should  always  co-operate  in  the  great 

work  of  bringing  men  to  know  that  they  were  created  to  glorify  God  and 

> 

serve  mankind.  Masons  should,  therefore,  be  aware  of  the  false  assertion 
of  some  of  the  fraternity  that  ‘  Masonry  is  my  church.’ 

“I  give  you  here  a  beautiful  acrostic  on  the  Keystone: 

1 1  1  Happy  is  he  whose  thoughts  can  bear 
The  rigid  test  of  the  unerring  Square, 

Who  through  life  unfalteringly  has  trod 
Steadily  toward  his  Maker  and  his  God, 

Seeking  by  acts  of  charity  and  love 
To  gain  admission  into  the  Lodge  above, 

Knowing  that  the  Stone  in  the  rubbish  cast 
Shall  crown  our  Master ’s  work  at  last.  ’  ’  ’ 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  the  Grand 
Chapter  to  be  in  an  excellent  financial  condition,  he 
having  in  his  hands  fourteen  thousand  three  hundred 
and  seven  and  28/100  dollars  ($14,307.28),  and  the 
net  assets  of  the  Grand  Chapter  sixtv-eight  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seven  and  28/100  dollars  ($68,- 
807.28). 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  member¬ 
ship,  April  1,  1922,  to  be  nineteen  thousand  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-four  (19,244),  a  net  gain  during  the 
year  of  two  thousand  and  four  (2004). 
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The  Grand  Lecturer’s  report  is  very  interesting, 
and  repays  reading. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approves  the  rec¬ 
ommendations  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  among 
them  the  “Towner  Sterling  Educational  Bill.” 

The  Committee  on  the  Amalgamation  of  Chapters 
and  Councils  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken  by 
the  Grand  Chapter  at  this  Convocation.  The  Commit¬ 
tee  are  evidently  not  hunting  trouble. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
was  prepared  by  R.  E.  Companion  Max  A.  Plumb, 
Chairman.  It  is  a  good  report  on  the  topical  plan. 
Must  confess  that  we  prefer  the  old-fashioned  plan 
of  reviewing  each  Grand  Chapter  separately.  It  ap¬ 
pears  he  did  not  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  three 
largest  Grand  Chapters  in  the  preparation  of  his  re¬ 
port,  namely,  Illinois,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania. 
Probably  these  proceedings  did  not  reach  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest  is 
on  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  Hiatt  Tisdale  Hiatt  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.  E.  Companion  Thomas 
L.  Davis  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  They  were 
installed.

The  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  held  their 
Sixty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  Masonic 
Temple,  in  the  City  of  Hamilton,  Province  of  On¬ 
tario,  on  Wednesday,  February  22,  1922. 

M.  E.  Companion  William  N.  Ponton,  Grand  Z., 
opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form  at  ten  o’clock 
a.  m.  Many  of  the  Grand  Chapter  officers  and  the  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  subor¬ 
dinate  Chapters  were  present. 

A  civic  welcome  was  tendered  the  Grand  Chapter 
by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  Hamilton,  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  Mayor  being  made  by  a  distinguished 
Mason,  R.  E.  Companion  Sir  John  Gibson.  The  wel¬ 
come  was  responded  to  by  the  Grand  Z. 

An  address  of  welcome  was  also  presented  by  the 
four  Chapters  of  Hamilton  and  responded  to  by  the 
Grand  Z. 

The  Grand  Z.  presented  his  address.  It  is  fully  up 
to  the  high  standard  of  former  addresses  delivered 
by  this  remarkable  man  and  Mason.  First  he  refers 
to  the  Grand  Z.,  M.  E.  Companion  Herbert  S.  Grif¬ 
fin,  M.  D.,  who  died  July  1,  1921,  at  his  home  in  the 
City  of  Hamilton. 

In  his  reference  to  the  Masons  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada  we  quote : 
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“I  believe  this  linking  up  of  the  Masons  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Masons  of  Canada — as  the  interpreters  of  the  British  Empire — is  at  the 
present  time  of  a  special  value  and  significance,  and  one  of  the  many  fac¬ 
tors  in  securing  permanent  and  productive  peace — honest  and  stable  friend¬ 
ship  and  closer  association  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  peoples  through  the  Ma¬ 
sonic  media  of  interchanging  and  interlacing  of  ideas  and  thoughts,  meet¬ 
ing  face  to  face  and  heart  to  heart,  in  these  trysting  places — these  clear¬ 
ing-houses  of  ideals  and  sentiments  and  mutual  good-will.  Let  us  realize 
the  power  of  the  English  language  which  we  speak  together — a  glorious 
heritage — and  mark  the  generous  spirit  of  our  representatives  at  the  Con¬ 
ference  at  Washington.  They  ring  true.  ‘United  we  stand.’  As 
President  Harding,  President  and  Brother  and  Companion,  said  recently: 
‘A  common  language  and  the  common  source  from  which  we  have  taken  our 
institutions  have  laid  the  foundations  of  accord’ — to  which  we  add,  the 
common  aims  and  purposes,  common  law,  common  lineage,  and  common 
interests.  Be  ours  the  task  to  furnish  and  build  upon  such  a  foundation 
a  stable  structure  and  mutual  understanding,  and  may  the  life  of  our  two 
nations  under  Old  Glory  and  the  Union  Jack  flow  in  a  gracious  stream  of 
friendship  and  peace  during  the  glorious  years  of  the  future.” 

He  was  frequently  asked,  “What  is  Masonry? 
What  is  Royal  Arch  Masonry?”  These  questions 
have  been  asked  many  thousand  times,  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  asked  until  time  ends.  Many  answers 
have  been  given,  but  none  that  entirely  satisfies.  We 
now  give  the  answer  of  the  Grand  Z.  of  Canada : 

“  WJiat  is  Masonry?  What  is  Boyal  Arch  Masonry?  I  have  been  asked 
more  often  this  year  than  in  any  other,  to  crystallize  the  answer  to  this 
universal  question  in  a  ‘  Short  Form  of  Conveyance  ’  of  thought.  It  does 
not  satisfy  to  reply  that  it  is  Wisdom,  Strength  and  Beauty  all  in  one. 
It  does  not  satisfy  to  say  that  it  is  good  ‘in  substance  and  in  form’ — and 
stands  the  test  of  the  great  Overseer’s  Square.  It  does  not  wholly  satisfy, 
though  it  pleases,  to  say  that  it  is  a  guild  of  friends  wherein  all  rank  is 
levelled  save  such  as  may  be  conferred  by  all  on  one: — a  living  organism 
where  love,  relief  and  truth  dwell  in  the  hearts  of  boon  companions.  It 
does  not  satisfy  to  say  that  though  it  belongs  to  the  ages  whence  the 
memory  of  man  runneth  not  to  the  contrary,  yet  it  is  not  a  fossil,  not  a 
museum,  not  a  stratum,  and  certainly  not  an  abstraction — not  a  mushroom; 
that  though  its  taproots  go  deep,  its  sap  flows  freely — its  leaves  and  sheaves 
and  fruits  are  always  ripe  for  harvest  in  the  vineyard  of  those  who  make 
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of  it  a  real  labor  of  love.  It  is  a  living  force — with  dynamic  penetrative¬ 
ness  to  those  whose  hearts  are  not  adament,*  yet  it  has  been  well  termed  the 
wise  and  gentle  Craft — composed  of  Nature’s  Gentlemen  of  ‘brave  and  af¬ 
fable  demeanor’ — who  put  in  more  than  they  take  out  and  who  should 
strive  at  least  to  live  up  to  the  ideal  of  mediaeval  excellence. 

“  ‘Nihil  tetigit  quod  non  ornavit’ — 

“He  touched  nothing  that  he  did  not  adorn.  Sixty-six  years  ago, 
Blackwood’s  Magazine  tried  to  answer  this  question  by  paying  tribute  to 
the  Wisdom  of  the  Ancients — who  passing  knowledge  and  fraternal  greet¬ 
ings  from  lip  to  ear,  knew  as  we  know  the  ‘password  of  our  forefathers,’ 
and  knew  too  that  Masonry  was  and  is  like  the  Church  Militant- — a  ladder 
and  line  of  communication,  a  channel  of  service,  whereby  constructive  men  of 
good  will,  with  good  working  tools,  are  privileged  to  assist  in  rebuilding 
the  temple  of  Humanity,  and  restoring  confidence  in  a  world  of  doubt.  No, 
we  finite  mortals  cannot  adequately  answer  the  great  inquiry  through  a 
glass  darkly,  but  we  should  not  forget  that  Masonry  is  a  fountain,  not  a 
cistern — and  like  life  not  a  goblet  to  be  drained  but  a  measure  to  be 
filled — nor  should  we  when  searching  for  the  answer  forget  what  we  owe, 
not  to  the  traditional,  but  the  vital  past.” 

He  sent  a  cablegram  by  wire  to  Princess  Mary  and 
her  betrothed.  The  Princess  replied  with  grateful 
thanks. 

His  closing  is  beautiful— such  as  would  be  expected 
from  such  a  finished  scholar,  eloquent  man  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  Mason. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  take  up 
considerable  space,  and  are  interesting  reading.  They 
are  a  detailed  history  of  the  various  Chapters  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

Then  followed  the  reception  of  distinguished  visi¬ 
tors  from  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  Michigan.  We  were  represented  by  M. 
E.  Companion  Joseph  E.  Quxnby,  Grand  High 
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Priest ;  M.  E.  Companion  Thomas  McConnell,  Jr., 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  Treasurer,  and 
Companion  E.  Marshall  Harvey.  Addresses  were 
delivered  by  a  number  of  the  visitors,  among  them 
M.  E.  Companion  Joseph  E.  Qttinby,  Grand  High 
Priest. 

The  honorary  rank  of  Past  Grand  Z.  was  conferred 
upon  R.  E.  Companion  Sir  John  Gibson. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  the  in¬ 
vestments  to  be  fifty-two  thousand  four  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  and  66/100  dollars  ($52,487.66). 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  shows  the  mem¬ 
bership,  December  31,  1921,  to  be  twenty-five  thou¬ 
sand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-six  (25,986),  a  net 
gain  during  the  year  of  twenty-four  hundred  and 
sixty-one  (2461). 

The  Committee  on  “Condition  of  Capitular  Ma¬ 
sonry,”  under  the  head  of  “Progress  and  Prosper¬ 
ity”  reports  as  follows: 

‘  ‘  Notwithstanding  business  depression  and  disturbed  conditions  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  there  has  been  satisfactory  and  gratifying  progress 
throughout  the  entire  jurisdiction. 

“Your  Committee  again  urge  that  no  First  Principal  shall  aim  at  a 
‘record-breaking  year.’  His  thoughts  should  be  on  obtaining  the  best 
material  for  the  Temple  and  so  shaping  and  adorning  it  as  to  make  it  a 
useful  and  creditable  part  of  the  structure.  Anxiety  to  have  it  a  big 
year  tends  towards  carelessness  and  indifference  to  close  a  thorough 
scrutiny. 

1 1  There  should  be  extreme  caution  and  wise  consideration  of  all  applica¬ 
tions,  ever  remembering  that  it  is  the  internal  not  the  external  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  a  man  which  should  recommend  him  for  acceptance. 
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‘ 1 A  wise  selection  followed  by  full  instruction  and  tlie  practice  of 
whole-hearted  Masonic  friendship  will  go  far  to  promulgate  among  the 
Companions  and  through  them  to  the  outside  world  those  leading  charac¬ 
teristics  of  the  Order — Brotherly  Love,  Relief  and  Truth.  ’  ’ 

R.  E.  Companion  Edward  B.  Brown  presented  a 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspond¬ 
ence.  He  recommends  that  action  on  the  application 
for  recognition  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Queensland 
be  withheld  until  the  next  Annual  Convocation.  The 
report  or  review  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  complete, 
in  keeping  with  his  former  reports.  We  receive  a 
three-page  review,  a  synopsis  of  our  One  Hundred 
and  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary.  In  reply  to  his  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  writer  we  say  “ Thanks.” 

An  engraving  of  the  present  Grand  Z.,  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  Richard  Henry  Spencer,  is  on  the  first  page, 

M.  E.  Companion  Richard  H.  Spencer  was  elected 
Grand  Z.,  and  R.  E.  Companion  Henry  T.  Smith  was 
elected  Grand  Scribe  E.  They  were  installed.

COLORADO. 

The  Forty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  of  the 

t/ 

Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Colo¬ 
rado  was  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Denver,  on 
Thursday,  September  22,  1921. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  at  ten 
o’clock  a.  m.  by  M.  E.  Companion  Mark  B.  Gill.  All 
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Grand  Officers  were  present ;  also  fifteen  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  and  the  representatives  of  forty-seven 
subordinate  Chapters. 

The  reception  of  the  flag  then  followed.  It  is  an  ap¬ 
propriate  custom. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  presented  his  address.  It 
is  short,  but  fully  covers  his  actions  as  Grand  High 
Priest. 

He  issued  a  number  of  dispensations.  Some  would 
seem  to  require  a  change  of  By-laws. 

He  made  eight  official  visitations.  In  closing  he 
says: 

‘  ‘  The  preparation  room  should  be  as  sacred  as  one ’s  own  home,  and  no 
levity  permitted,  so  that  in  the  end,  lessons  taught  should  have  a  deep  and 
lasting  impression  upon  our  minds  and  conscience.  ’  ’ 

The  wisdom  of  his  words  cannot  be  questioned.  So¬ 
lemnity  should  be  observed  not  only  in  the  preparing 
room,  but  throughout  all  Masonic  work. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  the  assets  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  to  be  twenty-seven  thousand  three 
hundred  eight-seven  and  81/100  dollars  ($27,387.81). 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  member¬ 
ship  was,  on  July  31,  1921,  seventy-five  hundred  and 
eighty  (7580),  a  net  gain  during  the  year  of  three 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  (388).

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Correspondence 
was  prepared  by  M.  E.  Companion  Ernest  Le  Neve 
Foster,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Chairman.  It  shows 
that  the  Chairman  has  prepared  thirty-four  Annual 
Reports  of  the  Committee.  This  has  only  been  sur¬ 
passed  by  two,  one  M.  E.  Companion  Drtjmmond,  of 
Maine,  who  made  thirty-five  or  thirty-six  reports,  and 
M.  E.  Companion  Schitltz,  of  Maryland,  who  made 
thirty-five  Annual  Reports,  and  is  only  equalled  by 
M.  E.  Companion  E.  D.  T.  Chambers,  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Quebec,  who  presented  thirty-four  An¬ 
nual  Reports.  M.  E.  Companion  Ernest  Le  Neve 
Foster  is  still  willing  to  serve  his  Grand  Chapter. 
Our  hope  is  that  his  life  may  be  spared  for  many 
years  to  come,  and  remain  Chairman  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  of  Correspondence.  He  is  the  senior  Past  Grand 
High  Priest. 

In  the  report  he  made  a  careful  review  of  forty- 
four  Grand  Chapters.  It  is  up  to  his  usual  standard. 
It  is  his  thirty-fourth  report.  Pennsylvania  receives 
a  two-page  review.  Under  the  head  of  Rhode  Island 
he  quotes  an  extract  from  the  address  of  the  Grand 
Chaplain,  which  we  give. 

11  Freemasonry  as  we  know  it,  is  inseparable  from  religion.  The  idea 
of  God  confronts  the  candidate  at  the  threshold  of  the  Blue  Lodge.  Its  cere¬ 
monies  are  of  Biblical  origin.  Its  degrees  are  designed  to  teach  the  great 
verities  of  true  religion.  The  selections  from  the  Bible,  the  frequency  of 
prayer,  the  solemn  warnings  that  look  to  the  life  beyond,  the  brotherly 
admonitions  that  constantly  recur,  the  sacredness  of  the  very  name  of 
Deity  as  exemplified  by  the  Master,  whenever  invoking  the  name — all  this  is 
designed  to  impress  the  candidate  and  to  remind  the  members  of  the  fact 
that  reverence  for  God  should  be  the  very  atmosphere  of  true  Masonry.  ’ 1 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  issued  a  memorial  on  the 
death  of  R.  E.  Companion  Charles  Henry  Jacob¬ 
son,  who  served  as  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Colorado  from  September  21,  1900,  until 
his  death,  February  20,  1921.  He  was  also  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Command- 
ery  of  Colorado. 

An  invitation  was  received  from  Rocky  Mountain 
Consistory  to  participate  in  the  laying  of  the  corner¬ 
stone  of  the  new  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  No.  2,  A. 
and  A.  S.  R.  It  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence,  which  reported  that  it  was  not  wise 
to  accept,  certainly  a  wise  conclusion. 

An  engraving  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  for  the 
present  year,  M.  E.  Companion  Samuel  J.  Sweet; 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  M.  E.  Companion  Mark  B. 
Gill,  and  R.  E.  Companion  Charles  Henry  Jacob¬ 
son,  deceased,  Grand  Secretary,  are  published  with 
the  proceedings. 

M.  E.  Companion  Samuel  J.  Sweet  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.  E.  Companion  William 
W.  Cooper  was  elected  Grand  Secretary.  They  were 
installed.

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CONNECTICUT. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Connecticut  held  four  emergent  Convoca¬ 
tions  during  the  year,  namely:  January  6,  7,  13  and 
14,  the  purpose  of  each  emergent  Convocation  being 
to  constitute  new  Chapters.  Thus  Chapters  Nos.  49, 
50,  51  and  52  were  added  to  their  roll. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  was  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City 
of  Hartford,  Tuesday,  May  9,  1922. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  Edgar 
B.  Ellis/ opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form  at 
ten  o’clock  a.  m.  All  Grand  Officers  were  present,  to¬ 
gether  with  fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  every  Chapter  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

The  first  act  after  opening  Grand  Chapter  was  the 
reception  of  distinguished  visitors  from  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
Canada,  General  Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Council  of 
R.  and  A.  Masons  and  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Connecticut,  quite  an  array  of  distinguished 
Masons.  Our  Jurisdiction  was  represented  by  M.  E. 
Companion  Joseph  E.  Qitinby,  Grand  High  Priest; 
John  M.  Core,  Grand  King;  Thomas  McConnell, 
Jr.,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  George  B.  Wells,  Grand 
Secretary.  They  were  introduced,  welcomed  and  re¬ 
ceived  with  Grand  Honors. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  presented  his  address.  It 
is  quite  lengthy.  His  year’s  work  is  given  very  fully 
to  the  members.  We  quote  his  introduction: 

1 1  The  past  year  has  been  indeed  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Grand  Of¬ 
ficers.  We  have  had  the  pleasure  of  adding  to  the  number  of  subordinate 
Chapters  by  constituting  four  new  ones.  It  has  been  nearly  sixteen  years 
since  a  new  Chapter  has  been  constituted,  the  last  being  Lockwood  Chap¬ 
ter  No.  48,  at  Wallingford,  on  October  26,  1906. 

“While  about  all  the  Chapters  throughout  our  Grand  Jurisdiction  are 
still  very  busy,  the  great  demand  for  admission  has  somewhat  abated, 
and  we  are  gradually  returning  to  normal  conditions.  While  numbers  are 
to  be  desired,  the  one  great  object  of  the  Royal  Craft  is  to  impress  upon 
the  candidates  the  sublime  lessons  of  the  degrees,  which,  in  many  cases, 
where  large  classes  have  been  rushed  through,  may  have  failed  to  accom¬ 
plish  the  desired  results.  ” 


He  attended  the  meeting  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter ;  was  pleased  with  his  reception ;  refers  to  it, 
approving  the  educational  work  of  some  Grand  Chap¬ 
ters,  urging  the  adoption  of  the  Towner  Sterling  Ed¬ 
ucational  Bill,  and  gives  the  vote  on  the  defeat  of  the 
revision  of  the  Constitution  one  hundred  and  forty- 
three  to  ninety-four. 

He  made  a  large  number  of  visitations.  Was  cor¬ 
dially  received,  and  found  the  work  well  done.  In 
summing  up  his  visitations  he  says: 

‘  ‘  There  is  no  place  in  any  Masonic  ritual  for  the  introduction  of  a 
circus  or  jest  at  the  expense  of  the  candidate.  If  the  clean  ceremony 
of  the  ritual,  which  is  intended  to  teach  and  illustrate  great  truths,  does 
not  appeal  to  the  officers  of  a  Chapter,  then  a  mistake  has  been  made  in 
their  election. 

“It  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  in  many  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions,  in  conferring  the  degrees  of  Capitular  Masonry,  there  is  often  a 
spirit  of  cruelty  manifested  and  the  degrees  are  conferred  in  such  a  man¬ 
ner  as  to  be  painful  and  humiliating  to  the  candidates.  I  believe  that  this 
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General  Grand  Chapter  desires  in  the  most  positive  manner  to  express  its 
unqualified  disapproval  of  such  practices. 

‘ 1  The  degrees  in  all  Masonry  are  intended  to  elevate  the  intellectual 
and  moral  character  of  those  who  take  them,  .and  therefore  should  be  con¬ 
ferred  in  the  most  dignified  manner,  and  nothing  should  be  said  or  done 
which  would  in  the  least  embarrass,  humiliate  or  be  painful  to  any  can¬ 
didate.  We  should  always  remember  that  the  purpose  of  Masonry  is  to 
make  a  good  impression  upon  the  minds  of  our  members  and  to  give  them 
higher  ideals  and  to  inspire  them  to  purer  and  more  helpful  and  nobler 
lives.  Anything  which  in  the  least  departs  from  this  high  standard  is 
un-Masonic,  and  should  be  promptly  suppressed  by  the  officers  of  the  Grand 
and  Subordinate  Chapters.  ” 

He  visited  a  number  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions, 
among  them  Pennsylvania.  He  also  visited  Canada, 
and  was  deeply  impressed  with  what  he  saw. 

He  made  a  number  of  decisions,  all  good  Masonic 
law,  especially  one  in  reference  to  certain  proceed¬ 
ings  in  conferring  the  Royal  Arch  Degree,  which 
should  meet  the  approval  of  all  true  Companions. 

He  endeavored  to  secure  first-hand  information  as 
to  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  the  Jurisdiction  by 
sending  a  questionnaire.  He  was  successful  in  getting 
the  desired  information. 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  King  and 
Grand  Scribe  each  perform  a  portion  of  the  work  of 
Grand  Chapter,  mainly  in  visiting  and  inspecting 
subordinate  Chapters,  which  they  have  faithfully 
performed. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  balance  in 
his  hands  of  six  thousand  one  hundred  and  seven  and 
40/100  dollars  ($6,107.40). 
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The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  member¬ 
ship  April  30,  1922,  to  be  fourteen  thousand  three 
hundred  and  ninety  (14,390),  a  net  gain  during  the 
year  of  twelve  hundred  and  sixty-three  (1263). 

The  Committee  on  Ritual  report  that  they  have 
given  all  questions  presented  careful  consideration, 
and  that  in  no  case  have  they  permitted  our  Ritual 
“  Hindoo  Theolog}^”  to  be  changed,  which  is  certainly 
proper. 

M.  E.  Companion  George  A.  Kies  presented  the  re¬ 
port  of  Correspondence  (the  fourteenth).  His  re¬ 
ports  are  models,  and  this  one  equals  any  of  the 

former  ones.  Under  “Idaho”  he  savs: 

• / 

‘ 1  On  the  very  proper  refusal  of  a  Grand  High  Priest  to  grant  a  hurry- 
up  dispensation  so  that  a  candidate  could  become  quickly  eligible  to  the 
Shrine,  he  sarcastically  remarks: 

“  ‘It  is  too  bad  to  deny  a  Companion  such  a  rare  privilege !  His  ob • 
ject  was  evidently  the  Shrine  when  he  started  to  take  the  intermediate  de¬ 
grees,  for  which  he  doubtless  cared  but  little.  It  is  here  admitted  with 
humiliation  that  if  it  were  not  for  the  Shrine  the  number  of  candidates  for 
the  Chapter  degrees  would  materially  decrease.  ’  ’ 

We  certainly  concur,  and  say  “Amen”  to  every 
word.  Again  in  reference  to  “The  Order  of  He 
Molay  for  Boys”  we  quote: 

‘  ‘  A  Kansas  City  Chapter,  Order  of  DeMolay  for  Boys,  conferred  the 
degrees  of  that  Order  before  Grand  Chapter.  In  this  corner  of  the  universe, 
it  is  difficult  to  see  what  this  has  to  do  with  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  ’ , 

We  say  emphatically  that  nothing  should  or  prop¬ 
erly  can  come  before  a  Grand  Chapter,  except  mat¬ 
ters  relating  to  Masonry,  and  say  “Amen”  to  your 
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sentiment.  Under  our  own  Jurisdiction  we  concur  in 
his  views  as  to  making  “  Royal  Arch  Masons  at 
sight.’’  It  is  of  doubtful  propriety,  and  should  be 
sparingly  used,  with  the  hope  that  it  may  become  a 
dead  letter.  We  receive  very  courteous  treatment, 
and  appreciate  his  reference  to  the  writer. 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest 
will  be  found  on  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  Arthur  N.  Nash  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  M.  E.  Companion  George  A. 
Kies  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  They  were  in¬ 
stalled.

Trasurer ;  George  B.  Wells,  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
and  Grand  Secretary,  and  Rev.  Edward  W.  Rush- 
ton,  Grand  Chaplain.  Each  addressed  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter,  Companion  Ritshton's  subject  being  “The 
Spiritual  Interpretation  of  Capitular  Masonry.” 


The  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  W. 
Harry  Lewis,  presented  his  annual  address,  in  which 
he  gives  to  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  his  ac¬ 
tions  during  the  year.

He  visited  all  the  Chapters  of  the  Jurisdiction,  and 
was  most  cordially  received,  and  from  the  number  in 
attendance  at  the  meetings  he  considers  Capitular 
Masonry  in  Delaware  in  a  healthy  condition. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  the  total  as¬ 
sets  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  be  thirteen  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  and  77/100  dollars  ($1377.77). 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  the  member¬ 
ship,  January  18,  1922,  to  be  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  (1968),  a  net  gain  during  the  year  of 
thirty-eight. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Correspondence 
was  presented  by  Companion  Thomas  J.  Day,  who 
always  prepares  a  good  report.  This  one  is  no  excep¬ 
tion.  We  are  accorded  a  favorable  review. 

An  engraving  of  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest 
is  found  on  the  first  page. 

M.  E.  Companion  George  A.  Salmon  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.  E.  Companion  Stuart  J. 
Horn  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  They  were  in¬ 
stalled.

DISTRICT  OP  COLUMBIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  held  three  Special  Convocations 
during  the  year.  The  first  was  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
stituting  William  R.  Singleton  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
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No.  14.  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  by  Companion 
Delos  W.  Thayer,  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  act¬ 
ing  Grand  High  Priest,  after  which  the  new  Chap¬ 
ter  was  constituted  and  officers  installed.  Grand 
Chapter  then  closed.  The  second  was  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  attending  the  funeral  of  Companion  Orville 
Drown,  Grand  Visitor  and  Lecturer.  The  third  was 
for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  funeral  of  M.  E. 
Companion  Adolphus  Gude,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest. 

The  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
the  Masonic  Temple,  Washington,  on  Wednesday, 
February  8, 1922. 

M.  E.  Companion  J oseph  H.  Milans,  Grand  High 
Priest,  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form  at 
seven  o’clock  p.  m.  All  Grand  Officers  were  present; 
also  eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  fourteen  subordinate  Chapters  of  the 
Jurisdiction. 

M.  E.  Companions  George  E.  Corson,  Past  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  M.  W.  Brother  Charles 
Cyrus  Coombs,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia,  were  received  and  welcomed. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  Joseph 
H.  Milans,  then  read  his  address.  It  is  quite  lengthy. 

He  made  but  one  decision,  that  against  dual  mem¬ 
bership.  We  think  he  voiced  the  opinion  of  Capitu¬ 
lar  Masonry  in  general. 
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He  granted  a  number  of  dispensations  and  refused 
two.  Of  those  granted  a  number  were  for  expediting 
balloting  on  petitions.  One  refused  was  for  a  special 
Convocation  to  take  the  place  of  the  Stated  Convoca¬ 
tion.  He  held  that  it  was  not  within  the  dispensing 
power  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  set  aside  the  By¬ 
law  of  a  Chapter  in  reference  to  stated  meetings,  then 
why  was  it  possible  and  right  to  set  aside  the  By-laws 
of  a  Chapter  to  expedite  balloting  on  petitions  ?  In 
speaking  of  the  condition  of  the  Craft  he  says : 

‘ 1  All  of  the  constituent  Chapters  have  had  abundant  ritualistic  work 
during  the  past  year  and  many  of  them  have  provided  special  events,  and 
means  for  the  enjoyment,  entertainment,  and  improvement  of  their  mem¬ 
bers.  Harmony  prevails  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  and  serious  thought  is 
being  given  to  the  idea  of  actively  utilizing  the  individual  members  by 
providing  some  work  for  them  to  do  as  an  incentive  for  attendance  and 
participation  of  many  who  might  be  styled  the  dormant,  if  not  disinter¬ 
ested  or  indifferent,  members  of  the  Craft. 

“Our  nation  still  occupies  the  favored  position  in  the  affairs  of  the 
world,  but  there  is  still  much  responsibility  resting  on  all  men,  perhaps 
particularly  on  Masons,  to  help  in  the  efforts  of  reconstruction.  By  rea¬ 
son  of  the  reduction  in  employees,  particularly  in  Government  circles  in 
our  city,  incident  to  a  return  to  normal  conditions,  some  of  the  Chapters 
have  suffered  losses,  and  this  lack  of  employment,  coupled  with  reductions 
of  salaries  in  many  cases,  has  doubtless  prevented  some  of  our  Masons 
from  becoming  identified  with  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter.  With  these  consid¬ 
erations  in  mind,  our  Grand  Chapter,  in  point  of  increase  in  membership, 
has  had  a  remarkable  year.  At  the  outset  and  in  conference  with  the  High 
Priests’  Association  we  enlarged  upon  the  thought  that  any  easy  growth 
or  increase  in  the  membership  would  denote  health  and  progress,  and  that 
we  would  forget  the  mere  item  of  numbers,  rather  confining  our  efforts 
to  the  character  of  the  Companions.  This  makes  our  large  number  of 
acquisitions  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  all  the  more  gratifying.  ’  ’ 

He  attended  the  meeting  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  was  received  with  manifest  courtesy,  and,  in 
common  with  a  large  majority  of  those  present,  voted 
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against  the  proposed  amendment  enlarging  the  pow¬ 
ers  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  This  was  to  be 
expected,  as  we  donbt  if  any  Grand  Chapter  would 
surrender  its  sovereignty. 

He  discusses  “ Teams  for  the  Royal  Arch  Degree.” 
We  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  provisions  of  their 
Constitution  make  it  difficult  at  times  to  confer  the 
degree.  The  difficulty  can  be  obviated  by  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  our  plan,  or  some  similar  one,  of  using  sub¬ 
stitutes. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a  balance 
on  hand,  February  8,  1922,  of  forty-five  hundred  and 
forty-seven  and  30/100  dollars  ($4547.30). 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  the  pres¬ 
ent  membership  to  be  fifty-nine  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  (5984),  a  gain  during  the  year  of  seven  hundred 
and  twenty-five  (725). 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Correspondence 
was  prepared  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  William  W.  Jermane.  It  is  an  elegant  re¬ 
port.  His  “Forward”  refers  to  the  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter.  While  we  in  Pennsylvania  are  not  much  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  except  in  so  far 
as  it  relates  to  the  sovereignty  of  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ters,  we  regard  his  statement  as  the  best  we  have  read 
on  this  subject.  We  quote  it : 
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“The  most  interesting  event  in  the  American  Capitular  world  last  year 
was  the  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  •  Chapter,  at  Asheville,  North 
Carolina.  There  it  was  settled,  for  at  least  another  generation — perhaps 
for  many  generations— that  Grand  Chapters  were  not  to  surrender  their 
sovereignty  to  a  body  of  their  own  creation,  nor  to  any  other  body,  so 
far  as  that  is  concerned. 

‘ ‘  The  General  Grand  Chapter  has  misunderstood  the  sentiment  of  its 
constituent  members.  So  long  and  so  wistfully  had  it  been  looking  at 
supreme  authority,  seemingly  only  a  short  distance  away,  that  at  least  it 
believed  all  it  had  to  do  was  to  step  forward  and  grasp  it.  That  there  would 
be  serious  objection  seemingly  did  not  enter  its  mind.  It  had  the  itch  for 
power  that  is  one  of  the  failings  of  human  nature,  and  surrendered  to  it, 
as  individuals  and  groups  of  individuals  have  done  many  a  time  in  the  past, 
and  will  do  many  a  time  in  the  future. 

“I  do  not  speak  harshly;  to  do  so  would  be  to  condemn  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  for  not  displaying  greater  wisdom  than  would  have  been 
displayed  by  any  other  body  of  men  similarly  circumstanced.  It  did  only 
whatj  its  most  intemperate  critics  would  probably  have  done  if  put  in  its 
place. 

‘ ‘ 1  was  interested  not  in  it,  but  in  the  Grand  Chapters.  I  wanted  to 
find  out  what  their  reaction  would  be  to  the  proposal  that  they  voluntarily 
place  themselves  in  perpetual  bondage.  Had  they  acquiesced,  then  would 
have  come  the  time  for  harsh  speaking.  But  as  the  returns  began  to  arrive 
from  one  Grand  Chapter  after  another,  it  became  evident  that  the  proposal 
would  be  rejected. 

‘ ‘  Two-thirds  of  the  Grand  Chapters  that  spoke  in  the  first  year  after 
the  Baltimore  Convocation  said  ‘No!’  In  the  second  and  third  years  the 
refusal  was  almost  unanimous,  and  so  it  was  that  when  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  met  at  Asheville,  it  found  the  largest  attendance  in  its  history. 
Out  of  a  total  of  forty-seven  Grand  Chapters,  forty-four  were  represented. 
The  delegates  numbered  275,  and  a  majority  of  them  were  under  instruc¬ 
tions  to  vote  agaiust  the  objectionable  portions  of  the  proposed  Constitu¬ 
tion.  Most  of  the  others  were  ready  to  vote  in  the  same  way.  ’  ’ 


In  his  review  of-  Kansas  he  quotes  Grand  High 
Priest’s  address  as  follows : 

‘  ‘  The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  annual  address,  says  that  he  refused 
to  grant  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Chapter,  because  the  proposed  location 
of  it  was  ‘  in  too  close  proximity  to  Chapters  already  established.  ’  Then 
he  says:  ‘We  now  have  ninety-one  subordinate  Chapters,  practically  one 
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for  each  comity  in  the  State.  Some  of  these  Chapters  are  weak  numerically, 
financially,  and  in  that  zeal  and  enthusiasm  which  are  so  essential  to  the 
maintenance  of  a  good,  live  Chapter/  and  he  suggests  ‘that  our  energies 
in  file  future  should  be  directed  along  the  lines  of  building  up  and  strength¬ 
ening  the  Chapters  we  now  have,  rather  than  to  the  establishment  of  new 
ones.’  That  is  sound  doctrine,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  agreed  with  him. ” 


We  endorse  his  sentiments  and  believe  it  will  apply 
to  our  own  Jurisdiction. 

We  get  a  two-page  review.  He  is  not  in  love  with 
our  methods  towards  members  of  Symbolic  Lodges  of 
other  Jurisdictions.  According  to  our  law  a  member 
must  pass  the  chair  in  a  Symbolic  Lodge  before  he 
can  apply  to  a  Chapter.  Passing  to  the  chair  is  ab¬ 
solutely  a  Blue  Lodge  function  and  never  had  a  place 
in  any  other  Masonic  body.  The  only  solution  of  the 
problem  we  see  is  to  induce  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  to  permit  members  of  subordinate 
Lodges  of  other  Jurisdictions  to  pass  the  chair  in  the 
Lodge  nearest  which  they  reside.

The  proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  England  for  the  Quarterly 
Convocations  of  November  2,  1921,  and  February  1, 
May  3,  and  August  2,  1922,  have  been  received  by  the 
Committee. 

M.  E.  Companion  R.  H.  Lord  Ampthill  opened 
each  Convocation  in  Ancient  and  Solemn  Form.

The  minutes  of  each  Convocation  were  read  and 
confirmed. 

The  Committee  of  General  Purposes  presented  re¬ 
ports  at  each  Convocation.  Were  taken  as  read,  and 
ordered  to  be  received  and  entered  on  the  minutes. 

These  virtuallv  cover  all  business  that  comes  before 

%) 

Grand  Chapter.  The  adoption  completes  business  of 
Grand  Chapter.  They  show  the  receipts,  which  are 
large,  and  the  disbursements,  which  are  also  large. 
The  balance  as  shown  by  the  Convocation  of  August 
2,  1922,  was  £364  9s.  7d.  During  the  period  fifty-six 
new  Chapters  were  authorized. 

Permission  was  granted  for  a  large  number  of 
Chapters  to  change  their  place  of  meeting,  many 
meeting  in  hotels  and  restaurants. 

Petitions  were  received  from  two  Chapters  author¬ 
izing  the  members  to  wear  centenary  jewels. 
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The  proceedings  of  May  3,  1922,  contain  the  finan¬ 
cial  report,  hence  we  conclude  it  as  the  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation.  The  receipts  during  the  year  amount  to 
£17,951  2s.  lOd. 

The  Convocations  were  closed  in  Ancient  and 
Solemn  Form ,  after  which  the  members  showed  their 
devotion  to  the  Mother  Country  by  singing  the  Na¬ 
tional  Air.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Quarterly  Communications 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  Eng¬ 
land  and  Wales  and  the  Colonies  and  Dependencies 
of  the  British  Crown,  for  September  6  and  Decem¬ 
ber  6,  1921,  February  28,  June  6  and  September  5, 
1922,  have  been  received  by  the  Committee. 

The  Quarterly  Communications  of  September  6 
and  December  6,  1921,  were  presided  over  by  R.  W. 
Sir  R.  V.  Vassae  Smith,  Bart.,  Deputy  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter,  with  a  large  number  of  Grand  and  Past  Grand 
Officers  present.  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  due 
form. 

The  report  of  the  General  Board  at  each  meeting 
embraced  every  item  that  was  to  come  before  the 
Grand  Lodge.  It  was  adopted. 

At  the  Quarterly  Communication,  December  6, 
1921,  a  resolution  was  passed  authorizing  the  pur- 
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chase  of  a  wedding  present  for  her  Royal  Highness, 
Princess  Mary,  she  to  make  the  selection.  The  ac¬ 
tion  should  meet  the  approval  of  all  loyal  subjects  of 
Great  Britain. 

Also  at  this  Communication  the  Duke  of  Con¬ 
naught  and  Strathearn  was  again  nominated  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  for  the  ensuing  Masonic 
year,  and  W.  Brother  John  Margetson  was  nomi¬ 
nated  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  Communications  of  February  28,  June  6  and 
September  5,  1922,  were  presided  over  by  the  Very 
Rev.  J.  Studholme  Brownrigg  (Dean  of  Booking), 
Provincial  Grand  Master  for  Buckinghamshire,  with 
a  large  number  of  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers  in 
attendance.  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  form. 

The  General  Board  having  made  their  report,  it 
was  affirmed,  thus  disposing  of  the  major  part  of  the 
business. 

At  the  Quarterly  Communication  of  February  28, 
1922,  the  newly  elected  Grand  Master  was  pro¬ 
claimed,  and  Worshipful  Brother  Margetson  was 
elected  Grand  Treasurer,  and  at  the  Quarterly  Com¬ 
munication  of  J une  6,  1922,  the  newly  elected  Grand 
Master  was  installed,  although  not  present. 

After  installation  the  announcement  was  made 
that  the  Grand  Master  had  appointed  Right  Worship¬ 
ful  Brother  Sir  Richard  Yassar  Yassar  Smith, 
Bart.,  Deputy  Grand  Master.  He  was  proclaimed. 
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Then  followed  the  appointment  of  all  other  Grand 
Lodge  Officers. 

At  the  Fifty-third  Anniversary  Festival,  held  June 
30,  1921,  the  sum  of  £9,054  Os.  lid.  was  announced  as 
having  been  paid  and  promised. 

A  very  large  sum  was  disbursed  by  the  Benevolent 
Branch  at  each  Quarterly  Communication. 

Warrants  were  granted  during  the  year  for  thirty- 
eight  Mark  Lodges  and  eight  Royal  Ark  Mariner 
Lodges. 

Each  communication  was  closed  in  form,  after 
which  the  Brothers  present  joined  in  singing  the  Na¬ 
tional  Anthem,  thus  showing  their  loyalty  and  devo¬ 
tion  to  the  Mother  Country.

FLORIDA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the 
State  of  Florida  assembled  in  its  Seventy-sixth  An¬ 
nual  Convocation  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City 
of  Jacksonville,  at  ten  o’clock  a.  m.,  Tuesday,  May 
30,  A.  D.  1922. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present ;  also  eighteen  Past 
Grand  High  Priests,  one  of  whom,  M.  E.  Companion 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  Louis  C.  Massey,  is  the 
Grand  Representative  of  Pennsylvania. 
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M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  John  L.  Hall  in  his  ad- 
dress  stated : 

“I  regret  that  I  have  been  unable  to  make  any  of¬ 
ficial  visits. ”  He  furthermore  says: 

“I  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  official  visits  do  not  in  all  cases 
accomplish  any  real  good,  and  on  account  of  the  increased  number  of 
Chapters,  and  their  geographical  location,  if  this  regulation  in  its  present 
form  is  complied  with  it  wTill  cause  great  expense  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  hardship  upon  the  inspecting  officers.  ’ 7 

We  are  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  believe  that  we  have 
learned  one  of  the  reasons  for  such  reports  as  “the 
officers  are  not  well  enough  posted  in  the  work  to  con¬ 
fer  the  degrees  in  a  creditable  manner.” 

“All  the  Chapters  visited  and  inspected  by  me  w^ere  found  to  be  doing 
creditable  work,  though  I  find  that  the  use  of  the  Ritual  during  the  con¬ 
ferring  of  the  degrees  is  entirely  too  common.  ’  ’ 

He  reported  the  constitution  of  two  Chapters  and 
granted  five  dispensations  to  form  Chapters. 

He  decided  “that  no  dispensation  is  necessary  for 
a  Chapter  to  hold  a  public  installation  of  its  officers.” 

The  work  in  the  several  degrees  was  exemplified. 

In  adopting  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ma¬ 
sonic  Jurisprudence,  six  months  are  now  required  to 
elapse  before  a  Master  Mason  can  petition  for  the 
Capitular  degrees. 

Grand  Chapter  endorsed  the  Order  of  DeMolay, 
recommended  it  to  its  Chapters  and  approved  the 
formation  of  Chapters  of  same  by  the  constituent 
Chapters. 
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The  1923  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in 
Tampa. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre¬ 
spondence  is  over  the  signature  of  E.  E.  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priest  Ely  P.  Hubbell,  in  which  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  1920  and  1921,  is  fraternally  reviewed  at 
considerable  length.

GEOEGIA. 

The  One  Hundredth  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Eoval  Arch  Masons  of  Georgia 
assembled  at  the  City  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Macon, 
Georgia,  at  ten  o’clock  a.  m.,  April  12, 1922. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  George  A.  Beauchamp, 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  Alabama,  and  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  and  Eecorder  of  all  the  Eites  of  Masonry  in 
Alabama,  was  present  as  the  personal  representative 
of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest.  Our  Grand  High 
Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  Joseph  E.  Quinby,  and  our 
Grand  King,  M.  E.  Companion  John  M.  Core,  were 
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also  present  at  this  Centennial  Convocation.  Frater¬ 
nal  greetings  were  extended  to  them  and  they  gra¬ 
ciously  addressed  Grand  Chapter. 

M.  E.  Companion  Welby  C.  Jordan,  Grand  High 
Priest,  delivered  his  address,  reporting  at  length  his 
official  activities  and  those  of  his  Grand  Chapter. 

He  reported  the  constitution  of  the  four  Chapters 
which  were  granted  charters  at  the  last  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation. 

Special  dispensations  granted  included  a  few  “to 
ballot  on  candidates  out  of  time.” 

Among  his  recommendations  was  the  suggestion 
that  the  adoption  of  monthly  reports  by  the  Secre¬ 
taries  of  subordinate  Chapters  be  made  compulsory. 

An  article  written  by  the  General  Grand  High 
Priest  on  “The  Necessity  of  Master  Masons  Having 
the  Royal  Arch  Degrees”  is  being  distributed  by  sub¬ 
ordinate  Chapters  to  every  Master  Mason  in  their 
Jurisdiction,  with  “splendid  results.” 

He  called  attention  to  officers  not  perfecting  them¬ 
selves  in  the  duties  of  their  offices,  which  seems  to  be 
a  rather  general  condition. 

Among  Grand  Representatives  appointed  near 
other  Grand  Jurisdictions  was  Thomas  N.  McKee, 
of  Philadelphia,  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 
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The  Report  of  Committee  on  Credentials  disclosed 
the  presence  of  all  Grand  Officers,  eleven  Past  Grand 
High  Priests,  forty-six  Grand  Representatives  and  a 
total  membership  present  of  189. 

The  membership  of  this  Grand  Chapter  increased 
during  the  past  year  from  17,655  to  18,220. 

An  evening  session  was  devoted  to  the  public  cele¬ 
bration  of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary,  in  which 
our  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  King  participated. 

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  “ New  Rit¬ 
ual’7  referred  to  criticism  regarding  the  new  ritual 
and  to  differences  in  the  work,  but  did  not  make  any 
recommendation  to  secure  uniformity. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  Companion  J. 
T.  Clarke,,  showed  a  healthy  condition  of  the  Treas¬ 
ury. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Memorials  was  an 
inspiring  tribute  in  memory  of  departed  Compan¬ 
ions. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  in  his  report,  refers  to  many 
Chapters  having  working  teams,  and  that  the  plan  of 
special  team  work  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  General 
Welfare,  District  Conventions  were  inaugurated, 
monthly  reports  from  Secretaries  made  obligatory, 
articles  promulgated  on  the  necessity  of  Master 
Masons  receiving  the  Royal  Arch  Degree,  and  the 
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throne  officers  directed  to  take-  steps  to  bring  about 
the  organization  of  Chapters  of  the  Order  of  De 
Molay.  j 

The  thanks  of  Grand  Chapter  were  extended  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  for  sending  our  rep¬ 
resentatives  to  this  Convocation. 

The  usual  memorial  pages,  tabular  statements,  sta¬ 
tistical  tables  and  the  able  report  on  Foreign  Corre¬ 
spondence  submitted  b}^  Companion  Charles  L.  Bass 
follow  the  record  of  the  proceedings.

IDAHO. 

A  Special  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
State  of  Idaho  was  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  at 
Mountain  Home,  on  Thursday,  September  8,  1921, 
for  the  purpose  of  constituting  Mountain  Home 
Chapter,  No.  24.  The  ceremonies  were  beclouded  by 
the  announcement  by  the  acting  Grand  High  Priest 
of  the  visit  of  “the  Grim  Messenger  of  Death,”  call¬ 
ing  E.  E.  Companion  Ralph  T.  Morgan,  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priest,  thereby  taking  from  the  midst  of 
the  Companions  of  Idaho  his  “joyful  laugh,  the

sunny  smile,  the  cheerful  words  of  him  we  called 
Companion  and  Friend,  the  thoughtful  touch  of  him 
who  tenderly  placed  the  broad  mantle  of  charity 
above  our  faults.  ” 

A  Special  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
the  State  of  Idaho  was  held  in  Masonic  Temple, 
Payette,  on  Tuesday,  September  27,  1921,  for  the 
purpose  of  installing  E.  Companion  Claton  S.  Rice 
as  Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Idaho. 

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Idaho  convened 
in  the  Masonic  Temple,  City  of  Payette,  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1922,  at  9.30 
o’clock  A.  M. 

E.  Companion  Frank  E.  Seeley,  High  Priest  of 
Payette  Chapter,  No.  8,  welcomed  Grand  Chapter  to 
Payette  and  their  Masonic  home  in  well-chosen 
words,  from  which  we  cull  a  thought  of  which  some 
of  us  at  times  need  to  be  reminded : 

11  Masonry,  like  the  true  American,  makes  no  apology  to  any  man,  and 
asks  no  man  to  surrender  any  right  or  take  any  obligation  that  will  cause 
him  to  commit  a  wrong  to  his  fellow  man.  ’  ’ 

M.  E.  Companion  E.  J.  Ostrander,  Grand  High 
Priest,  in  his  address,  reported  the  reappointment  of 
Past  High  Priest  Edward  L.  Gauger,  of  Kellogg,  as 
the  Representative  of  Pennsylvania  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Idaho.  He  was  among  the  twenty-six 
Representatives  who  answered  roll  call,  and,  after 
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they  were  welcomed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  our 
Representative,  on  behalf  of  the  group,  replied  in 
most  fitting  words,  from  which  we  quote,  though  we 
would  prefer  to  print  in  full : 

“We  must  realize  that  for  us  there  will  be  no  real  life,  no  substantial 
growth  or  development,  and  no  lasting  success  or  happiness  if  we  attempt 
to  liv  e  our  lives  apart  from  others  or  to  exclude  from  consideration  the 
welfare  and  happiness  of  the  rest  of  mankind.  ’  ’ 

R.  E.  Companion  Perry  C.  Marshall,  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary,  reported  inter  alia: 

“The  financial  depression  and  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Idaho  adopted  at  its  session  in  St.  Maries  last  September  (requiring  Blue 
Lodge  members  to  be  Master  Masons  at  least  one  year  before  taking  the 
‘higher  degrees’)  have  had  a  tendency  to  retard  the  growth,  but  in  spite  of 
this  we  are  able  to  show  a  substantial  increase  in  membership.  ’  ’ 

He  recommended  that  arrangements  be  made  to 
have  all  Secretaries  in  attendance  at  the  next  Annual 
Convocation,  to  arrange  a  program  for  their  consid¬ 
eration  in  an  effort  “to  increase  efficiency,  member¬ 
ship  and  financial  condition  of  each  Chapter.”  We 
consider  this  a  happy  thought. 

He  reported  all  returns  received  in  time,  with  one 
exception,  due  to  the  sickness  of  the  Secretary. 

M.  E.  Companion  Henry  Leimberger,  Grand  Lec¬ 
turer,  presented  an  interesting  report  of  his  activi¬ 
ties,  and  it  disclosed  the  general  prosperity  enjoyed 
by  generally  well-officered  Idaho  Chapters. 

The  Committee  on  Consolidation  of  Amendments 
to  Constitution  and  By-laws,  Decisions  and  Resolu¬ 
tions  presented  its  report. 
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The  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers  recom¬ 
mended  that  Deputy  Grand  Lecturers  be  secured  and 
appointed  to  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  Grand 
Lecturer. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Chapters  Under 
Dispensation,  learning  that  a  proposed  Chapter  used 
the  name  of  a  living  Companion,  called  attention  to 
this  being  4  ‘  contrary  to  the  customs  of  the  Craft  and 
in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  should  not  be  per¬ 
mitted,  as  it  would  establish  a  precedent  that  should 
not  be  allowed.  ” 

The  Order  of  DeMolay  was  approved,  and  subordi¬ 
nate  Chapters  were  authorized  to  sponsor  Chapters 
of  the  Order  of  DeMolay  and  to  lend  active  and  moral 
support  and  such  financial  aid  as  may  be  deemed  wise 
to  the  organization  of  Chapters  of  the  Order  of  De 
Molay. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
was  adopted,  which  included  a  recommendation  that 
the  resolution  offered  by  the  Excellent  Grand  High 
Priest  with  reference  to  the  Towner  Sterling  Bill, 
now  pending  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  to 
the  Grand  Chapter  be  adopted. 

The  Committee  suggested  the  adoption  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  amendment  to  the  By-laws : 

“No  Chapter  shall  receive  a  petition  for  the  degrees  or  for  member¬ 
ship  unless  the  applicant  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  some  lawfully 
constituted  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  has  been  such  a  mem¬ 
ber  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  calendar  year.  ’  ’ 
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The  Committee  on  Necrology,  speaking  of  R.  E. 
Companion  Ralph  Todd  Morgan,  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest,  who  died  in  office,  says : 

11  Judge  Morgan  died  as  he  had  lived — a  true  American;  a  kind  hus¬ 
band  and  loving  father,  and  the  State  of  Idaho  lost  a  worthy  citizen  and 
our  Fraternity  a  grand  character.  ...  In  him  we  knew  an  honored 
man,  a  good  citizen,  a  tender  and  affectionate  husband  and  father,  and  a 
true  Mason.  ” 

The  Fifteenth  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
will  be  held  in  St.  Maries,  Idaho,  May  24  and  25, 1923. 

The  Committee  on  Chartered  Chapters  made  what 
appears  to  us  an  excellent  recommendation,  and 
which  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

“That  Constituent  Chapters  be  advised  that  the  Grand  Chapter  en¬ 
courages  the  attendance  of  the  local  Secretaries  at  the  Grand  Chapter  Con¬ 
vocations  whenever  possible  at  the  expense  of  the  constituent  Chapters,  and 
that  the  Secretaries  present  at  the  Annual  Convocation  hold  at  least  one 
meeting,  at  which  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  present,  for  mutual  help 
and  instruction  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  ’  ’ 

The  pictures  of  M.  E.  Companion  Ernest  J.  Os¬ 
trander,  retiring  Grand  High  Priest,  and  M.  E. 
Companion  Francis  Jenkins,  incoming  Grand  High 
Priest,  precede  the  records  of  the  proceedings  and 
memorial  pages,  lists  of  Grand  Officers.  Returns  of 
the  constituent  Chapters  and  much  other  Capitular 
information,  together  with  the  Fraternal  Correspon¬ 
dence  by  Companion  George  E.  Knepper,  complete 
a  volume  devoted  to  Capitular  business  of  a  most  vir¬ 
ile,  progressive  and  healthy  youthful  Grand  Chapter. 
Pennsylvania,  1920  and  1921,  is  fraternally  reviewed.

ILLINOIS. 

The  Seventy-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Eoyal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
convened  in  the  grand  ballroom  of  the  La  Salle  Hotel, 
City  of  Chicago,  on  Thursday,  the  twenty- seventh 
day  of  October,  A.  D.  1921,  A.  I.  2451,  at  ten  o’clock 

A.  M. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  in  attendance,  seventeen 
Past  Grand  High  Priests,  thirty-nine  Grand  Eepre- 
sentatives,  twenty-seven  District  Inspectors  and  two 
hundred  and  fifty-three  representatives. 

The  report  of  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Compan¬ 
ion  Andrew  D.  Webb,  disclosed  “more  than  ten 
thousand  exaltations”  and  “cash  receipts  have  ex¬ 
ceeded  any  previous  year,  they  being  more  than  fifty 
thousand  dollars.  So  I  may  say  that  we  have  again 
easity  maintained  the  lead  over  all  other  Grand  Chap¬ 
ters.”  He  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of 
ten  new  Chapters. 

The  report  of  the  Eight  Excellent  Grand  Treas¬ 
urer,  Companion  G.  W.  Curtiss,  shows  the  total  as¬ 
sets  of  this  Grand  Chapter  as  $70,718.75,  a  truly 
healthy  showing. 
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The  report  of  Committee  on  Chartered  Chapters 
furnishes  the  following  interesting  facts:  Chartered 
Chapters,  217 ;  Chapters  under  dispensation,  8 ;  total 
membership,  73,067,  a  gain  of  10,893  for  the  year. 

The  report  of  Companions  Clarence  W.  Harriss 
and  D.  D.  Hunivle,  Committee  on  Obituaries,  is 
worthy  of  more  general  dissemination  than  it  likely 
will  receive,  the  thoughts  dealing  with  our  hope  of 
immortality  being  especially  well  expressed. 

The  oration  delivered  by  Companion  George  H. 
Yule,  Excellent  Grand  Chaplain,  also  should  be  read 
by  every  Companion,  and  clearly  expressed  our  duty 
to  God  and  our  Country,  a  message  which  should  be 
assimilated  by  every  true  American. 

The  Proceedings  are  embellished  by  the  likeness  of 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  M.  E.  Companion  W.  C. 
Hadley7,  who  reached  the  ripe  age  of  fourscore  years 
on  August  26, 1922. 

We  find  that  the  address  of  the  Grand  Represent¬ 
ative  of  Illinois  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsyl- 
Yrania  is  still  given  as  Montreal,  instead  of  Philadel¬ 
phia. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Rela¬ 
tions  is  again  the  product  of  M.  E.  Companion  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Everett  R.  Turnbull,  who,  in 
his  introduction,  voices  sentiments  which  strike  a  re¬ 
sponsive  chord,  and  we  beg  to  quote : 

“Masonry  is  supposed  to  ‘unite  men  of  every  country,  sect  and  opinion 
and  conciliate  true  friendship  among  those  who  might  otherwise  remain  at 
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a  perpetual  distance;  7  therefore  we  should  adopt  as  our  motto,  from  each 
according  to  his  powers;  to  each  according  to  his  needs.  There  is  an  East¬ 
ern  proverb  that  says:  ‘When  a  man  dies  people  say — What  property  has 
he  left  behind?  But  the  angels  who  examine  him  will  ask — What  good 
deeds  hast  thou  sent  before?’ 

‘ ‘  The  richest  treasury  does  not  necessarily  mean  the  wealthiest  Grand 
Chapter.  True  wealth  is  of  the  heart,  not  the  hand.  Then  let  us  away 
with  this  pessimism  and  doubt  about  our  new  members,  and  turn  our 
attention  to  directing  their  thoughts  to  the  real  meaning  of  the  word 
Masonry.  ’  ’ 

He  fraternally  reviewed  our  proceedings  of  1920.

INDIANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  assembled  in  Seventy-sixth  Annual 
Convocation  in  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral,  in  the  Citv 
of  Fort  Wayne,  at  two  o’clock  p.  m.,  on  Wednesday, 
the  nineteenth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1921. 

Eighteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present, 
and  representatives  of  121  of  124  chartered  Chap¬ 
ters. 

Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  Thomas  F. 
Spink,  in  his  address  says : 

‘ 1  The  office  of  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  seems  to  me  to  be  superflu¬ 
ous,  and  I  would  recommend  that  it  be  abolished.  I  would  also  recommend 
that  the  traditional  offices  of  Grand  Principal  Sojourner  and  the  three 
Grand  Masters  of  the  Vails  be  made  elective.” 
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Under  date  of  April  20,  1921,  the  Grand  High 
Priest  sent  a  circular  letter  to  the  subordinate  Chap¬ 
ters  “  since  it  is  manifestly  impossible  for  me  to  make 
a  personal  visit  to  each  Chapter  in  the  State.”  In  it 
he  urged  Chapters  to  “  allow  no  one  to  become  delin¬ 
quent  for  more  than  one  year,”  called  attention  to 
laxity  regarding  marks,  stating  there  is  no  excuse 
“for  permitting  a  candidate  to  proceed  without  re¬ 
cording  his  mark,”  and  noted  the  net  membership 
increase  of  4222,  which  “let  us  make  the  quality  equal 
to  the  quantity.” 

% 

The  Committee  on  Dispensations  concurred  in  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Inspector  recommending  the 
granting  of  two  new  charters. 

The  J urisprudence  Committee  approved  the  ruling 
of  the  Grand  High  Priest  refusing  permisssion  to  a 
member  of  a  Chapter  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  to  sit  in  Chap¬ 
ters  of  this  Jurisdiction  pending  the  resumption  of 
fraternal  relations  with  the  said  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter.  This  Committee’s  report  was  also  adopted 
in  so  far  as  it  recommended  that  the  manner  of  elect¬ 
ing  officers  remain  as  at  present.  This  Committee  also 
reported  it  inadvisable  for  this  Grand  body  to  take 
any  action  under  the  existing  conditions  relating  to 
the  Order  of  DeMolay  for  Masons’  sons  and  their 
chums.  The  ritual  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
was  adopted  for  usage  on  and  after  February  1, 1922. 

The  Seventy-seventh  Annual  Convocation  will  be 
held  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre¬ 
spondence  is  over  the  signature  of  M.  E.  Companion 
Robert  Archer  Woods,  Past  Grand  High  Priest, 
whose  conclusion  suggests  a  commencement,  and  we 
are  pleased  to  quote : 

‘ 1  The  growth  of  the  past  year  has  been  miraculous.  Such  was  the 
indication  when  I  began  to  write,  and  such  is  the  verdict  now  that  the  end 
has  been  reached.  What  are  we  going  to  do  with  these  vast  accessions'?  Let 
them  drift?  Let  them  lose  interest  and  fall  under  suspension?  God  for¬ 
bid.  Let  us  awake  to  our  duty.  Here  is  our  work  mapped  out  for  us. 
And  it  is  a  glorious  even  though  strenuous  w'ork,  one  worthy  of  the  best 
endeavors  of  honest,  consecrated  hearts.  Arise  ye,  my  Companions.  For  the 
everlasting  good  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  get  to  work,  and  that  right  zeal¬ 
ously.  ’  ’ 

Pennsylvania,  1920,  is  fraternally  reviewed. 

Full  page  cuts  of  the  retiring  and  incoming  Grand 
High  Priests,  of  the  lamented  Secretary,  R.  E.  Cal¬ 
vin  W.  Prather,  deceased,  and  his  successor,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  M.  E.  Companion  Robert  A. 
Woods,  grace  the  proceedings. 

A  picture  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral,  at  Fort 
Wayne,  the  place  of  meeting,  also  is  contained  in  the 
proceedings. 

<  <  The  Companions  of  Fort  Wayne  left  nothing  undone  in  providing  for 
the  comfort  and  divertisement  of  the  attending  grand  officers,  representa¬ 
tives  and  ladies.  Banquets,  receptions,  music,  theatre  parties,  auto  trips 
and  good  fellowship  abounded.”

“In  conformity  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Iowa,  I  desire  to  recommend  a  change  in  our  laws  which  will  make  it 
necessary  for  all  Brothers  petitioning  for  the  Chapter  degrees  to  have 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  third  degree.  ’  ’ 


The  reports  of  Right  Excellent  M.  R.  Ansbach, 
Grand  Treasurer,  and  Right  Excellent  O.  F.  Graves, 
Grand  Secretary,  reflected  progress  and  a  healthy 
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condition  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Iowa. 

The  Committee  on  Chartered  Chapters  presented 
a  most  unique  report,  pleasingly  written,  with  just 
enough  real  criticism  to  invite  self-analysis  on  the 
part  of  each  Companion  and  if  this  review  would 
be  widely  read  we  would  be  pleased  to  quote  it  in  full. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Custodians  shows  con¬ 
siderable  progress  and  labor  expended  in  bringing 
about  uniformity  of  work,  and  the  results  will  no 
doubt  be  gratifying. 

The  ‘  ‘  Transactions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Iowa”  is  embellished  with  the  picture  of  the  retiring 
Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Companion  Charles  C.

The  report  for  1921  has  as  a  frontispiece  the  photo 
of  M.  E.  Colonel  W.  A.  King-Harman,  Grand  Super¬ 
intendent  Meath  and  North  Connaught. 

It  is  most  gratifying,  especially  at  this  time,  to  note 
from  the  letter  of  the  M.  E.  Grand  King,  the  Lord 
Mttsejerry,  that  the  ninth  annual  report  to  him  as 
head  of  the  Order,  “like  all  the  others,  shows  an  im¬ 
provement  on  the  previous  one.” 

The  receipts  in  1921  “constitute  a  new  record.” 

Nineteen  warrants  to  establish  new  Chapters  were 
issued  during  the  year,  the  largest  number  ever  issued 
in  one  year  by  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ire¬ 
land. 

An  amendment  in  laws  provides  that  “no  degree 
shall  be  conferred  on  any  candidate  in  any  Mark 
Lodge  on  the  day  on  which  he  is  balloted  for.” 

The  Auditors’  report  shows  the  finances  in  a 
healthy  condition,  with  a  material  increase  in  the 
bank  balance  over  the  previous  year. 
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The  number  of  Companions  stricken  from  the  roll 
is  always  noteworthy  as  regards  this  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tion.  In  1921  but  fourteen  Companions  were  thus 
affected,  more  than  during  the  previous  year,  but  an 
extraordinarily  small  number  comparatively  with  the 
record  in  other  Jurisdictions.

1922,  at  three  p.  m.,  in  its  Fifty-seventh  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  present.  M.  E.  Companion 
William  F.  Kuhn,  General  Grand  High  Priest, 
made  an  official  visit,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  was  hon¬ 
ored  by  the  presence  of  other  distinguished  visitors. 
The  Grand  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Chapters 
were  formally  received.  Fourteen  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  were  in  attendance,  including  M.  E.  Compan¬ 
ion  Frank  E.  Davis,  the  Grand  Representative  of 
Pennsylvania. 

M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  Charles  G.  West,  in  his 
address,  reported  on  many  dispensations,  among  them 
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“to  receive  and  ballot  upon  petitions,  waiving  statu- 
tory  time,”  a  number  “to  confer  degrees  upon  a 
class”  and  fourteen  “to  make  pilgrimages.” 

Under  “visitations”  be  reports  visiting  with 
Wyandotte  Chapter,  No.  6,  at  Kansas  City,  on  the  oc¬ 
casion  of  conferring  all  the  degrees  in  one  day  on  a 
class  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-two.  While  we  de¬ 
light  to  hear  of  such  activity,  we  also  subscribe  to  his 
statements  that 

‘  1  It  is  evident  the  enthusiasm  engendered  by  this  effort  will  be  re¬ 
flected  in  the  continued  growth  of  this  Chapter,  but  we  regret  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  candidates  being  denied  the  full  benefit  derived  from  our  beauti¬ 
ful  work  when  necessary  to  confer  these  degrees  in  such  large  classes.  They 
surely  do  not  receive  the  impression  possible  from  work  conferred  individ¬ 
ually.  ’  ’ 

In  commenting  on  the  work  of  E.  Companion  Har¬ 
vey  O.  Davis,  Grand  Lecturer,  he  suggests  “a  plan 
similar  to  the  District  meetings  of  the  Lodges,  or  per¬ 
haps  a  visit  of  the  Lecturer  together  with  an  officer 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  inspect  and  instruct  the 
Chapters,”  etc.,  “and  these  visits,  where  it  is  plainly 
necessary,  should  not  be  left  optional  with  the  local 
Chapters,  etc.” 

He  expressed  his  favorable  opinion  of  the  DeMolay 
movement  for  boys. 

The  report  of  R.  E.  Albert  K.  Wilson,  Grand 
Secretary,  shows  the  membership  of  Grand  Chapter, 
on  December  31, 1921,  as  18,668. 

The  Committee  on  Reports  of  Grand  Officers  de¬ 
clared  action  in  line  with  the  Grand  High  Priest’s 
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desire  concerning  the  Order  of  DeMolay  as  “  unwise, 
unnecessary  and  unconstitutional.  ’  ’  A  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  later  reported  “That  we  are  in  hearty  accord 
with  the  aims  and  efforts  of  every  organization  hav¬ 
ing  for  its  object  the  furtherance  of  good  citizen¬ 
ship  and  the  upholding  of  the  youth  of  our  common 
country ;  yet  we  do  not  deem  it  our  duty  to  sponsor 
any  particular  Order  in  the  conduct  of  its  own  af¬ 
fairs,  ’ ?  which  report  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology,  sub¬ 
mitted  by  E.  Companion  Harry  E.  Peach,  is  a  beau¬ 
tiful  classic  which  we  would  gladly  quote  if  these  re¬ 
views  were  more  generally  read. 

The  Committee  on  Chartered  Chapters  and  Chap¬ 
ters  Under  Dispensation  asked  for  a  closer  relation¬ 
ship  between  Chapters  and  the  incoming  administra¬ 
tion,  and  requested  a  certain  amount  of  time  and 
energy  from  the  Grand  Officers  in  making  visitations. 
The  Committee  again  called  attention  to  the  careless¬ 
ness  and  negligence  of  subordinate  Secretaries,  and 
suggested  penalizing  the  guilty. 

The  following  carried: 

“  Moved  that  the  General  Grand  Chapter  ritual  be  adopted,  with  such 
changes  as  shall  be  suggested  by  the  incoming  Grand  Council,  to  which,  as  a 
Committee  shall  be  added  the  Grand  Secretary.  ’  ’ 

The  picture  of  M.  E.  Companion  Charles  G.  West, 
retiring  Grand  High  Priest,  graces  the  Proceedings 
as  a  frontispiece. 
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Statistical  tables,  lists  and.  memorial  pages,  to¬ 
gether  with  pictures  of  appointive  Grand  Officers,  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  and  the 
report  on  Correspondence  complete  a  very  interest¬ 
ing  volume  devoted  to  Kansas  Capitular  Masonry  for 
the  past  year. 

Pennsylvania  is  most  fraternally  reviewed  by  R.  E. 
Companion  Albert  K.  Wilson,  Grand  Secretary  and 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.

KENTUCKY. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Kentucky,  Royal  Arch  Ma¬ 
sons,  held  its  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Louisville,  commenc¬ 
ing  October  18,  1921,  A.  I.  2451,  and  was  opened  in 
Ample  Form  on  the  Royal  Arch  degree  at  7.30  o’clock 

p.  M. 

All  Grand  Officers  were  in  their  stations,  and 
twenty-one  out  of  twenty-two  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  were  in  attendance. 

Grand  High  Priest  M.  E.  Companion  James  F. 
Winn,  in  a  very  able  address,  dealt  almost  exclusively 
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with  local  Capitular  affairs.  He,  as  his  predecessors, 
continues  to  be  much  annoyed  with  requests  for  dis¬ 
pensations  to  ballot  on  candidates  in  less  than  one 
lunar  month  after  petition  was  received,  all  of  which 
requests  were  invariably  refused  and  the  Chapters 
and  Officers  “ courteously  advised”  of  the  law.  He 
“ firmly  and  flatly  refused”  requests  to  sanction  the 
invasion  of  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  adjacent 
Chapters.  He  reported  on  numerous  fraternal  cour¬ 
tesies,  and  set  forth  at  length  the  facts  concerning 
the  denial  of  a  request  to  have  the  degrees  conferred 
by  a  Chapter  in  another  Jurisdiction,  which  hap¬ 
pened  to  be  Pennsylvania.  The  correspondence  dis¬ 
closed  that  even  within  our  own  Jurisdiction,  under 
our  law,  subordinate  Chapters  cannot  extend  this 
courtesv  one  to  the  other.  Efforts  are  made  to  have 

4/ 

an  annual  inspection  of  all  Chapters  by  eleven  Dis¬ 
trict  Inspectors,  but  many  have  been  derelict  in  their 
duties. 

Companion  William  Fronmiller,  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Homes,  presented  a  most  interesting  report, 
disclosing  416  residents  at  the  Masonic  Widows’  and 
Orphans’  Home,  who  are  maintained  at  a  per  capita 
cost  of  $192.30.  The  Old  Masons’  Home,  with  forty- 
two  aged  brethren,  is  maintained  at  a  per  capita  cost 
of  $440. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Doings  of  Other 
Grand  Chapters  is  by  Companion  William  W. 
Clarke,,  who  made  no  reference  to  Pennsylvania.

LOUISIANA. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  was  convened  in 
the  Masonic  Temple,  New  Orleans,  on  February  7, 
1922,  at  twelve  o’clock  m.,  in  its  Seventy-fifth  Annual 
Grand  Convocation. 

M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  B.  B.  Purser,  in  his  ad¬ 
dress,  referred  to  the  net  gain  in  his  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  966  members;  stated  that  “the  peace  and  har¬ 
mony  which  has  prevailed,  the  activity  of  the  constit¬ 
uent  Chapters,  and  the  ease  with  which  matters  may 
be  attended  by  correspondence,  have  taken  away  any 
serious  necessity  for  official  visits”;  reported  on  the 
constitution  of  three  new  Chapters,  the  institution  of 
a  fourth  Chapter  and  the  remarkable  fact  that  “no 
dispensations  were  asked  for.” 

M.  E.  Companion  H.  F.  Grimm,  Grand  Treasurer, 
presented  an  interesting  report  showing  a  material 
increase  of  assets  now  totaling  $24,194.74. 

The  Committee  on  Work  reported  that  “it  feels 
that  something  more  is  needed  to  stir  up  new  energy 
and  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry ;  and  we  have  given 
considerable  study  to  the  matter,  and  are  of  the  opin- 
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ion  that  the  first,  and  most  important  necessity,  is 
greater  effort,  and  more  personal  visitation  and  ad¬ 
vice  by  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter.’ ’  It  recom¬ 
mended  “that  the  Grand  High  Priest  be  authorized 
and  instructed  to  divide  the  Chapters  in  the  State 
into  convenient  groups,  and  appoint  a  Deputy,  in 
supervision  of  each  group,  with  authority  to  visit 
and  instruct  the  Chapters  assigned  to  him,  as  the 
official  representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and 
that  he  be  required  to  make  regular  reports  to  the 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  result  of  his  efforts.” 

Thirty-six  Grand  Representatives  answered  roll 
call  and  were  received  with  private  grand  honors. 

An  exemplification  of  work  was  held  prior  to  the 
Grand  Convocation. 

As  usual,  the  annual  returns  of  constituent  Chap¬ 
ters,  work  of  the  year,  are  published  in  the  proceed¬ 
ings,  statistical  tables  and  much  other  Capitular  in¬ 
formation,  including  memorial  pages  and  Fraternal 
Correspondence,  the  latter  over  the  name  of  Compan¬ 
ion  John  A.  Davilla,  the  Grand  Secretary,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond¬ 
ence.  He  reviewed  Pennsylvania,  1920. 

The  likeness  of  M.  E.  Companion  Joseph  Sinai  ap¬ 
pears  as  a  frontispiece  in  the  Proceedings.

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MAINE. 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Maine  met  in  its  Ninety-seventh  Annual  Convocation 
in  Masonic  Temple,  at  Portland,  on  Tuesday  even¬ 
ing,  May  2,  A.  D.  1922,  at  seven  o’clock,  R.  E.  Wil¬ 
son  D.  Barron,,  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  presid¬ 
ing,  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  L.  Elwood  Jones  hav¬ 
ing  died  during  his  term  of  office.  All  other  Grand 
Officers  were  present;  also  123  representatives  of 
fifty-nine  of  the  sixty-five  chartered  Chapters,  fif¬ 
teen  of  the  seventeen  living  Past  Grand  High 
Priests,  fourteen  of  the  other  twenty-one  permanent 
members,  including  forty-one  of  the  fifty-one  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  other  Grand  Chapters,  of  which  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  M.  E.  Companion  Franklin  R. 
Redlon,  representing  Pennsylvania,  was  one. 

Many  distinguished  guests  honored  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  at  this  Convocation,  among  them  being  our  Most 
Excellent  Companion  John  M.  Core,  Grand  King, 
and  Most  Excellent  Companion  Thomas  McConnell, 
Jr.,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Grand  Jurisdiction  lost  by  death  not  only  its 
Grand  High  Priest,  L.  Elwood  J ones,  but  also  Com¬ 
panion  Albro  E.  Chase,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  and 
for  many  years  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Maine. 
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Dispensations  are  frequently  granted  in  Maine  to 
confer  degrees  at  places  other  than  their  regular  place 
of  meeting. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  the  Grand 
King,  the  Grand  Scribe  and  the  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest  attended  the  Asheville,  N.  C.,  meeting  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  and  succeeded  in  securing 
the  next  Triennial  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  for  Portland,  Maine,  in  1924. 

The  acting  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  find¬ 
ings  when  visiting  quite  a  number  of  the  subordinate 
Chapters,  which,  with  few  exceptions,  presented  im¬ 
pressive  work,  are  in  healthy  financial  condition,  with 
records  well  and  accurately  kept. 

The  reports  of  the  other  Grand  Officers  and  the 
District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests  also  reflected 
the  general  interest  of  officers  in  performing  good 
work  and  in  the  establishment  of  successful  and  finan¬ 
cially  strong  Chapters. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Companion 
Charles  B.  Davis,  contains  a  phenomenal  statement 
that  the  1921  proceedings  were  mailed  just  ten  days 
after  the  close  of  the  Annual  Convocation,  which  was, 
I  am  sure,  record  time.  This  is  worthy  of  emulation. 


At  this  Convocation  exercises  were  held  commemo¬ 
rative  of  the  celebration  of  the  One  Hundredth  Anni¬ 
versary  of  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 
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Memorials  in  memory  of  M.  E.  Companion  Levi 
Elwood  Jones  and  M.  E.  Companion  Albro  Elmore 
Chase  were  presented  and  ordered  printed  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings.  We  sympathize  with  our  Companions  of 
Maine  in  their  unusually  severe  loss  in  the  death  of 
such  wonderful  men  and  Masons. 

An  amendment  of  the  Constitution  was  passed  in¬ 
creasing  the  penalty  for  delayed  returns. 

M.  E.  Companion  Thomas  H.  Bodge,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest,  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  in  which  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  1920  and  1921,  was  fraternally  reviewed. 

A  charter  was  granted  to  Mount  Kebo  Chapter, 
No.  50. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  presented 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Amendments  to  re¬ 
port  at  the  next  Annual  Convocation,  the  same  re¬ 
quiring  the  conferring  of  one  degree  in  a  Chapter 
before  the  others  may  be  conferred  by  another  Chap¬ 
ter  as  a  courtesy  to  the  electing  Chapter. 

The  minutes  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Convocation  are 
followed,  as  usual,  by  the  minutes  of  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood,  the  Abstract  of  Proceedings  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund,  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  since  the  revision  of  1896,  amendments 
to  standing  regulations,  lists  of  Grand  Chapter  Of  ¬ 
ficers,  subordinate  Chapters  and  much  other  data, 
pictures  of  the  distinguished  dead  above  mentioned, 
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assignments  of  Chapters  for  official  visitation  and 
inspection  during  the  ensuing  year,  with  instructions 
to  inspecting  officers,  and  considerable  other  valuable 
information,  mostly  of  a  local  character,  however. 

The  Appendix  contains  a  record  of  the  Centennial 
exercises,  the  programme,  the  picture  of  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Thomas  H.  Bodge 
and  his  historical  address,  presenting  at  great  length 
the  history  of  this  Grand  J urisdiction,  and  conclud¬ 
ing  when  speaking  of  present  day  unrest,  which  some¬ 
times  has  crept  into  Masonic  deliberations,  with  the 
words  of  Companion  Drummond,  of  Maine,  written 
forty  years  ago : 

1 1  There  is  always  a  tendency  among  men  to  endeavor  to  improve  every¬ 
thing;  but  it  is  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Masonry  that  we 
should  hand  it  down  to  those  who  come  after  us,  the  same  as  it  came  to  us 
from  the  fathers;  and  in  its  name  we  appeal  to  those  who  would  ac¬ 
commodate  Masonry  to  modern  methods  to  call  a  halt,  lest  they  ‘remove 
the  ancient  landmarks  and  make  innovation  in  the  body  of  Masonry.’  ” 

It  also  contains  a  picture  of  E.  Companion  Rev. 
Ashley  A.  Smith,  D.  D.,  and  his  eloquent  address, 
worthy  of  wide  dissemination  and  dealing  with  the 
subject,  “What  Symbolic  Masonry  Is,  and  the  Part 
It  Has  Played  and  Must  Always  Play  in  Our  Life 
and  Times.” 

After  the  serving  of  the  centennial  dinner,  E.  Com¬ 
panion  Francis  E.  Chase,  eighty-two  years  young, 
addressed  the  assembled  Companions,  as  did  all  the 
distinguished  guests  present. 
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The  report  on  Correspondence  concluded  a  most  in¬ 
structive  volume  of  Capitular  lore.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 

Maryland  held  their  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
fourth  Annual  Convocation  in  Baltimore  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  November  17,  1921. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form, 
and  M.  E.  Companion  L.  Dorsey  Gassaway,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presented  a  report  that  carries  interest 
to  Companions  far  beyond  his  State.  The  report 
shows  that  the  amendments  to  By-laws  for  subordi¬ 
nate  Chapters  deal  mostly  with  increased  compensa¬ 
tions  for  Secretaries.  This  is  going  right,  and  will 
lead  toward  better  records  through  a  partial  recogni¬ 
tion  of  earnest  toil. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  notes  the  One  Hundred 
and  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Pennsylvania  as  “a  most  dignified  and  inspiring 
occasion.”  His  felicitations  are  very  gracious. 

The  agitation  for  a  new  order  for  boys  is  under  dis¬ 
cussion  in  Maryland,  as  in  other  Jurisdictions,  and  a

special  committee  recommended  that  Chapters  of  the 
Order  of  HeMolay  be  organized  for  this  purpose,  and 
that  they  be  under  the  supervision  of  subordinate 
Chapters.  Masonry  already  has  many  tails  to  drag 
her  kite. 

June  24,  1922,  was  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
fifth  Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mary¬ 
land,  and  in  anticipation  of  that  event  the  Minutes 
of  the  1921  Convocation  has  this  word : 

“From  a  table  of  statistics  included  in  the  1921  Report  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Mississippi,  wherein  all  the  Grand  Chapters  of  the  United  States 
are  listed  and  the  dates  of  their  respective  organization  recorded,  I  find  that 
only  the  Grand  Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  is  older  than 
ourselves,  it  having  been  organized  on  the  29th  of  November,  1795. 

“As  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  is  not  a  member  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Grand  Chapter,  these  figures  appear  to  justify  the  claim  by  us  that 
ours  is  the  senior  or  oldest  Grand  Chapter  holding  membership  in  the 
General  Grand  Body.  ’  ’ 

The  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Pennsylvania  send 
greetings  of  congratulations  to  the  Companions  of 
Maryland  as  their  Grand  Chapter  passes  the  century 
and  quarter  milestone.  Live  on  for  a  thousand  years 
and  more! 

In  the  report  on  Correspondence,  the  space  for 
Pennsylvania  is  given  to  cullings  from  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  our  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Anniver¬ 
sary.  As  we  hold  that  age  and  worth  are  synonymous 
in  Masonry,  owing  to  the  unchanging  landmarks,  we 
take  this  extended  notice  as  a  compliment.  It  is  a 
good  report,  and  Pennsylvania  shall  try  to  prove 
worthy  of  all  the  kind  greetings  extended. 
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M.  E.  Companion  LePage  Cronmiller  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  M.  E.  Companion  Gustav 
A.  Eitel  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  They  were 
installed. 

The  returns  from  Chapters  show  a  membership  of 
8230,  an  increase  of  1251.

MASSACHUSETTS,  1921. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-third  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  was  held  in  Ionic  Hall,  Masonic  Temple, 
Boston,  Tuesday,  December  13,  1921.  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

A  ver}^  impressive  report  was  read  by  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  John  J.  Van  Valkenburgh,  Grand  High 
Priest.  It  was  his  third  annual  record,  and  it  reca¬ 
pitulated  much  of  his  three  years  of  service. 

Massachusetts  has  been  seeking  strict  and  positive 
adherence  to  the  standard  work  for  the  Capitular  de¬ 
grees.  Throughout  the  Jurisdiction  certain  irregu¬ 
larities  in  the  conduct  of  the  work  had  been  permitted 
by  High  Priests  of  subordinate  Chapters.  Certain  ir¬ 
relevant  proceedings  in  conferring  the  Past  Master’s 
degree  in  Houghton  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  of  Marl¬ 
boro,  were  reported  to  the  Grand  High  Priest.  After 
a  hearing  given  to  the  High  Priest  of  the  Chapter, 
and  after  the  infraction  of  Grand  Chapter  regula- 
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tions  had  been  acknowledged,  the  charter  of  the  Chap¬ 
ter  was  suspended.  Later,  a  petition  was  received  for 
the  restoration  of  the  charter,  signed  by  one  hundred 
and  fifty-one  members  of  the  Chapter,  who  expressed 
deep  regret  for  the  interjection  of  improper  matter 
in  the  degree  work.  The  charter  was  restored,  but 
the  entire  action  has  been  a  decided  warning  to  all 
subordinate  Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  the  institution, 
during  his  three  years,  of  the  following  Chapters: 
Swampscott,  Henry  J.  Mills,  Webster,  Belmont, 
Wompatuck,  Fairhaven,  James  Roger  son,  Winches¬ 
ter  and  Watertown. 

Pennsylvania  felicitates  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Massachusetts  on  the  honor  that  comes  to  her  through 
the  election  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  John  A. 
Blake  to  the  office  of  General  Grand  King  in  the 
General  Grand  Chapter. 

A  feature  of  the  Quarterly  Convocation,  March, 
1921,  was  an  address  by  Grand  Chaplain  Companion 
R.  Perry  Bush.  His  subject  was  “Liberty’s  Appeal 
to  American  Masons,”  and  the  following  is  suggest¬ 
ive  : 

* 1  There  are  two  supreme  ends  or  attainments  toward  which  mankind  is 
slowly  and  painfully  tending.  One  of  these  is  civil — leading  to  Democracy — 
a  Republic  in  government,  in  which  liberty  is  the  heritage  of  all,  and  each 
must  learn  to  put  it  to  its  highest  use  in  contributing  to  the  welfare  of  the 
whole.  The  other  is  religious,  and  provides  a  union  not  of  monotonous 
sameness  of  belief,  but  the  mutual  respect  of  those  who  differ,  but  who  are 
equally  honest,  and  all  inspired  by  a  common  purpose  and  a  recognition  of 
the  brotherhood  of  our  human  race. 
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“We,  as  Masons,  may  take  pride  in  our  contribution  to  what  has  been 
attained.  The  names  of  those  most  prominent  in  the  furthering  of  our 
Revolutionary  War  were  those  of  Masons,  a  Mason  was  our  first  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  the  model  for  the  Constitution  of  these  United  States  was  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  English  Grand  Lodge  and  reprinted  by  Benjamin  Franklin. 
The  principles  of  Masonry  and  those  of  our  Republic  are  identical — and 
the  deepest  thing  in  religion — the  monotheistic  God  and  the  surety  of 
immortality  are  among  the  landmarks  Qf  our  Ancient  Craft.  ’  ’ 

The  Capitular  Eeview  gives  good  space  to  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  with  somewhat  of  wonderment  over  our 
methods.  The  writer  looks  askant  at  the  making  of  a 
Eoyal  Arch  Mason  at  sight  by  the  Grand  High  Priest, 
and  says  that  it  “  seems  to  be  quite  a  common  occur¬ 
rence  in  Pennsylvania.’ ’  No,  Companion,  it  is  the 
rare  and  exceptional  case  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

Our  Constitution,  Article  VII,  “Powers  and  Duties 
of  the  Officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter,”  under  “Grand 
High  Priest”  says: 

‘ ‘  To  confer  or  cause  to  be  conferred  in  his  presence,  in  any  Chapter, 
the  degrees  of  Capitular  Masonry.” 

Another  question  is  asked  in  the  Eeview : 

“In  this  (Pennsylvania)  Jurisdiction  the  first  five  Grand  Officers 
carry  the  title  ‘Most  Excellent ’  and  the  High  Priest  of  a  Chapter  is  also 
‘Most  Excellent.’  Is  the  Worshipful  Master  of  a  Lodge  Most  Worship¬ 
ful?  In  Massachusetts  only  the  offices  of  Grand  Master  and  Grand  High 
Priest  give  the  title  ‘Most  Worshipful’  or  ‘Most  Excellent.’  ” 

In  Pennsylvania  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  has  the 
title  “Worshipful  Master.”

MICHIGAN,  1922. 

The  Seventy-fourth  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Eoyal  Arch  Masons  of  Michigan 
was  held  in  the  City  of  Grand  Eapids,  May  16  and  17, 
1922.  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form . 

Distinguished  guests  included  M.  E.  Companion 
William;  F.  Kuhn,  General  Grand  High  Priest  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter;  M.  E.  Companion  Eich- 
ard  H.  Spencer,  Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada,  and  E.  E.  Companion  Henry  T. 
Smith,  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada.  Subsequently,  these  visitors  were  elected 
Honorary  Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michi¬ 
gan  and  were  invited  to  attend  all  Convocations. 

Another  visitor  was  George  King  Phillips,  4th, 
the  Grand  Chapter  baby,  the  twenty-months-old  son 
of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Third  Veil  and  the  young¬ 
est  person  who  had  been  admitted  to  any  session  of 
the  Michigan  Grand  Chapter. 

M.  E.  Companion  Frank  P.  Wilcox,  Grand  High 
Priest,  presented  a  splendidly  prepared  report  of  the 
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year’s  work.  He  said,  “ Perhaps  the  outstanding  f  ea-  • 
ture  of  the  year  is  the  deep  interest  developed  in  the 
Order  of  DeMolay  for  boys.”  In  one  year’s  time 
thirty-nine  Chapters  have  been  formed,  with  three 
thousand  members.  Almost  as  many  boys  were  en¬ 
rolled  as  was  the  net  increase  for  the  Capitular  de¬ 
grees  and  this  increase  fell  short  1187  under  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  Space  is  devoted  to  the  DeMolay  cere¬ 
monial,  and  the  degrees  are  outlined.

Dispensations  were  granted  for  five  new  Chapters, 
as  follows:  November  17,  1921,  Iron  River;  Novem¬ 
ber  17,  1921,  Nashville;  January  9,  1922,  Dearborn; 
March  7,  1922,  Trenton,  and  April  20,  1922,  River 
Rouge. 

M.  E.  Companion  Charles  A.  Conover,  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary,  presented  his  nineteenth  annual  report  as 
Grand  Secretary.  It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation 
that  Companion  Conover  was  re-elected.  To  this 
faithful  toiler  we  sav,  “Hail!”

The  “Scrap  Book”  is  substituted  for  the  Corre¬ 
spondence  Report.  This  year  the  Grand  Secretary 
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continues  the  study  of  King  Solomon’s  Temple  under 
the  title,  “ Further  Notes  on  the  Temple.”  If  data 
anywhere  is  in  the  world,  surely  it  has  been  gathered 
and  quotations  from  the  Bible,  J osephus,  the  Britan- 
nica,  the  Encyclopaedia  Biblica,  Rawlinson,  Renan, 
Warren  and  a  host  of  authorities  and  near  authori¬ 
ties  in  Archaeology.  The  fifty-five  pages  cover  a  scis¬ 
sor  collection  of  data  too  heavy  for  the  average  reader 
and  too  fragmentary  for  the  student.  The  matter  is 
well  written  and  shows  much  labor.  It  is  to  be  re- 
regretted  that  foreign  correspondence  is  omitted. 

Next  year  the  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Flint, 
Michigan.

MINNESOTA,  1921. 

The  Sixtieth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Minnesota  was 
held  in  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  city  of  Saint  Paul, 
Tuesday,  October  11,  1921. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M. 
E.  Companion  John  W.  Hays,  Grand  High  Priest. 
All  the  Grand  Officers  were  present  except  the  Grand 
Sentinel.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  as 
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present  thirteen  Grand  Officers,  fourteen  Permanent 
Members  and  seventy-two  representatives  of  sixty  of 
the  seventy-seven  Chapters ;  in  all,  ninety-nine.  Com¬ 
panion  James  Ridler,  Grand  Representative  for 
Pennsylvania,  was  present. 

The  address  of  M.  E.  Companion  John  W.  Hays, 
Grand  High  Priest,  showed  interesting  features. 
Note  his  word  as  to  the  growth  and  possibilities  for 
Capitular  Masonry  in  Minnesota : 

“Our  Order  has  made  a  wonderful  growth,  the  net  gain  being  30 
per  cent,  greater  than  last  year,  which  was  our  banner  year.  This  awak¬ 
ening  is  timely  and  good.  May  the  good  work  go  on,  and  each  succeed¬ 
ing  year  show  a  greater  gain.  The  field  is  broad,  as  only  40  per  cent,  of  the 
Masons  of  the  State  have  attained  the  Royal  Arch  degree.  ’  ’ 

And  his  inability  to  visit  throughout  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  : 

“When  I  was  elected  to  this  office  I  saw  at  once  that  the  money 
allowed  would  not  carry  me  o^er  the  entire  State,  or  even  the  major  part 
of  it,  so  I  have  confined  my  visits  to  the  Chapters  I  could  reach  with  the 
least  expense  of  time  and  money.  I  visited  sixteen  Chapters  and  found 
their  social  and  financial  condition  excellent.  Everywhere  I  went  I  received 
all  the  honors  and  respect  due  to  my  office.  ’  ’ 

Also,  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  work : 

“I  noted  a  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  work,  some  Chapters  using  more 
of  the  new  work  than  others.  No  two  working  exactly  alike.  All  Chapters 
using  the  new  work  were  doing  so  under  protest.  ’  ’ 

That  the  matter  of  ritual  is  a  knotty  problem  is 
gathered  from  the  findings  that  were  given  to  a  spe¬ 
cial  committee  for  a  report  at  the  next  Convocation: 

1 1  The  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  calls  attention  to  the  rendi¬ 
tion  of  the  ritual  in  different  subordinate  Chapters.  Your  Committee  is 
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of  the  opinion  that  the  ritual  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  which  we  have 
adopted,  should  be  the  work  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  that  all  and  every¬ 
thing  that  does  not  conform  to  it  should  be  eliminated.  The  work  as  promul¬ 
gated  by  the  Ritual  Committee  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  when  ren¬ 
dered  as  it  is  intended  to  be,  is  beautiful,  makes  the  degrees  more  impres¬ 
sive  and  does  away  w7ith  unusual  severity,  which  has  no  place  in  Masonic 
degrees.  In  this  same  connection  we  want  to  reiterate  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee  last  year,  to  the  effect  that  a  return  to  the  District 
Deputy  system  is  of  more  practical  value  and  benefit  than  the  meetings  of 
the  Schools  of  Instruction.  If  this  cannot  be  done,  arrange  for  one  State 
Lecturer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  all  of  the  Chapters,  see  that  they 
are  proficient  in  the  work,  the  Grand  Chapter  paying  his  expenses.  It 
seems  to  us  this  matter  is  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  due  considera¬ 
tion.  We  therefore  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  a  special  committee 
of  three,  to  report  either  at  this  Convocation  or  the  next  Convocation  of 
the  Grand  Chapter.” 

Pennsjdvania  obtains  uniformity  through  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Deputy  system  plus  Schools  of  Instruction. 

New  Chapters,  Minnetonka  at  Excelsior,  and  Gat- 
field  at  Canby,  were  constituted.  Signet  Chapter,  No. 
61,  surrendered  its  charter  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  presented 
in  concise  form,  and  Pennsylvania  is  most  happily 
reviewed.

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MISSISSIPPI,  1922. 

The  Seventy-fourth  Annual  Grand  Convocation  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  was  held  in  the  City  of  Meridan,  February  23, 
1922.  The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample 
Form  by  M.  E.  Companion  Henry  Clay  Yawn, 
Grand  High  Priest.  There  were  present  thirteen 
Grand  Officers,  three  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and 
representatives  from  fifty-nine  Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address,  in  review  of 
the  year,  says : 

“ Memory  alone  can  travel  the  path  again;  and  while  she  cannot  change 
the  past,  she  can  and  does  bring  approval  to  conscience  for  acts  and  deeds 
that  were  good,  and  remorse  and  sorrow  for  those  that  were  bad.  ’  ’ 

He  regrets  that  his  visitations  to  subordinate  Chap¬ 
ters  were  very  few. 

The  death  of  M.  E.  Companion  Oliver  L.  McKay, 
Grand  Secretary,  removed  a  most  faithful  and  hon¬ 
ored  Mason  from  the  Capitular  ranks.  His  work  in 
all  branches  of  the  Fraternity  extended  over  thirty 
years,  and  the  Craft  even  beyond  the  borders  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  mourn  his  death. 

“We  have  all  witnessed  the  passing  of  one  whose  place  cannot  be  filled 
easily,  either  in  capacity  for  service  or  entrenchment  in  our  affections. 

“  ‘Somewhere  in  the  flood  of  years; 

Somewhere  in  the  river’s  flow, 

God  shall  wipe  away  our  tears — 

Then  we  shall  see  and  know.’  ” 
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M.  E.  Companion  E.  L.  Faucette  was  appointed 
and  installed  as  Grand  Secretary  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  concluding  words  of  the  Grand  High  Priest 
are  thought  interesting : 

“  However,  the  record  cannot  be  changed.  ‘What  I  have  written  I 
have  written.  ’  This  observation  forces  upon  me  a  recurrence  of  the  thought 
set  forth  in  the  beginning  of  the  address.  Since  today  soon  becomes  yes¬ 
terday  and  joins  the  pageant  of  the  eternal  march  of  years,  and  since  each 
thought  and  deed  passes  irrevocably  into  the  realms  of  by-gone  days,  let  the 
issues  and  duties  presented  by  each  day  and  hour  be  so  met  and  dis¬ 
charged  as  that,  when  these  periods  of  time  shall  have  become  a  part  of 
the  past,  memory  can  bring  from  their  shadows  no  pangs  of  remorse  to  worry 
us  nor  regrets  to  chide  us.  ” 

Companion  W.  H.  Carter,  Grand  Lecturer,  voices 
the  state  of  degree  work: 

“More  than  half  of  our  Chapters  now  do  excellent  work,  and  nearly 
all  of  them  do  acceptable  work.  Only  a  few  Chapters  are  unable  to  do  the 
work,  and  these  are  so  located  that  they  have  only  one  or  two  classes  during 
the  year,  and  often  go  through  the  year  without  any  work  to  do.  Under 
such  circumstances,  I  doubt  whether  it  is  possible  to  develop  and  maintain 
working  teams.  ” 

As  to  Marks,  lie  adds : 

‘  ‘  I  find  that  in  nearly  all  the  Chapters  indifferent  attention  is  given  to 
the  selection  and  recording  of  Marks.  The  candidates  are  instructed  that 
each  must  select  and  record  his  Mark,  and  then,  apparently,  the  matter  is 
forgotten.  In  many  Chapters,  the  Book  of  Marks  is  practically  useless 
property.  ’  * 

An  amendment  to  their  Capitular  law  was  adopted 
as  follows: 

‘  ‘  The  Symbolic  Lodge  being  the  basis  upon  which  all  Ancient  Craft 
Masonry  is  erected,  it  is  considered  the  duty  of  every  Mason  to  be  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  Lodge,  and  hence  non-affiliated  Master  Masons  are  declared  to  be 
not  eligible  for  the  Chapter  degrees,  but  a  Chapter  has  no  right  to  compel 
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one  of  its  members  to  continue  his  affiliation  with  a  Lodge  if  he  desires  to 
sever  the  same.  But  a  member  who  wilfully  or  negligently  remains  a  non¬ 
affiliate  shall  be  ineligible  for  any  office  in  a  subordinate  Chapter.  ” 

In  Pennsylvania  a  member  of  a  Chapter  ceases  to 
be  such  by  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  a  Master  Ma¬ 
sons’  Lodge  for  more  than  six  months. 


The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  incom- 
pleted  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  M.  E.  Companion 
Oliver  L.  McKay,  Grand  Secretary,  and  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  George  C.  Myers,  Past  Grand  High  Priest, 
was  appointed  to  complete  the  work.  The  report  is 
one  of  the  very  best  in  all  the  States.  The  interest 
holds  throughout,  and  it  is  a  splendid  digest  of  Capit¬ 
ular  records.  Pennsylvania  has  an  excellent  review. 
Of  special  note  is  the  Table  of  Statistics  culled  from 
Connecticut.

MISSOURI,  1922. 

The  Seventy-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Missouri 
was  held  at  Saint  Joseph,  Tuesday,  April  11,  1922. 
M.  E.  Companion  Bert  E.  Lee,  Grand  High  Priest, 
opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form ,  and  gave  wel- 
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come  to  M.  E.  Companion  William  F.  Kuhn,  Gen¬ 
eral  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter.  There  were  in  attendance  two  hundred  and 
ninety-five.  Twenty-two  Chapters  were  not  repre¬ 
sented. 

The  reading  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Missouri  conveys  the  knowledge  that  this 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  is  aggres¬ 
sively  earnest  in  all  Capitular  endeavors.  The  report 
of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  so  full  of  good  things 
that  much  must  be  left  out  in  this  brief  survey. 

His  opening  paragraph  is  a  trumpet  call : 

“The  nations  of  the  old  world  were  jealous  of  our  possibilities,  prep¬ 
arations  were  being  made  throughout  the  world  for  larger  and  greater  navies, 
preparatory  to  a  future  war,  more  awful  than  the  one  just  closed,  and  it 
looked  as  though  nothing  could  stop  it  and  the  smallest  spark  might  kin¬ 
dle  the  conflagration  at  any  time.  In  this  wrorld  crisis  a  Royal  Arch  Mason, 
who  had  knelt  at  our  altar  and  had  taken  the  obligations  as  you  and  I,  put¬ 
ting  into  practice  the  ideals  learned  in  our  beloved  Order,  realizing  that 
every  man  is  his  brother’s  keeper,  and  that  men  are  created  to  build  and 
not  to  tear  down  and  destroy,  invited  the  nations  of  the  world  to  meet 
in  our  own  land  around  the  council  table  and  discuss  their  differences  as 
men  and  brethren.  The  result  of  this  conference  you  well  know,  and  I 
can  come  to  you  today  at  the  close  of  my  year ’s  work  with  a  new  message 
of  hope  for  universal  peace  made  possible  through  the  efforts  of  a  Com¬ 
panion  of  our  great  Fraternity.” 

Requests  for  courtesy  were  received  and  granted 
with  the  utmost  liberality. 

Chapters  were  instituted  under  dispensation  as 
follows :  East  Gate  Chapter,  at  Kansas  City ;  Moun¬ 
tain  Grove  Chapter,  at  Mountain  Grove,  and  Well- 
ston  Chapter  at  Wellston. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  was  diligent  in  visitations 
and  on  this  he  writes : 

“I  have  devoted  quite  a  great  deal  of  time  during  the  year  to  the 
visitation  of  Chapters.  It  has  been  my  policy,  instead  of  planning  a  regu¬ 
lar  itinerary  and  having  the  Companions  called  together  for  my  reception, 
to  visit  the  Chapters  on  their  invitations,  and  as  far  as  possible  where  they 
had  arranged  for  work  to  be  conferred.  While  the  expenses  of  traveling 
have  possibly  been  more,  it  has  enabled  me  to  meet  with  many  more  of  the 
Companions,  and,  I  am  sure,  has  been  appreciated  by  the  Craft,  and  the 
results  will  be  much  better  than  if  I  had  used  the  other  plan.  ’  ’ 

Well  deserved  is  the  honor  that  Missouri  received 
at  the  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
when  M.  E.  Companion  William  F.  Kuhn  was 
elected  General  Grand  High  Priest.  This  splendid 
Companion  brings  credit  not  only  to  his  own  Grand 
Chapter,  but  also  to  Capitular  Masonry  everywhere. 
Pennsylvania  greets  him  in  honor  and  praise. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  gave  an  exempli¬ 
fication  of  the  new  ritual  for  the  Royal  Arch  Degree 
at  the  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
and  did  it  in  their  usual  high  excellence.  She  joins 
with  her  sister  Jurisdictions  in  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  in  the  somewhat  general  confusion  over  the 
ritualistic  changes,  and  is  embarrassed  in  keeping- 
record  of  the  printed  rituals  that  go  to  the  subordi¬ 
nate  Chapters.  Pennsylvania  is  happy  in  having  un¬ 
written  work,  without  skeleton,  or  key,  or  code.  Our 
throne  officers  elect,  in  all  subordinate  Chapters,  must 
have  the  degree  in  head,  and  not  merely  in  hand,  be¬ 
fore  they  are  installed ;  and  it  works  well  with  us. 

This  year  their  Chapters  have  been  grouped  in 
Districts  and  placed  under  the  direction  of  a  newly 
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appointed  list  of  Assistant  Lecturers,  much  after  the 
manner  of  our  system  of  District  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priests. 

Three  new  Chapters  were  organized. 

This  resolution,  carried  unanimously,  will  add  to 
the  dignity  and  impressiveness  of  degree  work:  “Re¬ 
solved,  that  smoking  be  and  is  hereby  prohibited  dur¬ 
ing  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  of  the  Chapter.” 
But  why  not  extend  it  throughout  the  entire  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Chapter  meeting  ? 

Companion  John  H.  Miller  presented  a  thought¬ 
ful  summary  in  his  report  as  Fraternal  Correspond¬ 
ent.  Brief,  yet  to  the  point,  his  review  is  a  library 
of  information.  His  appreciation  of  Pennsylvania’s 
One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  is  most 
happy : 

“My  fingers  simply  ache  to  rattle  these  letters  of  my  typewriter  in  a 
description  of  the  history  so  full  of  sacred  emotions,  the  banquet  so 
tempting  with  the  best  that  land,  and  sea,  and  field,  and  orchard,  from  the 
East  and  the  West,  the  North  and  the  South,  could  furnish,  and  also  the  com¬ 
plimentary  addresses  of  the  honored  guests,  each  one  seeking  to  surpass 
his  predecessor  in  eloquent  praise  and  congratulations.  It  dare  not  be  un¬ 
dertaken.  ’  ’

The  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Ne¬ 
braska  assembled  in  its  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Convoca¬ 
tion,  Omaha,  Wednesday,  December  14,  1921.  A 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  was  opened  in  Full 
Form ,  and  after  it  was  ascertained  that  a  constitu¬ 
tional  number  of  Chapters  were  represented,  M.  E. 
Companion  Lewis  E.  Smith,  Grand  High  Priest,  de¬ 
clared  Grand  Chapter  duly  open. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  this  recommenda¬ 
tion  in  his  report : 

‘ 1  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  the  law  was 
amended  by  adding  the  following  paragraph  to  the  list  of  Masonic  of¬ 
fenses  : 

“  ‘To  apply  to  any  Scottish  or  York  Rite  body,  or  for  the  degrees 
therein,  or  to  solicit  such  a  petition  from  another  until  after  the  lapse  of 
one  year  from  the  time  said  petitioner  has  been  made  a  Master  Mason,  and 
shall  have  attended  at  least  twelve  regular  meetings  of  a  Master  Masons' 
Lodge  or  Lodges,  and  shall  have  complied  with  Section  66  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  law  as  to  proficiency.’ 

‘ 1  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  Grand  Lodge  meeting,  I  sent  a  circular 
letter  to  each  Chapter,  calling  attention  to  the  adoption  of  this  law,  and 
asking  each  Chapter  to  obey  it  to  the  letter.  ’  ’ 

Delta  Chapter,  No.  60,  at  Omaha,  was  constituted, 
and  the  charter  of  Joppa  Chapter,  No.  52,  at  Loup 
City,  was  arrested.  However,  a  petition  from  the 
Companions  of  Joppa  promised  more  interest  and 
better  work,  and  asked  for  the  return  of  the  charter. 
Grand  Chapter  granted  the  request.  A  number  of 
Chapters  were  brought  “on  the  carpet,”  and  were 
given  another  year  to  show  increased  interest  in  the 
work. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  expressed  regret  that  his 
visitations  were  so  few  and  gave  an  explanation  that 
is  unique  in  Masonic  responsibility : 

“At  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  last  June,  I  was 
given  the  responsibility  of  guiding  the  destiny  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry, 
and  the  duties  of  Grand  Master  have  kept  me  so  extremely  busy  that  I  have 
been  unable  to  do  more  than  look  after  the  routine  duties  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  since  that  time.  ’  ’ 

No  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  pub¬ 
lished,  and  we  are  unable  to  learn  what  Nebraska 
thinks  of  Capitular  doings  in  other  Jurisdictions.

NEVADA,  1922. 

The  Forty-ninth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Most 
Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Eoyal  Arch  Masons  of 
Nevada  convened  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  at  Eeno, 
Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  June,  1922.  The  Grand 
Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  Hose  a  E.  Reid,  Grand  High  Priest,  with  the 
Grand  Officers,  with  the  exception  of  two,  in  their 
stations  and  places. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  was  well  re¬ 
ceived,  as  fitting  such  a  splendid  review  of  the  year’s 
work.  His  visitations  necessitated  the  traveling  of 
more  than  fifteen  hundred  miles,  and  reached  every 
Chapter.  For  their  value  read  his  statement : 

‘ 1  These  visitations  have  been  a  revelation  to  me,  pointing  out  with 
great  emphasis  the  real  reason  for  the  apathy  and  non-interest  in  Capitular 
Masonry. 1  ’ 


He  made  this  recommendation : 

‘ <  I  would  recommend  that  the  incoming  Gjand  High  Priest,  and  an¬ 
nually  thereafter  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  elect,  be  required  to  subscribe 
to  a  pledge  to  visit,  at  least  once  during  his  year  in  office,  each  subordinate 
Chapter  within  our  Jurisdiction.  ’  ’ 


However,  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  report 
was  adopted  as  follows : 

“We,  your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  do  not  approve  of  the  recom¬ 
mendation  that  hereafter  the  Grand  High  Priest  be  required  to  subscribe  to 
a  pledge  to  visit  at  least  once  during  his  term,  each  subordinate  Chapter  in 
the  Jurisdiction. 

1  ‘  While  we  heartily  acquiesce  in  the  sentiment  embraced  in  the  idea 
that  each  Grand  High  Priest  should  make  such  an  annual  visit,  we  feel 
that  his  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Royal  Craft  will  prompt  him  to  do 
so,  if  feasible.  ” 


Here  is  a  paragraph  that  deserves  thoughtful  read¬ 
ing  in  every  Jurisdiction: 

‘ 1  There  is  no  more  shortage  of  good  in  the  world  today  than  there 
was  in  pre-war  days,  but  it  is  the  condition  that  confronts  us.  We  have 
patterns  enough,  we  have  examples  enough,  but  to  re-establish  them  is,  to 
my  mind,  the  thing  which  should  most  concern  us  now. 

1 1  The  time  is  here  and  now  to  do  something  more  in  Capitular  Masonry 
than  the  mere  building  up  of  its  membership,  conferring  the  degrees,  and 
wearing  the  insignia.  This  order  in  particular  has  been  slow  to  arouse 
itself  to  action.  Other  Masonic  bodies  are  beginning  to  see  the  light.  Why 
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not  this  of  ours?  The  call  is  urgent,  the  opportunity  for  usefulness  so 
numerous,  that  we  should  right  about  and  face  existing  conditions  as  they 
are. J  ? 

And,  so  say  we  all,  but  to  take  the  ideal  over  into 
the  individual  consciousness  is  the  difficult  task. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  presence  of  Companion 
David  E.  Williamson,  the  Grand  Representative 
from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  charter  of  Saint  John  Chapter,  No.  5,  of  Eu¬ 
reka,  was  revoked,  and  the  condition  of  Keystone 
Chapter,  No.  6,  of  Pioche,  was  made  a  special  study 
for  the  incoming  Grand  High  Priest.  Changes  in 
mining  and  camp  populations  compel  the  ebb  and 
flow  of  Chapter  life. 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  was  pre¬ 
pared  by  M.  E.  Companion  Edward  D.  Vanderlieth, 
Grand  Secretary.  Nevada  is  honored  in  having  such 
a  splendid  worker,  and  his  report  is  great.  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  comes  in  for  good  mention,  and  shares  in  the 
very  happy  reviews  that  cover  the  Capitular  world.

The  One  Hundred  and  Third  Annual  Convocation 
of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
New  Hampshire  was  held  at  Concord,  Tuesday,  May 
16,  1922.  At  10.30  o’clock  a.  m.,  Trinity  Royal  Arch 
Chapter,  No.  2,  of  Concord,  opened  a  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  with  Companion  Henry  E. 
Chamberlin  as  High  Priest.  The  Officers  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  entered,  and  were  received  by  the 
High  Priest  of  Trinity  Chapter.  - 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  at 
eleven  o’clock  a.  m.  by  M.  E.  Companion  William 
H.  Chandler,  Grand  High  Priest.  Sixteen  Grand 
Officers  were  present,  nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests, 
twenty-eight  Representatives  of  Grand  Chapters,  and 
representatives  from  twenty-one  Chapters. 

Distinguished  guests  were  present  from  the  Grand 
Chapters  of  Ontario,  Connecticut,  Massachusetts, 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania.  M.  W.  Brother  Wal¬ 
ter  G.  Africa,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  New 
Hampshire,  was  introduced,  as  were  M.  E.  Compan¬ 
ion  J.  Albert  Blake,  of  Boston,  General  Grand  King 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  M.  E.  Companion 
Henry  DeW.  Hamilton,  of  New  York,  General 
Grand  Scribe  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  was  excel¬ 
lent.  His  personal  application  of  Masonry  is  good 
advice  to  Masons  evervwhere: 
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1  ‘  During  the  year  now  gone  I  have  learned  to  love  more  and  revere  the 
beautiful  teachings  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  and  as  I  have  had  developed 
within  me  those  beauties  and  aspirations,  I  have  endeavored  in  my  inade¬ 
quate  way  to  transmit  to  those  of  you  with  whom  I  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  foregathering  in  an  official  and  fraternal  way,  such  of  these  impressions 
as  were  expressionable.  As  one  studies  the  tenets  and  teachings  of  our 
Order  the  heart  and  mind  overflow  with  their  strength  and  beauty.  To  us  of 
inadequate  expression,  words  only  are  lacking  to  give  utterance  to  that 
which  has  been  engraven  within — to  be  effaced  only  by  the  inevitable 
summons  to  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe,  who 
dwells  in  that  higher  Temple  above.  ’  ’ 


The  report  shows  diligent  visitations.  A  ruling  was 
made  on  the  question  whether  the  names  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Inquiry  upon  a  Brother’s  petition  for  the 
Capitular  degrees  shall  be  read  or  spoken  in  the  open 
Chapter  or  placed  upon  the  records.  It  was  ruled 
“that  in  no  wav  shall  these  names  become  known  to 

t/ 

the  membership  at  large,  but  shall  be  known  only  by 
the  High  Priest,  or  Acting  High  Priest,  the  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  the  Committee  itself.  ’  ’ 

Pleasure  was  expressed  over  the  rejection  of  the 
proposed  revision  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  pre¬ 
sented  by  Companion  Charles  B.  Spofford,  and  lib¬ 
eral  space  is  given  to  Pennsylvania  in  covering  the 
report  of  our  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Anni¬ 
versary.  The  offer  made  by  our  beloved  M.  E.  Com¬ 
panion  William  B.  Meredith,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest,  in  presenting  the  unwritten  work  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  as  the  model  for  uniformity  throughout  the 
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States,  is  quoted  in  full.  The  report  is  masterly  writ¬ 
ten  and  holds  interest  all  the  way  through. 

Returns  show  a  membership  of  5759,  a  net  increase 
of  370. 

M.  E.  Companion  Halbert  N.  Bond  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  M.  E.  Companion  Harry  M. 
Cheney  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  They  were 
installed.

NEW  JERSEY,  1922. 

The  Sixty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  New  Jersey  was  convened  at 
Trenton,  Wednesday,  May  10,  1922.  All  the  Grand 
Officers  were  present,  nine  District  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priests,  fifteen  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  forty-four  of  the  fifty-one  constituent 
Chapters. 

Many  distinguished  visitors  were  present,  and  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  was  represented  by 
M.  E.  Companion  Joseph  E.  Quinby,  Grand  High 
Priest;  M.  E.  Companion  John  M.  Core,  Grand 
King;  M.  E.  Companion  Thomas  McConnell,  Jr., 
Grand  Treasurer,  and  M.  E.  Companion  George  B. 
Wells,  Grand  Secretary. 

M.  E.  Companion  Albert  Leon,  Grand  High 
Priest,  read  a  report  that  was  full  of  information  and 
encouragement.  He  stated  that  the  membership  had 
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increased  to  nearly  sixteen  thousand,  and  that  the 
spirit  of  harmony  and  enthusiasm  was  exhibited 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction.  He  was  abundant  in 
toil  of  administration  and  visitation.  His  visits  car¬ 
ried  him  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  at  Asheville, 
N.  C.,  and  to  the  Grand  Chapters  of  New  York,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Delaware,  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut. 

Dispensations  for  new  Chapters  were  granted  to 
Triangle  Chapter,  at  Dover;  Franklin  Chapter,  at 
Irvington;  Joshua  Chapter,  at  Pitman;  Montclair, 
at  Montclair;  Joppa  Chapter,  at  Haddonfield. 

A  spirit  of  tranquillity  is  seen  in  the  statement : 

‘‘Few  important  questions  requiring  decisions  have  been  presented  for 
consideration  and  solution  during  the  year.  All  of  these  have  been  easily 
and  satisfactorily  answered  by  referring  to  our  rules  and  regulations.  ’  ’ 

The  Masonic  Service  Association  of  the  United 
States  was  indorsed  most  heartily. 

Our  M.  E.  Companion  Joseph  E.  Quinby,  Grand 
High  Priest,  spoke  for  Pennsylvania,  and  worthily 
represented  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  This  sentence 
of  his  address  should  be  in  the  living  code  of  every 
Mason  : 

“We  should  not  forget  that  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  is  a  builder; 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  never  tears  dowTn,  but  is  always  engaged  in  con¬ 
structive  building  in  which  we  all  have  an  individual  part.  ’  ’ 


The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  masterly 
presented.  The  literary  style  and  freshness  delight 
and  the  Masonic  judgments  are  well  founded  and  are 
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conservative.  Note  is  made  of  the  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  matter  of  making  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  at  sight  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  is  still  an  unsolved  enigma  in  New  Jersey, 
and  a  full  page  of  arguments  on  this  subject  con¬ 
cludes  our  review.  New  Jersey  is  ever  active,  and 
whatever  she  does  is  done  well.  If  Pennsylvania  had 
choice  in  the  selection  of  a  Grand  Chapter  for  neigh¬ 
bor  to  our  East  the  selection  would  be  unanimously

for  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Jersey.

The  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  New  Mexico 
was  held  in  Albuquerque,  February  23,  1922.

The  Grand  High  Priest,  J.  Smith  Lea,  gives  a  con¬ 
cise  report  of  his  work  for  the  year.

“We  have  complied  with  all  requests  for  conferring  degrees  as  a  cour¬ 
tesy  for  other  Chapters  both  in  and  out  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  all 
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the  requests  that  we  have  made  have  been  complied  with  except  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  they  informed  us  that  ‘the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Pennsylvania  does  not  permit  any  Chapter  in  that  Jurisdiction  to  confer 
degrees  upon  any  one  except  its  own  members.  ’  ’  ’ 

As  usual  in  nearly  every  State,  the  ritual  is  giving 
trouble,  and  the  action  taken  at  the  Convocation  in 
1920  adopting  the  General  Grand  Chapter  ritual  re¬ 
scinded,  and  committee  appointed  to  revise  their  own 
ritual. 


No  correspondence  report. 

The  summary  of  work  for  the  year  shows  seventeen 
Chapters  working.  Exalted  during  the  year,  223; 
losses,  73;  net  gain,  150;  present  membership,  1717.

The  Proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  New  South  Wales  for  the 
years  1917,  1918,  1919,  1920  and  1921  are  all  dumped 
on  us  for  review.  Well,  we  welcome  this  new  sister 
in  the  family  of  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  wish  her  all 
the  prosperity  that  her  earnest  effort  to  be  a  Grand 
Chapter  entitles  her  to. 
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To  properly  review  the  years  before  us  would  re¬ 
quire  us  to  write  a  history  of  that  Jurisdiction.  The 
period  covers  the  long  controversy  between  New 
South  Wales  and  Scotland  which  finally  terminated 
in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales  being 
recognized  as  an  independent  Grand  Chapter  and  the 
supreme  authority  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  New 
South  Wales. 

This  Grand  Chapter  transacts  its  business  at  Quar¬ 
terly  Convocations  held  in  February,  May,  August 
and  November. 

The  proceedings  of  the  different  years  before  us 
show  a  very  enthusiastic  Grand  Chapter.  They  have 
come  up  through  adversity  and  opposition  from  Scot¬ 
land,  and  established  a  healthy  body  of  Capitular 
Masons  in  what  seems  to  us  a  very  remote  part  of  the 
world. 

There  are  no  statistical  tables  showing  member¬ 
ship,  nor  is  there  any  correspondence  report.  Maybe 
after  they  have  been  loose  from  Scotland  long  enough 
they  will  see  the  advantage  of  a  Correspondence  Re¬ 
port  as  do  the  different  Grand  Chapters  of  Canada.

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  the  State  of  New  York  was  held  in  Albany,  Tues¬ 
day  and  Wednesday,  February  7  and  8,  1922. 

Two  hundred  fourteen  of  the  two  hundred  seven¬ 
teen  Chapters  represented.  The  official  Representa¬ 
tive  of  Pennsylvania,  Companion  John  B.  Mullin, 
was  unavoidably  detained  from  the  meeting.  How¬ 
ever,  Pennsylvania  was  not  entirely  unrepresented,  as 
Companion  Joseph  E.  Quinsy,  Most  Excellent  Grand 
High  Priest  of  Pennsylvania,  accompanied  by  Com¬ 
panion  J ohn  M.  Core,  Most  Excellent  Grand  King ;

Secretary;  Companion  August  P.  Kunzig,  Grand 
Marshal,  were  all  present  during  the  entire  meeting, 
and  were  the  recipients  of  the  fraternal  courtesies 
which  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York  know  so  well 
how  to  extend.  The  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  York  has  come  to  be  a  sort  of  a  Ca¬ 
pitular  exchange  where  the  officers  from  many  of  the 
Grand  Chapters  meet  and  exchange  views  with  great 
benefit  to  all.  Other  visitors  from  sister  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  included  M.  E.  Companion  William  N.  Pon¬ 
ton,  Grand  First  Principal  of  Canada,  and  R.  E. 
Companion  Henry  F.  Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E.  of 
Canada;  M.  E.  Companion  Albert  Leon,  Grand 
High  Priest  of  New  Jersey,  accompanied  by  R.  E. 
Companion  Josiah  S.  Davidson,  Deputy  Grand  High 
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Priest;  R.  E.  Companion  Fred  E.  Tilden,  Grand 
Scribe;  M.  E.  Companion  William  D.  Chandler, 
Grand  High  Priest  of  New  Hampshire,  accompanied 
by  Companion  Halbert  N.  Bond,  Right  Excellent 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest;  Companion  Edgar  B. 
Ellis,  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  of  Connec¬ 
ticut,  accompanied  by  Companion  Arthur  N.  Nash, 
Right  Excellent  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  and 
Companion  William  O.  Shelley,  Right  Excellent 
Grand  Scribe;  Companion  Edward  M.  Wheeler, 
Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  of  Rhode  Island ; 
Companion  Curtis  Chipman>  Most  Excellent  Grand 
High  Priest  of  Massachusetts,  accompanied  by  Com¬ 
panion  Martin  Plesinger,  Right  Excellent  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priest ;  Companion  Arthur  Twitchell, 
Right  Excellent  Grand  Scribe,  and  Companion  Wal¬ 
ter  Bradley  Tripp,  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host.  After 
welcoming  the  distinguished  visitors  the  Grand  High 
Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address. 

The  Address  sums  up  the  activities  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  for  the  year  in  this  Empire  Jurisdiction. 
The  labor  required  and  performed  by  the  Grand 
High  Priest  was  simply  stupendous.  Four  new  Chap¬ 
ters  were  constituted,  and  dispensations  issued  for 
two  others  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  Grand  High  Priest  visited  the 
Grand  Chapters  of  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts, 
Connecticut,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania.  At  the 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
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Pennsylvania  M.  E.  Companion  Chevalier  delivered 
a  most  inspiring  patriotic  address.  The  Grand  High 
Priest,  besides  his  many  other  duties,  found  time  to 
visit  eighteen  Chapters  officially  and  some  fifty-one 
informally. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  receipts  from 
Grand  Secretary,  $39,851.29;  interest  on  bank  de¬ 
posits,  $855.44;  interest  on  government  securities, 
$7641.75;  cash  balance  forward,  $23,457.50;  total, 
$71,785.98;  disbursements,  $37,589.91.  The  invest¬ 
ments,  etc.,  show  a  grand  total  of  $189,314.11. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  M.  E.  Companion  Charles 
C.  Hunt,  shows :  Exalted  during  the  year,  6632 ;  re¬ 
stored,  178 ;  losses,  1504 ;  present  membership,  60,793 ; 
net  increase,  5498.  Eight  Chapters  exalted  more  than 
one  hundred  each  during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre¬ 
spondence  is  by  M.  E.  Companion  Arthur  Warren. 
tie  reviews  most  carefully  the  different  Grand  Juris¬ 
dictions,  selecting  from  the  proceedings  those  things 
of  interest  to  Royal  Arch  Masons  wherever  they  may 
be.  Under  Michigan  he  notes  the  splendid  contribu¬ 
tion  of  Companion  Conover  in  his  treatise  on  “  Selec¬ 
tion  and  Registration  of  Marks,  ’  ’  but  doubts  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  submitting  essays  on  various  Masonic  sub¬ 
jects  for  the  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  We 
heartily  agree  with  Companion  Warren.  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  is  most  fraternally  reviewed.

NORTH  CAROLINA,  1922. 

The  Seventy-fourth  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina  was 
held  in  Winston-Salem,  May  9  and  10,  1922. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  opening  address, 
says : 

“We  receive  distinguished  honor  and  should  in  turn  make  personal 
sacrifices.  I  am  proud  to  announce  that  we  have  made  substantial  progress 
this  year.  Not  that  I  consider  numerical  increase  is  the  all  important  ac¬ 
complishment.  We  must  gather  into  our  York  Rite  all  worthy  Masonic 
Brethren  seeking  more  light,  and  at  the  same  time  must  maintain  brother¬ 
hood  and  fellowship  in  our  established  Chapters.  The  field  in  which  we 
are  privileged  to  labor  is  capable  of  unlimited  development  along  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  education,  charity,  and  personal  help,  and  our  opportunities  for 
service  are  only  limited  by  our  willingness.  .  . 

“We  number  among  our  membership  the  leading  citizens  of  every  com¬ 
munity,  but  while  this  is  so,  we  must  admit,  if  our  Lodge  and  Chapter  at¬ 
tendance  is  investigated,  that  those  members  show  small  interest  in  our 
Masonic  bodies.  Every  candidate  for  degrees  should  take  his  steps  se¬ 
riously,  with  a  view  of  absorbing  the  lessons  as  progress  is  made.  He 
should  so  live  before  the  world  as  to  reflect  credit  upon  our  Order  and  honor 
to  himself  and  family,  and  he  should  also  give  his  personal  services  to 
Masonry.  The  world  must  recognize  Masonry  as  an  enterprise  for  public 
progress  and  advancement,  and  not  merely  a  play  house  to  satisfy  desires 
for  personal  entertainment.  ’  ’ 


He  made  a  number  of  recommendations.  That 
Grand  Chapter  dues  be  raised  to  one  dollar  per  mem- 
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ber.  Approved.  That  the  fee  for  charters  be  raised  to 
$100.  Not  approved.  That  the  expenses  of  Grand 
Officers  in  making  visitations  be  paid.  Approved. 
That  the  minimum  fee  for  the  degrees  be  $50.  Not 
approved  (but  it  should  have  been).  Of  dues  he  says: 

‘ 1  My  observation  shows  that  many  Chapters  are  collecting  such  a  small 
amount  of  dues  that  they  are  not  prepared  to  carry  on  any  charitable 
work.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  minimum  dues  be  $5.00  per  year. 1  ’ 

This  was  not  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee, 
but  it  would  have  been  a  good  thing  if  it  had. 

Three  District  meetings  were  held  and  the  greatest 
enthusiasm  manifested. 

Under  visitations  he  says: 

“I  believe  that  these  visits  of  Grand  Officers  not  only  show  our  interest 
in  the  subordinate  Chapters,  but  give  them  an  opportunity  for  getting  out 
their  members.  I  think  it  very  important  that  some  members  of  Grand 
Chapter  visit  each  subordinate  Chapter  in  the  State  during  the  year.  ” 

Absolutely  correct. 

Further  he  says  that  he  has  requested  all  local 
Chapters  to  have  their  books  audited  and  send  a  copy 
of  the  audit  to  him.  The  address  as  a  whole  is  one  of 
the  finest  in  spirit  and  helpfulness  we  have  read.  This 
Grand  High  Priest  had  his  face  set  to  the  future,  in¬ 
stead  of  spending  his  time  looking  over  the  road  al¬ 
ready  trod. 

Dispensations  for  five  new  Chapters  were  issued. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  a  lengthy  report 
of  his  work,  which  seems  to  embrace  that  of  Grand 
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Lecturer  as  well  as  Grand  Secretary.  His  report 
shows:  Exaltations,  722,  with  a  net  gain  of  614;  pres¬ 
ent  membership,  7121;  total  number  of  Chapters,  51. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows:  Balance  on 
hand  May  5,  1922,  $6478.56;  permanent  fund, 
$7106.05;  Special  Charity  Fund,  $4065. 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  (we 
suppose)  by  Companion  J.  Edw.  Allen.  He  starts 
right  out  with  Alabama  and  winds  up  with  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  and  never  says  good  morning  or  good-by.  He  uses 
the  narrative  form  almost  exclusively,  and  has  really 
gathered  much  valuable  information.  Pennsylvania 
for  1921  is  fraternally  noted.

NORTH  DAKOTA,  1922. 

The  Thirty-third  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  North  Dakota  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Fargo,  January  24  and  25,  1922. 

All  the  Chapters  but  one  represented. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  annual  address,  re¬ 
ports  one  dispensation  to  ballot  out  of  time ;  five  dis¬ 
pensations  for  substituting  a  candidate  in  the  Royal 
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Arch  Degree.  This  would  not  be  necessary  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

He  reports  the  appointment  of  five  District  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priests  and  says: 

“  Excellent  results  have  been  obtained  in  almost  every  District  Con¬ 
vocation  and  splendid  work  done  for  Capitular  Masonry,  I  recommend 
that  this  system  be  made  permanent.  ’  ’ 

Three  new  Chapters  were  constituted. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  296  Exalta¬ 
tions  ;  present  membership  4009,  a  net  gain  of  165. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre¬ 
spondence  is  by  M.  E.  Companion  Guthrie.  He  re¬ 
views  and  culls  for  the  Companions  of  North  Dakota 
many  gems  from  the  current  Capitular  history,  as 
shown  by  the  different  reports.  Pennsylvania  omitted.

NOVA  SCOTIA,  1922. 

The  Fifty-third  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Nova  Scotia  was 
held  at  Lunenberg,  J une  13,  1922.  Pennsylvania  not 
represented. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest,  in -his  annual  address, 
pays  high  compliment  to  the  community  of  Lunen- 
berg.  Evidently  the}^  are  fishermen  of  no  mean  ac¬ 
complishments. 

He  decides  that  a  Master  Mason  can  demit  from 
his  Lodge  without  affecting  his  standing  in  his  Chap¬ 
ter. 

Quite  a  number  of  dispensations  are  issued,  sev¬ 
eral  of  which  were  to  permit  Chapters  to  hold  regu¬ 
lar  meetings  at  times  other  than  that  fixed  in  their 
By-laws.  We  very  much  doubt  the  soundness  of  this 
practice. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  during  his  term,  visited 
every  one  of  the  twenty  Chapters  in  the  Jurisdiction, 
for  which  he  is  highly  commended. 

Fraternal  recognition  is  extended  to  the  Grand 
Chapters  of  New  Zealand  and  Western  Australia. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  number  Exalted,  190 ; 
net  gain,  115,  and  present  membership,  2586. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a  cash  balance  of 
$3871. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre¬ 
spondence  is  by  Companion  Brenton  F.  Porter, 
Grand  Secretary.  He  says  the  labor  of  condensing 
the  proceedings  from  fifty-eight  Jurisdictions,  some 
of  them  for  two  years,  into  the  limited  space  allotted 
to  the  Committee’s  report  requires  a  large  amount  of 
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time  and  labor.  Verily  he  speaketh  the  words  of  truth 
and  soberness,  as  many  a  correspondent  can  testify. 

Pennsylvania  is  very  fraternally  noted.  He  says 
that  the  Grand  High  Priest  usually  holds  office  for 
two  years,  “  which  is  a  custom  we  would  heartily  en¬ 
dorse.” 

We  regret  that  we  cannot  lay  more  of  Companion 
Porter's  report  before  our  readers,  but  we  must 
hasten  on. 


The  next  Annual  Convocation  is  to  be  held  in  the 
city  of  St.  John’s,  Newfoundland,  at  a  time  to  be  de¬ 
termined  by  the  Grand  Officers.  Sometime  during 
the  summer  of  1923.  When  we  realize  that  for  most 
of  the  Companions  this  means  a  trip  of  eight  days, 
then  we  can  appreciate  how  much  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Nova  Scotia  thinks  of  its  one  Chapter,  so  far  away.

OHIO,  1921. 

The  transactions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Eoyal 
Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  at  its  One  Hun¬ 
dred  and  Fifth  Annual  Convocation,  held  October  5 
and  6,  1921,  come  to  us  in  a  large  volume.  The 
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“  Transactions  ”  taking  up  eighty-six  pages  and  other 

information  the  balance  of  over  four  hundred  pages. 

#• 

The  first  thing  which  caught  our  eye  was:  “The 
officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  assembled 
at  the  Miami  Hotel  and  were  escorted  to  the  Ma¬ 
sonic  Temple  by  Reed  Commandery,  No.  6,  Knights 
Templar,  led  by  Culbertson’s  Band,  from  the  Na¬ 
tional  Soldiers’  Home.”  All  of  which  we  suppose 
served  its  purpose  to  advertise  Freemasonry  in  Bay- 
ton,  Ohio.  In  Pennsylvania  it  would  not  be  permit¬ 
ted  by  the  Grand  Commandery,  nor  for  a  moment 
sanctioned  by  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  189  Chap¬ 
ters  represented  and  seven  absent.  After  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  “the  Most  Excellent 
Grand  High  Priest  declared  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of  Ohio  opened  in 
Ample  Form  in  its  One  Hundred  and  Fifth  Convoca¬ 
tion  for  the  dispatch  of  such  business  as  may  regu¬ 
larly  come  before  it.” 

Committees  being  appointed,  Companion  John  M. 
Sweitzer  takes  three  pages  to  tell  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  how  welcome  it  is  in  Dayton,  and  what  a  whale  of 
a  city  Dayton  is  anyway,  and  E.  Companion  Miles  S. 
Kuhns  takes  two  pages  to  assure  the  Mayor  of  the 
great  joy  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  being  permitted 
to  meet  in  a  place  so  close  to  Paradise.  Then  follows 
another  page  of  welcome  from  the  High  Priest  of  the 
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local  Chapter,  after  which  the  Grand  High  Priest,  be¬ 
ing  assured  that  he  is  welcome,  delivers  his  annual 
address.  This  is  a  clear  and  succint  account  of  the 
activities  of  Grand  Chapter  for  the  past  year.  In 
his  introductory  he  says : 

1 1  There  is  demand  today  for  careful,  painstaking  service  on  the  part 
of  every  man  who  has  the  interests  of  humanity  at  heart,  and  every  organ¬ 
ization  that  seeks  to  elevate  mankind  by  its  teachings.  Do  you  as  officers  in 
your  several  Chapters  appreciate  the  opportunities  and  responsibilities 
which  are  yours?” 

He  reports  the  death  of  two  Past  Grand  High 
Priests,  M.  E.  Companion  James  Wilkins  Iredell. 
Companion  Iredell  was,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  the 
Representative  of  Pennsylvania,  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Ohio.  Companion  Iredell  was  a  Pennsyl¬ 
vanian  by  birth,  having  been  born  at  Norristown,  Pa., 
June  17,  1841. 

On  the  subject  of  Inspection  he  says:  “The  system 
of  inspections  followed  for  several  years,  has  proven 
so  satisfactory  and  beneficial  that  it  may  well  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  fixture  in  this  part  of  Grand  Chapter 
work.”  This  is  similar  to  our  District  Deputy  sys¬ 
tem,  which  has  worked  so  well  in  Pennsylvania  for 
many  years. 

“On  the  whole  the  condition  of  the  subordinate 
Chapters  is  good.  Some  few  still  fail  to  appreciate 
that  levity  has  no  place  in  the  conferring  of  the 
Chapter  Degrees.” 
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Five  new  Chapters  were  constituted  during  the 
year,  and  dispensations  issued  for  three  new  Chap¬ 
ters.  One  petition  for  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Chap¬ 
ter  was  refused. 

A  dispensation  for  a  Chapter  to  march  in  proces¬ 
sion  with  other  civic  bodies  was  refused.  Also  a  dis¬ 
pensation  to  Cleveland  Chapter,  No.  148,  to  confer 
the  degrees  in  different  rooms  on  the  same  evening 
was  refused.  All  of  which  looks  like  very  sound  Ma¬ 
sonic  law  in  Pennsylvania. 

Among  the  Grand  Representatives  recommended 
was  E.  Companion  William  H.  Tateman,  of  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  as  the  Representative  of  Pemisylvania  near 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio,  to  All  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  M.  E.  Companion  Iredell.  They  de¬ 
clined  to  appoint  a  Grand  Representative  near  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  because  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  is  not  speaking 
with  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  as  they  pass  by. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  receipts  during  the 
year  of  $47,423.48;  expenses,  $42,068.38,  with  a  net 
total  balance  carried  forward  of  $55,673.50. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  is  a  perpetual  won¬ 
der  to  me.  It  is  one  of  the  finest  that  ever  comes  to 
my  desk.  Of  course  it  is  his  twenty-third  and  he 
ought  to  know  how,  but  even  at  that,  he  puts  things 
in  such  a  way  that  you  can  get  at  the  facts  at  once, 
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and  without  a  mathematical  calculation.  For  exam¬ 


ple:

“Net  gain  during  the  year  7297,  which  is  1612  less  than  last  year,  but 
is  3142  more  than  that  of  1919,  which  was  the  largest  in  our  history.  ” 

The  Masonic  Home  occupies  a  large  place  in  Ca¬ 
pitular  Masonry  in  Ohio,  and  its  report  is  most  cred¬ 
itable  and  interesting.  The  average  cost  per  person, 
from  figures  given,  was  $559.33.  The  average  num¬ 
ber  cared  for  was  217.  However,  they  deduct  $38,- 
501.95  for  extraordinary  expense  before  arriving  at 
the  $559.33  per  person. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Com¬ 
panion  O.  P.  Sperra.  He  reviews  fifty-two  Jurisdic¬ 
tions,  and  in  101  pages  gathers  many  interesting  and 
instructive  facts  for  the  Companions  of  Ohio.  Penn¬ 
sylvania  is  accorded  three  pages,  and  liberal  extracts 
are  made  from  Grand  High  Priest  Davises  address. 
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M.  E.  Companion  Frank  L,  Beggs,  Grand  High 
Priest.

OKLAHOMA,  1922. 

The  Thirty-third  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Oklahoma  was  held  in  Muskogee,  April 
5, 1922. 


The  work  of  the  year  is  reviewed  by  the  Grand 
High  Priest  in  his  annual  address.  It  shows  that  he 
has  had  a  very  watchful  eye  over  the  Jurisdiction 
during  the  year.  He  regrets  that  some  matters  in¬ 
terfered  with  the  execution  of  all  the  things  that  he 
had  planned  to  do  during  the  year.  He  reports  three 
sick  Chapters  to  which  he  ministered,  and  now  thinks 
that  they  are  convalescent.  He  deplores  the  failure 
for  two  years  to  settle  the  ritual  question.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  decisions  are  reported,  one  that  a  Chajiter  is 
not  an  itinerant  organization,  and  could  not  transact 
business  and  confer  degrees  in  a  town  other  than 
where  it  was  authorized  to  do  work  in  its  charter.  A 
very  sound  decision.  He  reports  ten  visits,  aside  from 
his  own  Chapter,  and  from  the  experience  gained  la¬ 
ments  the  small  attendance  at  Chapter  meetings.  Also 
a  failure  to  follow  the  ritual.  He  has  also  learned 
what  many  have  before  him,  that  where  the  ritual  was 
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correctly  rendered  the  attendance  was  good.  He 

savs : 

«/ 

1  ‘  The  Chapter  occupies  a  place  in  our  Masonic  system  that  easily  per¬ 
mits  inactivity.  The  Lodge  attracts  the  favorable  attention  of  all  good 
people  by  the  care  of  the  distressed  and  the  burial  of  deceased  Brethren. 
The  Commandery,  by  costume  and  public  display,  enlivens  zeal  and  sus¬ 
tains  adherence.  The  Chapter,  living  within  itself,  and  doing  little  but 
confer  degrees,  often  fails  in  sustaining  interest  enough  to  insure  good 
attendance  and  good  ceremonial  work.  ’  ’ 


He  recommends  a  paid  Lecturer  to  instruct  in  the 
work. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a  balance  of  $21,- 
162.56  besides  balances  in  the  war  fund,  emergency 
relief  fund,  triennial  fund  and  educational  fund. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  1880  exalted, 
with  a  net  gain  of  1775.  Present  membership,  11,- 
712. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Com¬ 
panion  William  Noble.  It  is  his  fourth,  and  very 
brief,  but  also  very  good.  He  does  not  take  kindly 
to  the  amalgamation  of  the  Chapter  and  the  Council, 
in  which  we  heartily  agree.  We  heard  that  fully  dis¬ 
cussed  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  West  Virginia,  where 
they  are  all  under  one  management.  The  Grand 
High  Priest,  in  his  annual  address,  showed  most  con¬ 
clusively  that  there  should  be  a  separation,  but  the 
stand  patters  would  have  none  of  it.  He  says  officers 
should  qualify  by  being  able  to  confer  the  degrees. 
We  thought  that  was  always  required.  It  is  a  part 
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of  their  duty,  and  they  cannot  fulfill  their  obligation 
as  officers  unles  they  can  confer  the  degrees. 

Pennsylvania  for  1920  and  1921  fraternally  re¬ 
viewed.  We  are  sincerely  glad  Companion  Noble 
did  not  retire,  and  earnestly  hope  he  may  long  con¬ 
tinue  to  grace  the  round  table.

OREGON,  1922. 

The  Sixtv-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of 
Oregon  was  held  in  Portland,  June  12,  1922,  Penn¬ 
sylvania  being  among  those  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  annual  address,  re¬ 
fers  to  the  fact  that  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  at  its 
meeting  in  Asheville,  September,  1921,  reaffirmed  its 
former  decision  declining  to  grant  a  charter  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon.  The  General  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  assured  them  that  since  1860  Oregon  had  been  a 
Grand  Chapter,  and  so  far  as  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  is  concerned,  always  will  be  a  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  also  reports  granting  a 
dispensation  to  one  of  the  Chapters  to  move  its  place 
of  meeting  to  suit  candidates.  Bad  practice.  Four 
dispensations  for  new  Chapters  are  reported.  He 
reports  that  he  made  some  visitations,  and  says  that 
he  ought  to  have  made  more,  but  that  circumstances 
prevented  him. 

He  says: 

*  ‘  I  found  in  visiting  different  Chapters  that  all  of  them  do  their  work 
a  little  different.  I  also  found  that  some  of  them  are  using  rituals  that 
have  not  been  approved  by  Grand  Chapter.  Now  I  would  recommend  that 
this  Grand  Chapter  take  some  action  in  regard  to  using  different  rituals.  It 
is  my  idea  that  this  Grand  Chapter  should  issue  a  ritual  of  their  own,  and 
see  that  the  Chapters  use  it.  In  that  way  the  work  would  be  the  same 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  and  when  the  Grand  High  Priest  visited  the 
different  Chapters  he  could  explain  the  ritual  with  some  intelligence.” 

Why  not  adopt  the  ritual  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter?  It  would  be  of  more  use  to  you  than  the 
charter  about  which  you  have  been  so  anxious. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  the  total  member¬ 
ship  at  the  close  of  the  year  as  6237,  a  net  gain  for 
the  year  of  528.  All  the  Chapters  except  four  showed 
a  net  gain  during  the  year.  Number  exalted,  619. 

The  financial  statement  shows  receipts,  $5871.27; 
disbursements,  $3843.77,  with  a  balance  on  hand  of 
$1911.28,  which,  with  securities  held,  amounts  to  $23,- 
790.98. 

Grand  Chapter  granted  charters  to  two  of  the 
Chapters  under  dispensation,  and  continued  the  other 
two  dispensations  for  another  year. 
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The  Committee  on  Grand  High  Priest’s  address 
agreed  with  him  that  undue  levity  in  conferring  de¬ 
grees  in  the  Chapter  was  to  be  deplored,  but  called 
his  attention  to  the  fact  that  all  power  and  authority 
necessary  to  deal  with  such  matters  are  vested  in  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  no  action  by  the  Grand 
Chapter  is  necessaiy. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre¬ 
spondence  is  by  Companion  Walter  O.  Haines.  In 
his  introduction  he  says  that  a  study  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  seems  to  show  that  the  question  of  rushing  candi¬ 
dates  from  one  degree  to  another,  and  from  one  body 
to  another,  seems  to  be  attracting  the  widest  consider¬ 
ation,  closely  followed  by  the  question  of  collective 
ballot,  with  the  question  of  conferring  the  degrees  on 
large  classes  a  close  third.  We  notice  that  all  these 
are  in  the  interest  of  “ haste,”  which  seems  to  be  the 
“Password”  of  the  present  generation.  The  corre¬ 
spondent  very  justly  decries  all  these  things,  and 
voices  the  sentiment  of  all  thoughtful  Masons  that 
degrees  should  be  conferred  impressively,  correctly 
and  with  a  sufficient  length  of  time  intervening  for 
the  candidate  to  absorb  and  digest  the  lessons  taught 
therein. 

He  reviews  sixty-one  J urisdictions.  Under  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Grand  Chapter,  speaking  of  the  severance  of  the 
relations  with  Scotland,  he  says : 

‘  ‘  The  General  Grand  Chapter  still  maintains  that  it  alone  has  any  Juris¬ 
diction  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  but  we  feel  that  their  claim  is  not  valid, 
as  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is  not  a  recognized  body  outside  of  the  United 
States.”  (Italics  ours.) 
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Now  that  is  a  pretty  hot  one.  And  yet  they  are 
peeved  out  in  Oregon  that  this  same  General  Grand 
Chapter  won’t  give  them  a  charter. 

Pennsylvania  is  fraternally  reviewed,  and  special 
note  made  of  our  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  An¬ 
niversary.  The  opinions  expressed  by  the  Foreign 
Correspondent  for  Pennsylvania  for  1921  are  quoted 
with  approval.  The  whole  report  of  this  year  from 
Oregon  should  be  read  by  every  Royal  Arch  Mason 
in  the  States,  and  then  we  feel  quite  sure  that  they 
would  get  together  on  the  ritual,  horse  play,  big 
classes,  and  many  other  matters  very  easily.  The  trou¬ 
ble  with  too  many  of  our  Royal  Arch  Masons  (includ¬ 
ing  officers)  is  that  they  do  not  read  enough  Masonry 
to  have  a  firm  underlying  knowledge  of  the  funda¬ 
mental  principles  of  Free  Masonry.  It  has  a  genius 
and  philosophy  all  its  own,  and  well  worth  any  man’s 
thoughtful  attention  and  study.  The  whole  of  Free¬ 
masonry  is  not  told  to  the  candidate  when  he  receives 
his  degrees,  but  enough  is  told  to  him  that  by  read¬ 
ing  and  research  he  can  enlarge  his  knowledge.  No¬ 
where  can  be  better  begin  than  by  reading  carefully 
the  proceedings  of  his  own  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Chapter.

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QUEBEC,  1922. 

The  Forty-fifth  Annual  Grand  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Quebec  was 
held  in  Montreal,  March  22,  1922. 

The  Proceedings  which  “are  ordered  to  be  read  in 
all  the  Chapters”  are  before  us.  We  note  from  them 
that  Pennsylvania  was  among  those  present. 

The  Grand  First  Principal  Z.’s  address  deals  only 
with  matters  of  interest  to  the  Chapters.  He  issued 
two  dispensations  to  open  new  Chapters.  He  says  that 
he  believes  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  if  more  Chapters  were  formed.  During  the 
year  three  new  Chapters  were  instituted.  Eleven  visit¬ 
ations  are  reported.  The  condition  of  the  Craft  is 
excellent.  There  was  an  increase  during  the  year  of 
311  in  the  membership.  Total  membership  reported, 
2769.  He  recommends  among  other  things  the 
“elimination  of  the  degree  of  Past  Master,”  which 
recommendation  was  approved  by  the  Committee  on 
Grand  Z.’s  address. 

The  Committee  on  Ritual  reported  progress,  and 
say: 

1 1  The  P.  M.  degree  has  received  the  careful  attention  of  your  Com¬ 
mittee,  "who  feel  it  is  a  survival  of  former  conditions  which  do  not  now 
exist,  and  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  recommend  that  it  be 
eliminated.  ’  ’ 
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The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  that 
Nestor  of  the  Round  Table,  Companion  E.  D.  T. 
Chambers,  P.  G.  Z.  It  is  his  thirty-fifth,  and  what 
a  wealth  of  Masonic  information  he  lavs  before  the 

• j 

Companions. 

He,  in  common  with  other  reviewers,  notes  the 
great  rush  for  “ degrees.’ ’ 

After  speaking  most  kindly  of  Pennsylvania,  this 
ripe  Masonic  scholar  says:  “ Pennsylvania  has  been 
synonymous  in  this  writer’s  mind  for  more  than  forty 
years  with  all  that  is  best  in  Masonic  Conservatism.” 
Our  hope  and  aim  is  that  it  may  always  continue  to 
deserve  the  high  encomium.  He  quotes  from  M.  E. 
Companion  Quinby’s  address  that  part  giving  the 
pledge. 

In  reviewing  Pennsylvania  for  1921  he  says:  “To 
Pennsylvania  we  are  accustomed  to  look  for  the  best, 
most  scholarly  and  most  conservative  correspondence 
reports  for  the  year,  and  we  are  seldom  disap¬ 
pointed.” 

No  greater  compliment  has  ever  been  paid  to  us. 
Liberal  quotations  are  made  from  our  report.

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SCOTLAND,  1922. 

We  have  three  of  the  pamphlets  issued  by  the  Su¬ 
preme  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland  to  let  the 
world  know  what  they  are  doing.  These  pamphlets 
cover  the  Annual  Convocation  held  March  21,  when 
the  Grand  First  Principal  Z.  was  installed  and  the 
festival  of  the  Vernal  Equinox  celebrated.  This  fes¬ 
tival  seems  to  be  a  real  banquet,  and  Mr.  Volstead  is 
not  invited  to  attend.  The  Grand  First  Principal  Z. 
makes  what  corresponds  to  the  annual  address  of  a 
Grand  High  Priest  in  the  United  States  at  this  ban¬ 
quet.  Many  toasts  are  proposed  and  responded  to, 
and  there  seems  to  be  a  general  good  time. 

At  the  Annual  Convocation  the  Earl  of  Cassillis 
was  installed  First  Grand  Principal  Z.  and  the  other 
office  bearers  into  their  respective  stations.  This  is  the 
tenth  installation  for  the  Noble  Earl,  and  he  has  cer¬ 
tainly  made  them  a  splendid  First  Grand  Z.  His  re¬ 
port  of  visitations  might  almost  rival  that  of  our  good 
friend  Ponton,  of  Canada,  but  no,  no  one  can  rival 
M.  E.  Companion  Ponton.  He  is  in  a  class  all  by 
himself. 

The  Grand  First  Principal  refers  to  the  sending  of 
a  deputation  from  Scotland  to  testify  in  the  case  of 
the  People  v.  Thomas  McBlain  Thompson,  Thomas 
Perrott,  Dominic  Berger  and  Robert  Jameson,  ex¬ 
pelled  members  of  Scotland,  who  were  peddling  de¬ 
grees  in  the  West,  and  who  were  indicted  in  the  First 
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District  in  Utah.  They  claimed  to  be  Scottish  Ma¬ 
sons,  and  as  such  entitled  to  found  Lodges,  Chapters, 
Consistories,  and  the  Lord  only  knows  what,  and  con¬ 
fer  the  degrees  for  so  much  per.  The  testimony  of 
these  Scottish  Masons  was  most  important  and  went 
far  toward  securing  the  conviction  of  these  impostors. 
It  was  a  most  gracious  act  on  the  part  of  our  Scottish 
Brethren,  and  is  very  highly  appreciated  by  the 
Masons  of  the  United  States. 

The  Earl  of  Cassillis  also  specially  commissioned 
one  of  the  witnesses  as  his  personal  representative  to 
see  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
and  see  if  the  differences  could  not  be  satisfactorily 
arranged.  The  whole  attitude  of  Scotland  in  this 
matter  has  been  dignified  and  courteous,  a  thing 
which  we  regret  to  say  cannot  be  said  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter. 

The  Earl  of  Cassillis,  in  replying  at  the  banquet, 
gave  some  statistics  which  I  have  been  unable  to  find 
elsewhere.  Last  year  there  was  5735  Exaltations; 
admission  to  Lodges  and  Councils,  4672,  and  admis¬ 
sions  to  Cryptic  Rite,  1575.  Twenty-five  Royal  Arch 
charters  were  granted,  and  twenty-three  other  char¬ 
ters,  making  in  all  forty-eight.  The  admissions  on  the 
whole  show  a  drop  of  about  one-third  from  previous 
year,  and  many  of  the  Chapters  have  been  glad  of  the 
opportunity  of  working  the  so-called  side  degrees  so 
as  to  keep  their  membership  alive  and  interested.  He 
claims  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  is  the 
largest  Masonic  body  in  the  world.  He  reports  that 
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during  the  year  the  last  remaining  mortgage  on  the 
property  of  the  Grand  Chapter  had  been  paid  off,  and 
the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  was  entirely  free  from 
debt. 

He  reports  the  property  belonging  to  the  Grand 
Chapter,  together  with  cash  in  hand,  amounts  to 
twenty-seven  thousand  seven  hundred  pounds.  In¬ 
come  from  all  sources  during  the  year,  six  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight  pounds.

SOUTH  CAROLINA,  1921. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  Annual  Convocation 
of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Caro¬ 
lina  was  held  in  Newberry,  April  12,  1921. 

After  the  opening  of  Grand  Chapter  and  a  wel¬ 
coming  address  the  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  Com¬ 
panion  Samuel  T.  Lanahan  delivered  his  address. 
The  address  breathes  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry,  and 
was,  no  doubt,  an  inspiration  to  all  those  who  had 
the  privilege  of  hearing  it.  He  reports  harmony 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  but  notes  that  the  un¬ 
precedented  prosperity  of  the  preceding  year  had 
come  to  a  sudden  halt,  owing  to  the  financial  strin¬ 
gency. 
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For  purposes  of  visitation  he  divided  the  State  into 
fourteen  Districts  and  assigned  a  Past  Grand  High 

Priest  or  Grand  Officer  to  visit  the  Chapters  in  each 
District. 

Two  new  Chapters  were  constituted  during  the 
year  and  a  dispensation  granted  for  one  new  Chap¬ 
ter.  A  few  routine  dispensations  were  granted  to 
install  officers  and  “  quite  a  number  of  dispensations 
refused.  I  find  that  all  of  them  were  requests  to 
shorten  the  constitutional  time  for  the  investigation 
of  petitions  and  to  accelerate  the  time  for  conferring 
degrees.  I  am  strong  in  the  belief  that  no  such  dis¬ 
pensation  should  be  granted  except  in  cases  where 
very  strong  and  unusual  reasons  can  be  shown.”  Well 
said. 

The  consolidation  of  Chapters  Nos.  1  and  3,  in  the 
city  of  Charleston,  is  reported.  The  consolidated 
Chapter  will  be  known  as  Carolina  Chapter,  No.  1. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  very  properly  calls  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  Correspondence  report  of  Companion 
James  L.  Michie,  and  commends  its  reading  to  the 
Craft.  A  recommendation  which  the  writer,  who  for 
a  number  of  years  has  been  a  diligent  reader  of  Com¬ 
panion  Michie "s  report,  can  most  heartily  join. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  that  he  was  obliged 
to  decline  invitations  to  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania 
to  attend  their  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Anni¬ 
versaries.  We  surely  missed  you.

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  receipts  $8994.95, 
with  expenses  $9698.46. 

The  Grand  Secretary  says:  “That  it  is  with  great 
satisfaction  he  announces  that  all  the  Chapters  have 
made  their  returns  and  paid  their  dues.99 


The  report  shows  974  Exaltations  during  the  year ; 
9  affiliations,  and  17  reinstated;  losses,  152;  present 
membership,  5687.  All  Chapters  but  two  did  work 
during  the  year.  The  largest  Chapter  has  457  mem¬ 
bers,  the  smallest  32. 


The  following  amendment  to  the  By-laws  of  Grand 
Chapter  was  proposed,  and  unanimous  consent  for 
its  consideration  being  refused,  laid  over  until  next 
year: 

“That  three  lunar  months  must  elapse  from  the  date  that  the  Master 
Mason's  degree  is  conferred  upon  a  candidate  before  he  is  eligible  to  peti¬ 
tion  any  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  for  the  Capitular  Degree.  ' ' 

(In  Pennsylvania  it  is  six  months.) 


The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre¬ 
spondence  is  by  Companion  Past  High  Priest  J.  L. 
Michie.  It  is  his  eleventh,  and  just  as  good  as  his 
others,  which  ranks  him  with  the  best  in  the  country. 
He  reivews  all  the  Jurisdictions  except  Montana, 
whose  proceedings  did  not  reach  him  in  time. 


Under  California  he  notes  that  the  Grand  High 
Priest  opened  a  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  in  its 
hall,  then  went  to  a  quarry  near  Los  Angeles  and  con¬ 
ferred  the  degree  on  a  large  class,  of  which  he  says : 
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“  You  must  open  a  Lodge  in  its  regular  meeting  place, 
but  you  can  then  go  ahead  and  peddle  the  degrees 
wherever  you  like.”  It  seems  to  us  that  all  this  is 
nonsense,  and  can  have  but  one  effect  upon  the 
thoughtful,  earnest  student,  and  that  is  “ cheapness.” 
So  many  people  think  that  unless  they  do  something 
novel  or  bizarre  they  are  likely  to  be  overlooked  or 
forgotten.  Such  should  not  be  entrusted  with  guid¬ 
ing  the  fortunes  of  Freemasonry. 

Pennsylvania  is  fraternally  reviewed,  and  several 
quotations  made  from  our  report.  (We  note  in  1922 
that  Companion  Michie  wants  to  know  why  South 
Carolina  was  omitted  by  us  last  year.  The  answer  is 
that  the  proceedings  did  not  reach  the  writer  until 
after  we  had  gone  to  press.  Next  time  we  will  hold 
them  up  until  wTe  receive  Companion  Michie  re¬ 
port.)

SOUTH  CAROLINA,  1922. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  Grand  Convoca¬ 
tion  of  the  Most  Excellent  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
South  Carolina  was  held  in  Florence,  April  11,  1922. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  annual  address,  re¬ 
views  the  work  of  the  year.  Dispensations  for  two  new 
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Chapters  were  granted,  and  one  dispensation  for  a 
Chapter  recalled.  A  number  of  dispensations  to  elect 
and  install  officers  were  granted,  but  he  says :  “I  have 
consistently  refused  to  grant  dispensations  to  shorten 
the  statutory  time  or  permitting  the  conferring  of 
more  than  two  degrees  at  one  Convocation  except  in 
extreme  cases.” 

He  decided  that  a  Brother  Master  Mason  who  had 
lost  his  right  hand  could  not  be  admitted  to  receive 
the  Capitular  Degrees.  “He  cannot  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  initiation.” 

He  recommends  that  the  compensation  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  be  increased  from 
$300  to  $500  per  year,  saying  very  justly  that  the 
work  of  the  Companion  ( J.  L.  Michie)  was  of  a  very 
high  order.  We  heartily  concur  in  that  statement.  In 
fact,  we  think  that  we  said  that  long  ago.  We  are 
pleased  to  note  that  Grand  Chapter  approved  the 
recommendation. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  661  Exaltations  with 
a  net  gain  of  536.  Present  membership,  6223. 

The  review  of  the  Proceedings  (Foreign  Cor¬ 
respondence)  is  by  Companion  J.  L.  Michie,  and,  as 
usual,  it  is  very  fine.  He  sa}^s  we  never  said  a  word 
about  South  Carolina  in  our  review  in  1920.  Well,  we 
don’t  know  how  we  missed  him,  but  we  do  know  that 
we  are  writing  a  double  header  this  year,  and  it  is  our 
last. 
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We  regret  that  we  cannot  lay  before  our  Compan¬ 
ions  in  Pennsylvania  much  of  Companion  Michie's 
report,  but  we  are  already  away  behind  with  our  re¬ 
port,  and  must  hurry  along. 

In  bidding  good-by,  we  will  say  that  our  happiness 
will  never  be  complete  until  Companion  Michie  al¬ 
lows  himself  to  be  the  guest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Pennsylvania.

SOUTH  DAKOTA,  1922. 

The  Thirtv-third  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
•> 

Chapter  of  Eoyal  Arch  Masons  of  South  Dakota  was 
held  at  Huron,  J une  15,  1922. 

After  opening  Grand  Chapter,  M.  E.  Companion 
William  F.  Kuhn,  General  Grand  High  Priest  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  was 
received. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  annual  address,  re¬ 
views  the  work  of  the  year.  He  reports  the  constitu¬ 
tion  of  three  new  Chapters  and  a  dispensation 
granted  for  one  new  Chapter.  No  decisions  are  re¬ 
ported.  He  recommends  that  the  ritual  adopted  by 
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the  General  Grand  Chapter  he  .referred  to  a  commit¬ 
tee  for  consideration. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  cash  bal¬ 
ance  of  $9266. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  that  two 
Chapters  under  dispensation  have  been  doing  good 
work  and  have  applied  for  charters,  which  he  recom¬ 
mends  be  granted.  He  further  recommends  that  the 
By-laws  adopted  in  1908  be  revised. 

Number  of  Chapters  chartered,  39 ;  under  dispensa¬ 
tion,  3;  number  Exalted  during  the  year,  626;  ad¬ 
mitted,  90;  reinstated,  11;  total  gain,  727 ;  total  loss, 
327 ;  net  gain,  400 ;  present  membership,  6063. 

A  question  was  asked  of  the  Grand  High  Priest 
which  he  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurispru¬ 
dence,  who  made  the  following  report : 

“The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  protest  of  Lemmon  Com- 
mandery  against  the  practice  of  holding  Chapter  meetings  on  the  Sabbath 
would  respectfully  report  that  such  a  practice  is  absolutely  opposed  to 
Masonic  principles,  and  should  not  be  tolerated  in  Capitular  Masonry,  and 
we  recommend  that  this  be  made  a  part  of  the  written  laws  of  this  Grand 
Chapter.  ’  ’ 

Which  report  was  concurred  in. 

What  surprises  us  is  that  such  a  question  should 
have  been  raised.  We,  who  so  often  promise  “ God’s 
holy  word  to  keep”  ought  never  to  rob  God. 

The  report  on  fraternal  correspondence  is  by  Com¬ 
panion  Charles  L.  Bock  way,  and  is  an  admirable  re¬ 
view  of  the  different  Jurisdictions. 
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In  his  conclusion  he  says : 

“The  dignity  and  merit  of  the  Chapter  Degrees  are  becoming  more  ap¬ 
preciated  in  all  Grand  Chapters,  and  sincere  and  constructive  work  is 
everywhere  carried  on  with  a  view  of  creating  in  the  minds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  a  clearer  conception  of  what  may  be  done  by  dignified  work  in  confer¬ 
ring  the  degrees,  and  the  meaning  of  the  ceremonies.  ’  ’

TENNESSEE,  1922. 

The  Ninety-third  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Most 
Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Tennessee 
was  held  in  Freemason’s  Hall,  Nashville,  beginning 
on  Monday,  January  23,  A.  H.  1922,  at  9  A.  M. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  thirteen  Past  Grand  High 
Priests,  forty-nine  Past  High  Priests  of  subordinate 
Chapters  and  thirty-five  Grand  Representatives  of 
other  Jurisdictions  were  present.  Eighty-two  Chap¬ 
ters  were  represented. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  after 
prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  honored  by  an  official  visit¬ 
ation  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  Companion 
William  F.  Kithn. 
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The  Most  Excellent  Grand  .High  Priest  then  read 
his  address. 

After  greeting  the  members  and  visitors  a  hearty 
welcome  to  the  Ninety-third  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Tennessee,  he  reported  the  death 
of  two  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 

Eighteen  official  visits  b}^  the  Grand  High  Priest 
are  reported. 

In  his  address  he  reports  there  are  over  one  hun¬ 
dred  dead  Chapters  in  Tennessee,  and  that  Tennessee 
is  the  banner  State  for  dead  Chapters  We  note  also 
that  charters  were  taken  from  some  seven  Chapters 
for  irregularities  and  other  causes.  Possibly  this  will 
have  the  effect  of  bringing  some  of  the  dead  Chap¬ 
ters  to  life.  Five  dispensations  were  granted  to  new 
Chapters. 

Instead  of  the  usual  exemplification  of  the  Royal 
Arch  Degree  the  Grand  High  Priest  brought  some 
boys  to  exemplify  the  degrees  of  the  Order  of  DeMo- 
lay  for  Boys. 

The  financial  report  shows  a  substantial  balance 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

Grand  Chapter  was  called  off  from  labor  to  refresh¬ 
ment. 

The  degrees  of  the  Order  of  DeMolay  for  Boys 
were  exemplified  in  the  evening. 
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Tuesday,  January  24,  1922,  Grand  Chapter  was 
called  on  to  labor. 

Twelve  Chapters  were  reported  delinquent. 

Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  all  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  especially  the 
one  having  reference  to  increasing  the  fee  for  new 
Chapters  from  $25  to  $50. 

Appropriations  include  $600  for  scholarship  of 
Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home,  $200  to  erect  monu¬ 
ment  in  honor  of  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  Philip  N.  Matlack,  deceased,  also  that  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  boys  who  exemplified  the  degrees  of  the 
Order  of  HeMolay  for  Boys  be  paid. 

The  Order  of  HeMolay  for  Boys  was  endorsed  by 
Grand  Chapter. 

The  Proceedings  of  Pennsylvania  for  1920  were  re¬ 
viewed  by  Companion  T.  A.  Hisey,  in  which  he  stated 
we  have  no  Committee  on  Jurisprudence.  We  have 
such  a  Committee,  but  its  powers  are  limited  to  the  in¬ 
terpretation  of  the  Constitution,  they  having  no 
power  over  the  actions  of  the  Grand  High  Priest.

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TEXAS,  1921. 

The  Seventy-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Texas  convened  in  the 
Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Waco,  Monday,  De¬ 
cember  5,  1921,  at  ten  o’clock  a.  m.  Was  opened  in 
Ample  Form, . 

M.  E.  Companion  O.  O.  Chrisman,  Grand  High 
Priest.  Representatives  of  one  hundred  and  eight 
Chapters  were  present,  also  twenty-six  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  being  represented  by  Companion  Hugh  Rich¬ 
ardson. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  very  com¬ 
plete,  although  rather  long,  some  of  which  we  quote : 

“I  would  not  deceive  you,  my  dear  Companions,  as  to  the  real  situation 
of  the  affairs  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  by  making  only  a  glowing  report  of 
the  splendid  achievements  and  successful  accomplishments  during  the  year, 
but  would  also  candidly  submit  the  facts  found  and  state  that  service  was 
sometimes  rendered  under  adverse  conditions,  and  complex  circumstances. 
Yet  we  must  ever  remember  and  continue  to  bear  in  mind  that  a  vaccination 
and  the  varioloid  are  not  nearly  so  bad  as  a  case  of  smallpox,  and  that 
every  clap  of  thunder  is  not  a  crack  of  doom,  but  serves  a  useful  purpose 
in  purifying  the  surrounding  atmosphere  and  clarifying  the  general  situa¬ 
tion.  ’  ’ 

Four  new  Chapters  were  constituted  by  the  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  fourteen  were  constituted  by 
proxies,  something  we  do  not  have  in  our  Grand  J ur- 
isdiction.  Five  dispensations  for  new  Chapters  were 
also  granted. 
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This  seems  to  indicate  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Texas  is  going  forward. 

A  request  for  dispensation  to  install  a  Scribe-elect 
who  was  taking  a  postgraduate  course  in  Chicago  was 
refused,  and  we  think  rightly,  for  what  good  can  an 
officer  be  to  a  Chapter  when  he  is  several  hundred 
miles  away  and  unable  to  attend  his  duties  ? 

A  decided  stand  is  taken  by  the  Grand  High  Priest 
against  Masonic  work  printed  in  cipher.  Would  that 
all  other  Jurisdictions  would  take  this  stand.  Penn¬ 
sylvania  never  has  countenanced  it,  and  never  will. 
Schools  for  Masonic  Instruction  make  these  ciphers 
not  necessary. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  attended  a  five-day  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  School  of  Instruction  in  the  summer.  This 
is  quite  an  innovation,  and  we  think  conducive  of 
keeping  up  the  enthusiasm  during  the  time  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  Chapters  are  called  off  in  the  summer  time. 

We  quote  another  paragraph  worthy  of  mention : 

*  ‘  Our  laws  should  be  so  amended  as  to  automatically  suspend  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  Chapter  which  fails  to  make  prompt  return,  accurate  reports  or 
complete  remittances  as  required  by  law,  subject,  of  course  to  reinstate¬ 
ment  by  the  Grand  Chapter  or  the  Grand  High  Priest  upon  the  proper 
showing  made.  ’  ’ 

This  would  be  a  good  law,  but  we  are  afraid  would 
be  hard  to  enforce. 

Collective  balloting  is  advocated.  In  our  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  this  is  not  permitted.  Each  petitioner  is  balloted 
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on  separately,  and  we  still  think  this  is  the  only 
method  to  preserve  secrecy  of  the  ballot  and  the  best 
interests  of  Freemasonry. 

Finances  show  good  condition;  membership  to 
June  24,  1923,  being  37,771. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  the  Committee  on  Jurispru¬ 
dence  and  Committee  on  Grand  Officers’  reports  ap¬ 
prove  all  recommendations  and  actions  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  reviewed  by 
Companion  William  James,  but  Pennsylvania,  for 
some  reason  or  other,  is  not  in  his  report.

UTAH,  1922. 

A  Special  Convocation  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Utah  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  October  26,  1921,  at  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  at  four  p.  m.,  at  which  time  action  was  taken 
favorably  on  the  adoption  of  the  ritual  of  the  Royal 
Arch  Degree  as  exemplified  by  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  but  in  adopting  this  ritual  they  were  forced 
to  suspend  a  portion  of  their  By-laws  which  conflicted 
with  the  ritual. 
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This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  Pennsylvania  is  a 
Jurisdiction  unto  itself,  not  permitting  the  ritual  and 
Constitution  to  conflict. 

The  Eleventh  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Most  Ex¬ 
cellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Utah 
convened  at  the  Masonic  Temple,  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  on  Wednesday,  May  3,  1922,  at  ten  a.  m.,  and 
was  opened  in  Ample  Form  after  a  prayer  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain. 

M.  E.  Companion  Robert  W.  Fisher,  Grand  High 
Priest  presiding. 

All  Grand  Officers  present,  four  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  and  twenty-three  Grand  Representatives 
were  also  present.  Six  Chapters  were  represented. 

We  quote  from  the  address  of  the  Most  Excellent 
Grand  High  Priest  the  following : 

“I  therefore  recommend  that  the  By-laws  be  changed  to  the  effect  that 
no  High  Priest  shall  be  installed  until  his  ability  to  accurately  give  the 
ritual  of  the  several  degrees  has  been  attested  by  the  Grand  Lecturer  or 
some  one  who  he  may  appoint  to  act  for  him.” 


This  is  a  good  move  in  the  right  direction,  and  we 
feel  sure  will  produce  good  results. 

He  speaks  especially  of  the  kindness  and  courtesy 
shown  him  by  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  David  J, 
Davis  while  on  a  sojourn  to  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 
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It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  for  us  in  Pennsylvania  to 
entertain  Companions  from  our  sister  Jurisdictions, 
especially  when  they  come  from  such  a  great  distance. 

The  Tenth  Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was 
celebrated  by  having  a  Companion  speak  in  each  sub¬ 
ordinate  Chapter  as  near  the  date  of  the  Anniversary 
as  possible. 

All  Chapters  in  the  Jurisdiction  were  visited  of¬ 
ficially  except  one,  which  was  visited  twice  unoffi¬ 
cially. 

All  dispensations  asked  for  were  granted.  We  take 
exception  to  one — that  of  granting  a  dispensation  to 
hold  a  special  Convocation  to  receive  and  ballot  on 
petitioners.  This  is  a  bad  precedent. 

Membership  and  finances  are  in  a  healthy  condi¬ 
tion. 

The  Proceedings  of  Pennsylvania  for  1920  are  re¬ 
viewed,  and  we  are  spoken  of  in  highly  flattering 
words  as  being  “A  landmark-keeping  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter.  ”  This  we  are  proud  of.

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VERMONT,  1922. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fifth  Annual  Convocation 
of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Vermont  convened  in  the  City  of  Burling¬ 
ton,  at  nine  o’clock  a.  mv  on  Friday,  the  sixteenth  day 
of  J une,  1922. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  by  M.  E.  Compan¬ 
ion  Christie  B.  Crowell,  Grand  High  Priest,  in 
Ample  Form ,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Grand 
Officers. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  present  except  three,  also 
seven  District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests,  twenty- 
four  Grand  Representatives  of  other  Jurisdictions, 
Pennsylvania  not  being  represented,  and  eighty-one 
representatives  of  subordinate  Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  then  presented  his  address, 
from  which  we  quote  the  following : 

‘  ‘  From  time  to  time  authoritative  statements  couched  in  the  strongest 
possible  language  have  set  forth  the  fact  that  election  by  unanimous  ballot 
cast  by  the  Secretary,  pursuant  to  or  in  accordance  with  a  viva  voce  vote, 
is  absolutely  contrary  to  the  Masonic  law  in  this  Jurisdiction,  but  never¬ 
theless  there  still  seem  to  be  among  us  those  who  believe  New  York  and 
Massachusetts  procedure  to  be  equally  good  in  Vermont.  I  have  been 
greatly  surprised  to  learn  that  certain  Chapters  in  this  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  have  the  practice  at  annual  Convocation  of  not  only  electing  by  this 
method,  but  of  actually  nominating  Companions  for  election  in  this  way. 
It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized  that  such  practice  is  absolutely  il¬ 
legal  in  Vermont  Masonry.  Independence  has  always  been  a  striking  char¬ 
acteristic  of  Vermonters,  and  regardless  of  the  customs  which  prevail 
among  our  Masonic  neighbors  we  have  always  maintained  the  inalienable 
right  of  every  Brother  to  perfect  freedom  at  all  times  in  the  casting  of 
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his  ballot,  whether  for  candidate  for  admission  or  for  election.  An  elec* 
tion  by  the  above-named  method  is  just  as  proper  in  the  first  case  as  in 
the  second,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  rgsult  of  the  ballot  may  be  a' 
foregone  conclusion.  An  illegal  election  to  office  honors  neither  the  one  chosen 
nor  the  Chapter  which  does  the  choosing,  and  I  trust  that  hereafter,  no 
matter  how  valuable  a  Companion’s  service  in  an  office  may  be,  the  election 
in  our  Vermont  Chapers  will  be  conducted  with  due  respect  to  the  law  in 
this  Jurisdiction.  ’  ’ 

This  is  really  and  truly  one  of  the  ancient  land¬ 
marks  of  Freemasonry,  and  has  always  been  carried 
out  in  Pennsylvania,  and  we  are  glad  the  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont  has  taken 
the  stand  he  has. 

The  Grand  Secretary’s  report  shows  a  total  mem¬ 
bership  of  5628. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  finances  in  a 
very  healthy  condition. 

The  Correspondence  is  reviewed  by  Companion 
Eugene  S.  Weston,  Most  Excellent  Past  Grand  High 
Priest.  Pennsylvania  Proceedings  for  1920  and  1921 
are  reviewed,  most  of  the  space  being  taken  up  on 
criticisms  of  the  authority  of  the  Most  Excellent 
Grand  High  Priest,  which  we  consider  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  as  supreme.

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VICTORIA,  1920-1921. 

Quarterly  Convocations  of  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Freemasons  of  Victoria  were 
held  in  Freemason’s  Hall,  Collins  Street,  Melbourne, 
on  Wednesday,  July  21,  and  October  20,  1920,  and 
January  19  and  April  20, 1921. 

M.  E.  Companion  W.  P.  Bice,  Grand  Z.,  presided 
at  each  Convocation,  and  Grand  Chapter  was  duly 
opened  in  due  and  Ancient  Form. 

In  one  of  the  Quarterlies  we  note  the  following  in 
the  Grand  Z.’s  address: 

“  Although  we  have  been  making  a  steady  advance  during  recent  years 
our  progress  and  numbers  suffer  materially  by  comparison  with  the  Grand 
Chapters  of  America.  The  large  number  of  Master  Masons  who  are  con¬ 
tent  to  remain  stationary  and  apparently  without  the  ambition  to  take 
either  the  Mark  Master  or  Royal  Arch  degrees  appears  to  indicate  clearly 
that  Craft  Masonry  in  this  territory  is  not  giving  the  Master  Mason 
anything  like  the  full  share  of  instruction  to  which  he  is  entitled  for  the 
completion,  equipment  and  Masonic  education.  It  should  be  more  often 
pointed  out  that  his  education  is  not  complete  without  the  Mark  and  Royal 
Arch  degrees.  ’  * 

He  then  goes  on  to  say  that  in  the  United  States  of 
America  the  percentage  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  is 
27  to  29  per  cent,  of  the  Master  Masons,  while  in  Vic¬ 
toria  only  10  per  cent,  of  the  Master  Masons  are 
Royal  Arch  Masons.  He  then  gives  a  list  of  the  ten 
largest  Grand  Chapters  in  North  America. 

We  in  America  are  not  satisfied  with  this  29  per 
cent.,  and  think  we  should  have  at  least  60  to  75  per 
cent,  of  the  Master  Masons  as  Royal  Arch  Masons. 
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There  is  a  beautiful  oration  in  the  Proceedings 
given  by  M.  E.  Companion  G.  E.  Emery,  Past  Grand 
Z.,  at  the  Consecration  of  Moorabbin  Chapter,  which 
we  wish  we  had  the  space  to  print  in  full.  However, 
we  quote  the  following : 

“Now  Royal  Arch  Brotherhood  is  designed  mainly  to  restore  to  us  the 
genuine  secrets  of  a  Master  Mason,  but  we  must  not  look  upon  it  as  merely 
completing  a  ceremony  or  a  system— the  restoration  is  a  real  one;  it  re¬ 
stores  to  us  just  what  we  want  to  complete  our  spiritual  education  and  to 
place  within  our  reach  the  perfection  of  character  and  life.” 


Well  spoken,  M.  E.  Companion  Emery.  Wish  we 
could  all  have  this  lesson  impressed  on  us,  and  we 
would  be  truly  better  Royal  Arch  Masons.

VIRGINIA,  1921. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fourteenth  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Virginia  convened  in  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City 
of  Richmond,  Virginia,  Tuesday,  October  25, 1921,  at 
8  o’clock  p.  m.,  when,  after  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
lain,  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  was  opened  in 
Solemn  Form  by  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  High 
Priest,  Companion  E.  Fenno  Heath. 
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All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  forty-nine 
Chapters  were  represented,  and  twenty-eight  Grand 
Representatives  from  other  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  then  read  his  address,  some 
of  which  we  quote : 

‘  ‘  The  long  season  of  Masonic  prosperity  has  not  passed,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  Capitular  Masonry  has  been  benefited  to  the  extent 
of  1900  exaltations  this  year,  giving  us  a  membership  of  approximately 
13,000.  The  Secretary’s  report  will  state  the  exact  figures  for  this  our 
year  of  greatest  gain.” 

The  recognition  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  British 
Columbia  is  recommended. 

He  refused  a  request  of  one  Chapter  to  confer  the 
Mark  Degree  on  a  large  class  by  proxy ;  also  refused 
to  allow  degrees  to  be  conferred  on  a  Brother  by  ob¬ 
servation,  he  being  too  ill  to  take  part  in  person. 

These  requests  are  quite  unusual,  and  should  never 
even  be  considered. 

We  also  note  several  dispensations  were  granted 
to  hold  stated  meetings  at  different  dates,  one  espe¬ 
cially  to  allow  officers  to  attend  School  of  Instruc¬ 
tion. 

Two  new  Chapters  were  granted  charters. 

Only  four  visitations  were  reported,  which  were 
made  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest’s  Home.  He  states  he  had  good  and  sufficient 
reasons  for  these  few  visitations.  Prom  further  read¬ 
ing  of  his  address  we  think  the  Grand  High  Priest’s 
reasons  were  correct. 
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Reports  were  received  from  but  five  out  of  nineteen 
District  Deputies  on  time.  This  sounds  bad  for  the 
District  Deputies,  and  calls  for  some  drastic  action. 
The  District  Deputies  are  the  backbone  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  if  they  do  not  obey  instructions  how 
can  they  expect  the  subordinate  Chapters  to  obey  ? 

He  also  speaks  of  the  failure  of  subordinate  Sec¬ 
retaries  to  send  in  their  annual  reports  on  time.  We 
think  this  condition  exists  in  all  Jurisdictions,  and  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  control. 

The  financial  condition  is  not  in  the  best  shape. 
Like  Pennsylvania,  their  per  capita  is  only  fifty  cents 
per  member,  which  is  not  enough  for  a  small  mem¬ 
bership. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  is  very  complete, 
and  shows  he  was  on  the  job  every  minute. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  British  Columbia  was  rec¬ 
ognized. 

The  Correspondence  is  reviewed  by  R.  E.  Jos.  W. 
Eggleston,  but  for  some  reason  Pennsylvania  is  not 
reviewed.

“Only  eight  Deputy  Lecturers  have  so  far  reported.  I  wish  to  thank 
these  Inspectors.  Some  of  these  were  to  the  effect  that  fine  work  was  being 
done;  others  were  anything  but  gratifying.  They  show  a  lack  of  interest 
in  many  instances.  Officers  not  proficient  and  a  decided  tendency  to  de¬ 
part  from  the  ritual.  This  is  a  serious  matter,  and  should  be  considered 
so  not  only  by  the  Inspectors,  but  by  the  Chapters.  We  do  not  wish  to 
arrest  any  of  the  Chapters  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  but  unless  those 
Chapters  who  persistently  neglect  their  duties  reform,  and  that  quickly,  it 
must  and  will  be  done.  ” 
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Kind  of  looks  as  though  a  housecleaning  of  Inspec¬ 
tors  was  in  order ;  then  possibly  the  Chapters  would 
progress  better.  .  , 

The  Secretary’s  report  shows  a  membership  over 
10,000,  while  the  Treasurer’s  Report  shows  a  balance 
of  over  $5000. 

Grand  Chapter  was  called  off  until  4  p.  m.  on  the 
afternoon  of  November  15,  1921. 

After  Grand  Chapter  had  convened  the  election  of 
Officers  was  held.

The  Grand  High  Priest  presented  his  address, 
some  of  which  we  quote : 

“For  many  years  in  the  not  very  remote  past  Wisconsin  Masonry  was 
cold,  formal  and  idle,  a  field  of  idle,  floating  ice.  But  thanks  to  ‘  that  great 
and  Good  Being  from  whom  all  good  things  do  come,’  there  have  arisen  in 
Wisconsin  some  big  broad-minded  men — men  of  wide  horizon  and  clear 
vision  who,  during  the  past  three  or  four  years,  have  been  consistently 
preaching  the  gospel  that  Masons  have  other  duties  to  perform  than  to 
sit  behind  locked  doors  and  closed  window  blinds  and  confer  degrees.  The 
work  of  these  splendid  apostles  of  this  new  movement  is  seen  and  felt 
throughout  this  great  State.  The  seeds  they  have  sown  have  budded,  blos¬ 
somed  and  brought  forth  fruit  to  enrich  and  bless  the  Craft  everywhere. 
The  work  they  have  done  and  are  still  doing  will  live  long  after  they 
are  laid  away  in  their  little  narrow  beds.  ’ 1 

Three  pages  are  devoted  to  the  fraternal  dead  of 
other  Jurisdictions. 

Two  edicts  are  mentioned  as  follows: 

“Exclusion  from  a  Lodge  for  non-payment  of  dues  does  not  bar  a 
Companion  from  enjoying  the  privilege  of  the  Chapter.* * 

1 1  Voluntary  non-affiliation  in  the  Lodge  for  one  year  shall  exclude  a 
Royal  Arch  Mason  from  his  membership  in  the  Chapter  after  due  notice 
either  personally  or  by  mail  has  been  served  upon  him  to  show  cause  why 
he  should  not  be  excluded.  Such  exclusion  shall  cease  upon  affiliation  in  a 
Lodge.  *  * 

The  Grand  High  Priest  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  these  two  edicts  conflict  and  should  be  changed. 
We  agree  with  him.  In  Pennsylvania  non-affiliation 
in  the  Blue  Lodge  is  cause  for  automatic  suspension 
in  the  Chapter. 

Five  new  Chapters  were  granted  dispensations  and 
five  constituted  during  the  year. 
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Collective  balloting  is  being  permitted  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Grand  High  Priest.  This  we  consider 
is  entirely  wrong,  and  do  not  permit  it  in  our  J uris- 
diction.  All  petitioners  are  balloted  for  separately. 

Fraternal  relations  with  Scotland  were  declined, 
on  the  ground  that  Scotland  was  trespassing  on  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in  the 
Philippine  Islands,  but  this  was  not  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  J urisprudence. 

Financial  and  numerical  strength  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  is  exceptionally  good. 

Twenty-one  pages  are  devoted  to  a  report  of  a  Spe¬ 
cial  Committee  to  Investigate  the  Order  of  DeMolay 
for  Boys,  and  $1500  is  appropriated  in  favor  of  this 
movement.  This  report  is  most  complete,  and  is  well 
worth  reading  in  its  entirety.
